The  district  contains  25  county  establishments,  and  one  liberty  force,  having 
28  boroughs  consolidated  with  them,  and  46  other  police  establishments,  vary* 
ing  iu  strength  from  520  officers  to  one  man,  each  under  a  separate  and  distinct 
maintenance ;  and  of  these,  there  are  10  boroughs  where  the  population  is  under 
5,000 ;  there  seems  to  be  no  desire  on  the  part  of  these  small  boroughs  to 
amalgamate  with  the  county  police,  one  objection  existing  in  the  feeling  that 
the  control  over  the  police  serving  in  the  borough  would  be  taken  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  borough  authorities,  and  that  they  would  have  no  voice  when 
police  matters  were  under  the  consideration  of  the  county  magistrates ;  those 
boroughs,  however,  that  have  amalgamated  their  police  with  the  county 
forces  appear  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  arrangement,  by  which  greater  pro- 
tection is  enjoyed  at  less  cost. 

On  the  30th  September  1876  the  town  of  Luton,  in  Bedfordshire,  having  a 
short  time  previously  become  a  borough,  under  the  "  Municipal  Corporations 
Act,"  commenced  with  a  police  establishment  of  its  own,  separate  and  distinct 
from  that  of  the  county,  of  which  to  that  date  it  had  formed  part. 

By  this  arrangement  there  resulted  at  once  an  increase  of  seven  officers  for 
precisely  the  same  area,  two  of  the  officers  being  of  the  upper  ranks,  viz*,  one 
head  constable,  and  one  serjeant ;  to  this  increase  of  cost  must  be  added  the 
expenses  attendant  on  the  formation  of  a  separate  establishment* 

A  similar  increase  of  expenditure  took  place  when  the  Peterborough  city 
force  was  formed,  separate  from  that  of  the  liberty,  when  not  only  more  men 
were  required  for  precisely  the  same  area,  but  a  second  staff. 

In  neither  case  was  provision  made  for  the  reckoning  of  past  services  of  the 
officers  discharged  from  the  county,  most  of  whom  entered  the  service  of  the 
newly-formed  establishments,  which  derived  the  benefit  of  trained  officers  tu 
commence  with. 

1  have  to  record  the  deaths  of  two  chief  constables  during  the  year.  Admiral 
Davies,  the  chief  constable  of  Cambridgeshire  and  Huntingdon,  died  on  the 
24th  November  1876 ;  and  Capt.  W.  Griffith,  chief  constable  of  Anglesey,  died  on 
the  25th  November  1876.  On  the  death  of  the  former  officer  each  of  the  counties 
appointed  a  chief  constable,  Major  II.  Rooper,  for  Huntingdon,  and  Captain 
R.  Calvert,  for  Cambridgeshire  ;  by  this  arrangement  there  becomes  an  in- 
crease of  one  chief  constable. 

Captain  G.  B.  Hughes  was  appointed  chief  constable  for  Anglesey  in  January, 
in  succession  to  Captain  Griffith. 

Mr.  Denman,  the  chief  constable  of  Denbigh,  retired  on  a  superannuation 
allowance  in  February  1877>  and  was  then  succeeded  by  Captain  A.  Price.

In  previous  reports  the  chief  constables  in  charge  of  separate  forces  have 
been  reckoned  as  with  each,  but  in  the  above  Table  only  the  actual  number  is 
shown ;  the  officers  now  in  charge  of  separate  forces  are  the  chief  constable 
of  Northampton,  who  has  the  Liberty  of  Peterborough,  and  the  chief  con- 
stable of  Suffolk,  who  has  charge  of  both  divisions  of  the  county. 

Last  year  the  total  authorised  strength,  exclusive  of  75  additional  constables, 
was  4,759  (or  deducting  three  chief  constables  then  in  charge  of  separate  forces, 
4,756),  showing  an  authorised  increase  of  56  officers  <l  tiring  the  year,  as

From  this  augmentation  of  72  officers  (counties  33,  and  boroughs  39)  must 
be  deducted  the  reduction  of  the  Bedfordshire  force  of  1 5  officers,  and  one 
officer  of  the  Cambridge  borough,  causing  an  actual  increase  of  56  officers 
(counties  18,  and  boroughs  38).

The  bulk  of  the  men  who  leave  a  force  are  men  of  short  service,  many 
perhaps  entering  it  on  trial  as  a  new  line  of  life,  or  from  other  causes,  and  then 
leaving,  either  under  the  attraction  of  higher  wages  elsewhere,  or  from  a  rest- 
lessness of  disposition  and  desire  of  change,  probably  finding  the  regularity 
and  strictness  of  a  disciplined  life  irksome  and  distasteful. 

863  men  have  joined  during  the  year.  It  has  been  generally  represented  that 
(with  a  few  exceptions)  there  has  not  been  so  much  difficulty  as  heretofore  in 
getting  men  for  the  service,  and  those  whom  I  saw  at  my  inspections  appeared 
very  fair  material  for  training  for  the  service,  both  as  regards  intelligent  and 
physical  appearance. 

On  the  29th  September  last  year  there  were  96  vacancies  ;  this  year,  on  the 
same  date,  there  were  97  vacancies. 

Tlie  detective  establishments  in  the  boroughs  consist  of  50  officers  of  different 
ranks;  in  the  counties  the  officers  in  charge  of  divisions,  assisted  by  their 
immediate  subordinates,  aid  the  constable  of  the  "  beat"  in  the  detection  of 
offences  ;  in  many  parts  of  the  country  Serjeants  have  beats  in  like  manner  as 
constables. 

The  district  covers  an  area  of  13,274,386  acres,  of  which  13,139,201  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  county  police,  and  135,185  are  under  the  boroughs. 

The  population,  by  Census  of  1871,  was  about  5,556,596,  the  counties  having 
4,268,871,  and  the  boroughs  1,287,725.  The  transfer  of  the  borough  of 
Luton  will  account  for  the  difference  in  the  figures  of  area  and  population 
shown  last  year.  In  many  places,  however,  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  of  population  since  1871. 

The  extra  duties  performed  by  the  police  of  counties  are  very  generally  the 
inspection  of  weights  and  measures,  partially  the  inspection  of  common 
lodging  houses,  and  the  relief  of  vagrants  ;  in  some  instances  the  inspectors  of 
weights  and  measures  have  been  appointed  to  discharge  duties  under  the 
"  Adulteration  of  Food  Act "  ;  in  some  counties  the  police  are  employed  as 
inspectors  under  the  "  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,"  with  and  without 
your  sanction  ;  some  officers  are  appointed  under  the  "  Explosives  Act ;" 
and  in  most  of  the  counties  the  police  are  employed  to  keep  order  in  and  about 
the  courts  of  assize.  The  "  Chimney  Sweeps  Act "  is  carried  out  by  all  forces 
in  counties  and  boroughs,  and  registers  duly  kept. 

In  boroughs  the  head  constable  is  generally  appointed  inspector  of  weights 
and  measures,  of  common  lodging-houses,  and  assistant  relieving  officer  for 
vagrants,  assisted  by  members  of  his  force  in  the  larger  boroughs.  In  a  few 
places  he  is  superintendent  of  a  fire  brigade ;  and  in  one  or  two  instances 
members  of  the  force  belong  to  the  fire  brigade,  a  duty,  I  would  submit,  that 
ought  not  to  be  discharged  by  the  police,  who  on  occasions  of  fires,  when  there 
is  much  confusion,  should  be  otherwise  employed  than  in  the  working  of  the 
engines  or  managing  their  action. 

Among  the  additional  duties  required  by  the  Legislature  of  the  police  are  the 
issue  and  endorsement  of  certificates  to  pedlars.  During  the  year  9,544  cer- 
tificates have  been  granted,  and  22,177  have  been  endorsed,  representing  an 
amount  of  2,940 1.  8  s.  6  d.  for  the  benefit  of  the  rates  of  counties  and  borough*.

The  details  for  each  jurisdiction  are  shown  in  No.  3  Table  Return  appended 
hereto  ;  but  regarding  the  aggregate  it  will  be  seen  that,  as  compared  with 
last  year  only  has  there  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  indictable  offences 
reported  to  the  police,  the  number  of  persons  apprehended  being  proportionally- 
greater,  viz.,  59  against  '53  per  cent.  It  is  not  improbable,  however,  that 
more  than  one  person  may  have  been  apprehended  for  an  individual  offence. 
The  number  of  offences  determined  summarily  appear  to  have  increased  year 
by  year. 

There  h  is  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  drunken  cases, 
amounting  to  2/459,  and  also  of  assaults  on  the  police  to  the  number  of  199 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  are  in  the  district  21,093  public-houses,  of  which  923  have  been  pro- 
ceeded against,  and  632  convicted;  and  13,560  beerhouses,  of  which  546  have 
been  proceeded  against,  and  398  convicted  ;  five  of  the  public-houses  and  10 
of  the  beerhouses  have  been  deprived  of  their  licenses ;  the  number  of  public- 
houses  is  less  by  12,  and  the  number  of  beerhouses  (and  cider  houses)  is 
increased  by  332  this  year. 

Table  4,  appended,  gives  in  detail  the  number  of  licensed  houses,  &c. 

Vagrancy  is  represented  to  have  generally  increased,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
throughout  the  whole  district.

The  clothing  is  fully  supplied  throughout  the  district  to  each  force ;  it  is 
generally  good,  and  well  fitted,  but  the  prices  for  similar  articles  vary  con- 
siderably, and  in  many  instances  neither  the  quality  of  the  cloth,  nor  the  make 
of  the  garment  of  the  more  costly  article  are  better  than  those  at  the  less  price. 
The  prices  are  given  in  the  Report  of  each  force. 

Wherever  there  has  been  an  augmentation  of  officers  to  a  force  during  the 
year  it  has  been  requisite,  either  from  the  marked  increase  of  population  or  from 
the  power  vested  in  jurisdictions  to  form  and  maintain  separate  establishments. 
There  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  local  authorities  to  increase  the  number  of 
their  police,  if  it  can  be  avoided;  and  looking  at  the  large  number  of  officers 
who  from  one  cause  or  another  leave  the  forces,  and  the  number  of  vacancies 
always  existing,  it  is  still,  as  it  has  always  been,  difficult  to  keep  the  establish- 
ments up  to  the  authorised  complement. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  constabulary  generally  are  heaithy,  intel- 
ligent, and  wishful  to  discharge  their  duties  efficiently,  and  these  duties  are  as 
well  arranged  as  circumstances  permit.

Allowances. — The  chief  constable  receives  100  /.  for  travelling  expenses ; 
horses  and  carts  are  provided  by  the  county  for  superintendents,  with  an 
allowance  of  2s.  3d.  per  diem  for  forage,  and  2/.  10s.  a  year  for  farriery.

Allowances. — The  chief  constable  receives  70  /.  a  year  for  travelling 
expenses.  Superintendents  are  provided  by  the  county  with  horses  and  carts, 
an  allowance  of  2  s.  6d.  a  day  for  forage,  and  2/.  10*.  yearly  for  farriery. 
Superintendents  and  inspectors  are  allowed  13/.  and  10/.  a  year  respectively, 
to  provide  themselves  with  uniform  clothing;  the  other  members  receive

%  pay# — There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  the  rates  of  pay.  The  classifica-

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Allowances. — The  chief  constable  receives  100  /.  yearly  for  his  travelling 
expenses ;  superintendents  and  inspectors  in  charge  of  divisions  are  allowed 
60  /.  yearly  for  forage  and  keep  of  horses ;  but  horses  and  carts  are 
provided  by  the  county;  the  excess  of  rents  over  2  5.  a  week  is  paid  by  the 
county. 

Pay. — The  only  alteration  in  the  scale  of  pay  has  been  in  the  salary  of  the 
chief  constable,  an  appointment  made  at  the  close  of  last  year,  as  shown  in 
that  Report ;  but  additional  pay  for  length  of  service  is  given  as  follows  : — 

Superintendents  and  inspectors  receive  5  /.  yearly,  after  each  period  of 
five  years  in  either  rank.

This  county,  though  divided  into  three  districts,  as  shown  above,  is  under  one 
chief  constable ;  the  central  establishment,  or  reserve,  is  supported  by  the  three 
divisions  jointly.  The  proportion  in  which  the  establishment  expenses  are  divided 
and  charged  to  the  several  divisions, is  as  follows; — Lindsey, 7-Hths;  Holland, 
3-14ths,  and  Kesteven,  4-14ths.

— The  chief  constable  receives  200  I.  yearly  for  travelling  ex- 
penses ;  superintendents  are  allowed  50  /.  a  year  to  provide  and  keep  their  own 
horses,  carts  and  harness  being  found  by  the  county,  except  in  the  Lindsey 
division,  where  horses,  &c.  are  provided  by  the  county  ;  6  d.  a  week  is  allowed  in 
lieu  of  boots. 

Pay. — The  rates  of  pay  for  the  chief  constable,  Serjeants,  and  constables 
have  been  amended,  under  authority  dated  12th  February  1877  (No.  19,502); 
the  increased  rates  have  been  drawn  from  the  14th  April ;  the  pay  of  the  other 
officers  is  regulated  by  the  scale  authorised  in  October  1872.  The  scale  now

is  now  in  penal  servitude,  and  six  of  the  same  class  have  been  sent  to  prison  for 
failing  to  report  themselves,  and  five  for  fresh  offences,  three  being  now  in 
penal  servitude. 

Station-houses. — The  station-houses  are  numerous,  and  well  provided  with 
good  cells,  and  were  generally  in  good  order ;  in  the  more  populous  places  the 
station-houses  are  occupied  by  a  considerable  number  of  constables.  The 
clothing  was  good  and  the  prices  moderate,  being  as  follows :  great  coats, 
29  s.  4  d. ;  frock  coats,  25  s.  11  d. ;  trousers,  14  s.  2  d.  and  12  s.  4  d.  a  pair ;  cap 
with  cover,  4  s.;  helmets  (last  year),  8  s. 

In  consequence  of  the  increase  of  population,  and  the  opening  out  of  works  in 
the  mining  and  rural  districts,  the  augmentation  made  in  October  last  was  very 
requisite. 

The  force  was  inspected  about  the  17th  March,  when  there  were  six 
vacancies  in  the  establishment ;  it  has  been  efficiently  maintained.

There  has  been  a  general  increase  in  offences  of  all  the  above  classes,  notably 
of  drunken  cases  and  assaults  on  the  police.

Station-houses.—  The  station-houses,  with  their  cells,  throughout  the  county, 
were  generally  in  good  order.  The  clothing  was  good,  and  tbe  prices  reason- 
able, viz.,  great  coats  385.,  frock  coats  28*.,  trousers,  first  pair,  16$.  3d.,  second 
pair,  135.  6d.,  hat  or  helmet  6s. 

'lhe  force  was  inspected  about  the  21st  April,  when  there  were,  temporarily, . 
vacancies  for  11  officers,  viz.,  one  inspector  and*  10  constables.  It  has  been 
efficiently  maintained.  The  Inspector  would  wish  to  recommend  that  a  small 
reserve  force  was  formed  at  the  head  quarters,  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up,  with 
less  delay,  beats  that  become  vacant.  At  present  a  new  man  can  only  betaken 
on,  if  he  can  at  once  be  got,  when  a  vacancy  actually  takes  place.  To  this 
must  be  added  the  delay  of  a  short  training  at  head  quarters ;  so  that,  when  a 
beat  becomes  vacant,  some  time  elapses  before  it  is  filled  up.

AVe.— The  chief  efctk  is  one  of  the  inspectors. 

Allowances.— The  chief  constable  receives  50/.  yearly  for  his  travelling 
expenses.  Superintendents  are  provided  by  the  county  with  horses  and  carls, 
and  are  allowed  50  h  yearly  for  forage.  Superintendents  receive  an  annual 
allowance  of  8/.  for  uniform  clothing.  The  other  ranks  receive  6d>  a  week  in 
lieu  of  boots. 

Pay.  — There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  scale  of  pay,  except  for  the 
inspector  acting  as  chi^f  clerk,  whose  pay  was  increased  to  its  present  rate  at 
the  April  sessions.  Discretionary  power  is  given  to  the  chief  constable  to 
advance  constables  to  the  second  class  who  have  served  two  years,  and  to  the 
first  class  after  four  years*  service. 

Variations.— The  force  was  augmented  by  one  constable  in  October  18/6* 
During  the  year  13  officers  have  left,  including  one  chief  constable  and  one 
superintendent  superannuated,  and  14  men  have  joined.  The  force  was  com* 
plete  on  the  29th  September  1877-  It  has  been  found  difficult  to  get  men 
suitable  for  the  service  as  constables,  as  it  is  requisite  generally  that  they  should 
speak  Welsh  as  well  as  English.  On  the  20th  February  187/  Mr.  J.  Denman, 
the  late  chief  constable,  retired  on  a  superannuation  allowance,  and  Captain 
A*  Price  was  appointed  his  successor  on  the  same  date,  with  pay  and  allowances 
as  shown  above. 

Extra  Duties. — The  three  superintendents  act  as  inspectors  of  weights  and 
measures;  three  serjeants  are  inspectors  of  common  lodging-houses  ;  five  mem* 
hers  of  the  force  are  assistant  relieving  officers  for  vagrants,  and  40  are 
employed  under  the  "  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act  "  when  necessary.

— Two  convicts  on  license  and  four  other  persons  have 
been  under,  super  vision.     The  time  of  one  person  of  either  class  has  expired. 

Station-houses. — The  station-houses  and  cells  were  clean  and  generally  in 
good  order.  The  head  quarters  have  been  removed  to  Denbigh  from  Ruthin. 
The  clothing  did  not  appear  very  good,  and  the  prices  of  the  frock  coats 
appeared  high,  being  37  s.  each;  great  coats  405.,  trousers  \7 s.  a  pair, 
helmets  8  s.  6  d. 

The  force  was  inspected  about  the  1 1th  July,  when  there  were  two  vacancies. 
It  has  been  efficiently  maintained. 

The  population  in  this  county  has  increased  very  considerably,  and  some  of 
the  beats  are  too  extensive.  An  augmentation  under  consideration  is  very 
desirable.

As  compared  with  last  year,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
offences  of  both  classes ;  also  in  drunken  cases  and  assaults  on  police.  Of  the 
70  indictable  offences,  five  were  committed  by  two  persons,  apprehended  for 
the  same. 

Vagrancy. — Vagrancy  has  again  increased. 

Licensing  Acts. — There  are  402  puhlic-houses,  of  which  22  have  been  pro- 
ceeded against  and  20  convicted,  the  licenses  of  seven  being  endorsed ;  and 
119  beerhouses,  ot  which  six  have  been  proceeded  against  and  four  convicted. 
Six  of  the  beerhouses  are  licensed  for  %*  sale  off  the  premises,-'  and  of  these 
five  have  been  proceeded  against  and  three  convicted.  Although  there  have 
been  more  drunken  cases  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  is  considerably 
less  than  in  1875,  when  there  were  856  cases. 

Police  Supervision.— Six  convicts  on  license  and  three  other  persons  have 
been  under  supervision ;  one  convict  on  license,  named  John  Thomas, 
described  in  the  "  Police  Gazette  "  of  13th  July  1877*  was  apprehended  in  the 
Holywell  district  when  on  tramp  and  deprived  of  license.  One  of  the  other 
class  has  been  relieved  of  supervision,  his  time  having  expired. 

Station-houses. — The  station-houses  were  clean ;  a  new  station-house  is 
about  to  be  provided  at  Mold,  the  building  hitherto  used  not  being  satis- 
factory. New  station-houses  have  during  the  year  been  built  at  Buckley,  with 
two  cells,  and  residence  for  an  officer ;  and  at  Mostyn,  with  three  cells,  and 
accomnfodation  for  a  Serjeant. 

The  clothing  appeared  very  good  and  at  very  moderate  cost ;  great  coats  30*., 
frock  coats  26 s.  6 rf.,  trousers  13 s.  9 d.  a  pair,  cap,  with  cover,  5s.  2d. 

The  force  was  inspected  on  the  13th  July,  when  there  was  a  vacancy  for  oue 
constable ;  it  has  been  efficiently  maintained.

The  district  comprises  10  county,  and  50  borough  jurisdictions,  and  16  muni- 
cipal boroughs  incorporated  with  the  former  for  police  purposes.  The  town  of 
Crewe  has  received  a  charter  of  incorporation,  but  continues  to  be  watched  by 
the  Cheshire  constabulary. 

The  authorised  strength  of  county  police  is  3,745  ordinary  constables  of  all 
ranks,  and  230  constables  appointed  under  19th  Section  3  &  4  Vict.  c.  88,  for 
special  purposes,  an  increase  of  134  of  the  former  and  a  decrease  of  44  of  the 
latter  class. 

The  augmentations  have  been  as  follow  : — In  Cheshire,  nine ;  Cumberland  and 
Westmorland,  one ;  Derbyshire,  17  ;  Durham,  28 ;  Lancashire,  30  ;  E«st  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  one  ;  North  Riding,  three  ;  West  Riding,  45  constables.  The  strength 
of  Northumberland  and  Nottinghamshire  forces  remaius  as  before. 

On  the  29th  September  there  were  67  vacancies,  including  ^t  reserve  of  40 
constables,  whom  the  chief  constable  of  the  West  Riding  is  empowered  to  appoint 
in  cases  of  especial  emergency. 

The  establishments  have  been  well  maintained,  and  I  beg  to  report  them  effi- 
cient in  point  of  numbers  and  disciplino. 

Variations  during  the  year  have  amounted  to  684  upon  a  total  strength  of 
3,975  or  17*2  per  cent.  In  1876  and  1875  the  changes  were  208  per 
cent. 

The  police  of  cities  and  boroughs  numbers  4,975  ordiuary  constables  of  all 
ranks,  and  373  constables  specially  appointed,  and  not  paid  by  rates,  an  increase 
in  the  aggregate  of  35  of  the  former,  and  of  one  in  the  latter  class.  Augmenta- 
tions: Birkenhead,  two  ;  Congleton,  one  ;  South  Shields,  three  ;  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  two  ;  Bolton,  three  ;  Southport,  three  ;  Wigan,  two  ;  Scarborough,  two  ; 
Bradford,  20.  The  strength  of  Liverpool,  Middlesborough,  and  fluddersfield  forces 
has  been  reduced  by  one  constable  respectively.  The  remaining  borough  esta- 
blishments continue  as  before  in  respect  to  numbers.  The  police  of  Congleton, 
Ripon,  and  Richmond  is  numerically  inefficient.  With  these  exceptions,  I  have 
the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  city  and  borough  establishments  have  been 
efficiently  maintained ;  on  the  29th  September  there  were  only  33  vacancies, 
and  I  am  given  to  understand  that  suitable  men  have  been  generally  readily  obtain- 
able to 'fill  up  casualties  as  they  occurred.  The  variations  amounted  to  939  upon 
a  strength  of  5,348,  or  17*5  per  cent.-,  compared  with  a  per-centage  of  18*2 
changes  in  1876  and  21*1  in  1875. 

Extra  Duties. —  In  the  separate  reports  I  have  shown  the  duties,  other  than 
ordinary  police^  which  are  performed  by  members  of  the  several  establishments. 
Returns  are  attached  of  certificates  granted  and  endorsed  under  the  Chimney 

Sweepers 
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Sweepers  Act,  and  of  proceedings  taken  qnder  the  Sale  of  Food  and   Drqgs 
Act. 

Indictable  Offences. — The  table  subjoined  gives  the  crimes  reported  and 
persons  apprehended  during  1877 >  and  six  preceding  years.  This  year  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  369  offences  and 214  apprehensions  in  counties,  and  a  decrease 
of  555  offences  and  269  apprehensions  in  boroughs  as  compared  with  1876.  A 
marked  diminution  in  crime  has  taken  place  in  Liverpool,  where  the  number  of 
indictable  offences  has  decreased  from  4,554  to  4,086,  and  persons  apprehended 
from  1,588  to  1,496,

Licensing  Acts,  1872-1874. — I  submit  a  return  of  proceedings  that  have  been 
taken  against  public-houses  and  beerhouses  during  this  and  six  preceding  years. 
Also  of  persons  proceeded  against  for  drunkenness  and  drunk  and  disorderly 
conduct  in  that  period.  This  year,  as  compared  with  1876,  there  has  been  a 
decrease  in  both  counties  and  boroughs  in  the  number  of  public-houses  and 
beerhouses  proceeded  against.  In  boroughs,  also,  a  large  decrease  is  observable  in 
the  number  of  persons  against  whom  proceedings  have  been  taken  for  drunken- 
ness, and  drunkenness  and  disorderly  conduct,  viz.:  in  1876,  69,406  cases,  of 
which  64,081  were  convicted;  in  1877,  60,103  cases;  54,400  convicted.  In 
Liverpool,  15,763  persons  have  been  proceeded  against,  14,372  convicted,  against 
20,551  persons  proceeded  against,  19,107  convicted  in  1876;  a  diminution  of 
4,788  cases,  or  more  than  23  per  cent. 

Houses  licensed  for  sale  of  liquors  by  retail  not  to  be  consumed  on  the 
premises  under  the  69th  Section  now  number,  in  counties,  1,263,  and  in  boroughs, 
1,483,  total,  2,748;  compared  with  1,019  and  1,077,  total  2096,  in  counties 
and  boroughs  respectively  in  1876  ;  an  increase  of  652  houses  upon  the 
preceding  year,  which  was  611  in  excess  of  1875.  In  the  town  of  Bradford 
there  are  569  persons  selling  under  this  class  of  license,  against  441  in  1876, 
a  number  that  may  be  indefinitely  increased,  as  no  control  is  vested  in  licensing 
authorities  with  respect  to  granting  licenses  where  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
have  been  complied  with. 

Permitting  drunkenness  and  selling  to  drunken  persons :  Returns  are 
attached  showing  the  proceedings  taken  against,  the  occupiers  of  licensed 
houses  for  these  offences.  In  14  boroughs  no  informations  have  been  laid* 
viz. :  Chester,  Congleton,  Stalybridge,  Glossop,  Durham,  Hartlepool,  South 
Shields,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Bolton,  Newark,  Beverley,  Richmond,  Pontefract, 
and  Ripon.  In  these  towns  4,778  persons  were  proceeded  against  for  drunken- 
ness ;  in  the  remaining  boroughs,  465  licensed  houses  were  proceeded 
against,  and  proceedings  taken  against  55,328  persons  for  drunkenness  and 
drunk  and  disorderly  conduct,  a  proportion  of  one  house  to  119  cases. 

In  counties  834  licensed  houses  were  proceeded  against,  and   proceedings 
<M2.  Q4  taken 
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No.a.#  taken  against  52,615  persons  for  drunkenness,  and  drunkenness  and  disorder; 

Northern  Piatriot.  a  prop0rtion  of  1  house  to  63  cases. 

The  figures  indicate  much  diversity  as  to  the  mode  in  which  the  police 
discharge  the  important  duty  of  supervision. 

The  public-house  interest  is  exceedingly  powerful,  especially  in  small  towns; 
and  if  the  police  lay  an  information  great  difficulty  is  often  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing a  conviction  ;  nevertheless  it  is  imperative  upon  them  to  carry  out  the  law, 
and  to  use  effective  means  to  detect  and  to  report  cases  where  licensed  houses 
are  improperly  conducted,  and  liquors  are  sold  to  persons  when  drunk.

Prevention  of  Crimes  Act,  1871.— Returns  are  appended  relating  to  con- 
victs holding  licenses,  and  persons  subject  to  police  supervision  under  8lh 
section. 

During  the  year  788  male  and  128  female  convicts  reported,  compared  with 
689  males  and  147  females  in  the  preceding  year.  Six  hundred  and  seventy-three 
males,  282  females,  subject  to  police  supervision  under  8lb  section,  reported, 
against  515  males,  187  females,  in  1876.  Four  hundred  and  two  convict?,  and 
855  persons  sentenced  to  police  surveillance  under  8th  section,  remained  in  the 
district  on  the  29th  September. 

Pedlars'  Act,  1871. — Sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  certificates 
were  granted,  and  24,524  endorsed,  compared  with  16,616  granted  and  24,236 
endorsed  in  1876. 

Chimney  Sweepers'  Act,  1875. —  In  counties  570,  and  in  boroughs  680,  cer- 
tificates were  granted,  and  431  and  91  were  endorsed  in  counties  and  boroughs 
respectively. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. — In  counties  334  persons  were  proceeded 
against,  290  convicted,  44  discharged.  In  boroughs  94  persons  were  proceeded 
against,  86  convicted,  eight  discharged. 

The  returns  give  the  places  where  the  police  have  been  employed  to  carry  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  into  operation.

The  inspection    was  commenced  on  the  12th  and   completed  on   the    I/th 
September, 

The  authorised  strength  consists  of  one  chief  constable,  one  deputy  chief 
constable,  one  chief  clerk,  nine  superintendents,  five  inspectors,  45  Serjeants, 
242  ordinary,  and  four  additional  constables  appointed  for  special  purposes. 

Two  constables  were  required  to  complete  on  the  29th  September. 

During  the  year  five  constables  have  been  added  to  the  Altringham  and  four 
to  the  Nantwich  divisions.  The  services  of  one  additional  constable  have  been 
discontinued. 

In  the  Wirrall  division  two  extra  constables  are  annually  appointed  from  1st 
April  to  30th  September. 

The  scale  of  pay  granted  in  July  1875  remains  in  force. 

Extra  duties  performed  by  members  of  the  force. 

Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  under  Adulteration  of  Food  Act  — 
Ten  superintendents. 

Assistant  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures. — Two  Serjeants;  eight  con- 
stables. 

Superintendents  of  Fire  Brigade.— One  superintendent;  three  Serjeants. 

Inspector  of  Hackney  Carriages. —  One  inspector. 

Cattle  inspectors  under  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act. — Ten  superin- 
tendents; four  inspectors  ;  22  Serjeants, 

Assistant  Relieving  Officers  for  Vagrants. — One  inspector  ;  six  Serjeants;  one 
constable. 

Inspectors  under  the  Explosive  Acts, — Ten  superintendents. 

Six  hundred  and  ninety  -six  indictable  offences  were  reported,  and  525  per- 
sons  apprehended*  compared  with  681  offences  and  524  apprehensions  in  18/6. 

Licensing  Act?,  18/2,  18/4, — Doing  business,  9/3  public-houses,  762  beer- 
houses, 43  refreshment  houses  with  wine  licenses  and  76  houses  licensed  lor 
sale  of  liquors  by  retail  for  consumption  off  the  premises. 

Public-houses. — Proceeded  against,  108;  convicted,  64;  licenses  endorsed,  6. 
Of  these  79  were  proceeded  against  for  permitting  drunkenness  or  selling  to 
drunken  persons,  44  convicted,  and  three  convictions  recorded  on  licenses. 

Beer-house*. — Seventy-six  proceeded  Against,  55  convicted,  12  convictions 
endorser!  on  licenses.  Proceedings  laken  for  permitting  drunkenness  or  selling 
to  drunken  persons,  50  ;  convictions,  38;  endorsements  upon  licenses,  seven. 

One  house  licensed  for  sale  of  liquors  to  be  consumed  off  the  premises  was 
proceeded  against  and  convicted. 

Drunkenness  and  Drunk  and  Disorderly. — Three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
nine  persons  were  proceeded  against,  2,91 7  convicted,  192  discharged. 

In  1876,  3,188  persons  were  proceeded  against,  3,010  convicted. 
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Prevention  of  Crimes  Act,  1871. — Eight  male  convicts  holding  licenses, 
and  four  females  reported;  nine  males  remained  from  previous  year;  seven 
males,  three  females  continued  on  license  until  29th  September. 

Four  males,  one  female  subject  to  police  supervision  under  8th  section 
reported  ;  six  males  remained  from  preceding  year. 

Five  males  continued  under  supervision  on  the  29th  September. 

The  officers  and  constables  are  supplied  with  the  customary  clothing  and 
appointments ;  the  several  articles  were  in  serviceable  condition,  and  the  cost 
reasonable  and  proper. 

The  books  and  returns  at  head  quarters  and  in  divisions  are  satisfactorily 
kept. 

The  Inspector  visited  eight  divisional  and  a  portion  of  the  sub-station-houses, 
and  found  the  cells  for  prisoners,  offices,  &c.  in  good  order ;  this  year  no  new 
buildings  have  been  completed. 

The  constabulary  is  composed  of  an  effective  body,  and  has  been  maintained 
in  a  state  of  efficiency  in  point  of  numbers  and  discipline.  The  strength  of  the 
several  districts  is  not  in  excess  of  requirements.

As  stated  in  previous  Report  an  unnecessarily  high  price  is  paid  for  most 
articles  of  uniform. 

The  books  and  returns  are  well  and  carefullly  kept. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  few  changes,  and  the  force  is  composed  of  an 
effective  body.  The  strength  and  rates  of  pay  remain  as  before.  The  Inspector 
has  to  report  the  establishment  efficient.

The  books  and  returns  are  well  and  correctly  kept,  and  the  office  duties  effi- 
ciently provided  for. 

A  police  station  has  been  erected  at  Sheepscar,  containing  charge  office,  quar- 
ters for  a  superintendent,  and  four  cells  for  prisoners.  The  Inspector  visited  it 
and  Chapel  Town  Station,  and  found  the  premises  in  good  order. 

The  provisions  of  the  11th  section,  22  &  23  Vict.  c.  32,  have  not  been  com- 
plied with  in  respect  to  the  payment  to  the  Police  Superannuation  Fund,  as 
enacted,  of  fees  received  by  constables  for  acts  done  in  the  execution  of  duty. 
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No-  j*;  These  earnings,  as  heretofore,  are  credited  to  the  Borough  Fund,  and  the  Super- 

Xortfaem  District,  annuation  Fund  is  thereby  deprived  of  a  legitimate  source  of  income. 

On  the  25 tli  September  1877,  the  Watch  Committee  passed  a  resolution  to 
increase  the  strength  of  the  force  to  355  constables  of  all  ranks,  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  grant  of  one  day's  leave  per  month  to  members  of  the  establish- 
ment, and  by  the  rapid  increase  of  the  population  of  the  borough. 

The  scale  of  pay  remains  as  before. 

The  officers  a?«l  constables  are  a  carefully  chosen  and  effective  body,  and  the 
general  efficiency  of  the  force  has  been  well  maintained.

I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Twenty- 
first  Report  upon  the  state  of  the  Police  establishments  in  the  South  Police 
District. 

The  number  of  Police  in  the  district  during  the  year  have  been  augmented 
to  the  extent  of  60  persons,  viz.,  in  counties  by  one  inspector  and  17  constables, 
and  in  boroughs  by  one  superintendent,  two  ins|)ectors,  three  Serjeants,  and 
36  constables ;  but  this  number  has  been  reduced  in  boroughs  to  the  extent 
of  four  constables,  viz.,  by  the  absorption  and  consolidation  erf  the  police  ot  the 
borough  of  Liskeard,  consisting  of  three  persons,  with  that  of  the  county  of 
Cornwall,  and  by  the  reduction  of  one  constable  in  the  borough  of  Bideford ; 
thus  reducing  the  actual  net  augmentation  to  56  persons. 

The  total  number  of  Police  in  the  district  on  the  29th  of  September  1 877,

I n  respect  to  the  different  increases,  and  also  advances  of  pay,  which  appear 
in  the  Fay  Table,  I  may  observe  that  in  all  instances  the  augmentations  of 
Police,  and  increases  of  pay  have  been  suggested  and  promoted  solely  by  the 
authorities  of  the  different  Police  establishments. 

The  counties  in  which  augmentations  of  police,  as  above  referred  to,  have 
taken  place,  are  Cornwall,  to  the  extent  of  three  persons  (on  account  of  the 
consolidation  of  the  police  force  of  the  borough  of  LiskeaTd  with  that  of 
the  county);  Dorset,  1;  Gloucester,  2;  Cardigan,  4;  Carmarthen,  3;  Gla- 
morgan, 4  ;  and  Radnor,  1 ;  and  the  boroughs  are,  Plymouth,  1 ;  Weymouth,  1  ; 
Bristol,  13  ;  Newport  (Isle  of  Wight),  2  ;  Dover,  1 ;  Margate,  3  ;  Ramsgate,  1  ; 
Newport  (Monmouthshire),  10;  Brighton,  1;  Hove,  2;  Cardiff,  6;  aiid 
Tenby,  1. 

The  increases  which  have  taken  place  in  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight,  Margate, 
and  Newport  (Monmouthshire),  and  Cardiff,  have  been  occasioned  by  the 
extension  of  the  areas  of  those  boroughs,  and  the  other  augmentations  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increase  of  buildings  and  population.

During  the  year  one  of  the  small  boroughs  in  Cornwall  (Liskeard)  was  united 
with  the  county  for  police  purposes,  and  I  understand  that  the  arrangement  has 
been  working  well,  and  given  general  satisfaction. 

Proposals  have,  I  also  understand,  been  under  consideration  for  a  consolida- 
tion of  the  police  of  the  small  borough  of  Southmolton,  in  Devonshire,  with  the 
constabulary  of  the  county  of  Devon;  but  as  yet  I  believe  the  terms  have  not 
been  agreed  upon. 

The  towns  of  Cheltenham  and  Taunton  have  obtained  charters  of  incorpora- 
tion during  the  year,  but  both  of  these  new  boroughs  remain  united  for  police 
purposes  with  the  police  establishments  of  their  respective  counties. 

Four  other  boroughs  have  also  obtained  an  extension  of  their  respective  areas, 
but  these  extensions  have  not  altered  their  general  police  arrangements,  save  to 
a  small  extent  in  the  increase  of  the  number  of  their  police. 

There  are  now  29  municipal  boroughs  in  the  district  whose  police  forces  are 
incorporated  with  the  police  establishments  of  their  respective  counties,  and  I 
am  of  opinion  that  it  would  add  very  much  to  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
police  system  if  the  police  of  all  the  small  boroughs  with  a  limited  population 
were  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament  with  the  constabulary  forces  of  their 
respective  counties. 

The  general  length  of  service  of  the  police  in  the  South  Police  District  will  be 
shown  in  the  following  statement,  but  a  table  has  been  prepared  of  the  service  of 
the  police  in  each  county  and  borough  respectively.

The  Superannuation  question  is  one  in  which  the  police  generally  appear  to  be 
much  interested,  and  I  have  been  informed  that  some  such  measure  as  has  been 
suggested  by  the  Select  Police  Committee  would  be  generally  acceptable. 

I  submit  a  Table  of  tiie  funds  in  the  South  Police  District,  with  the  number  of 
pensioners,  as  they  existed  on  the  29th  of  September  1876  and  1877  respectively-

With  respect  to  vagrants  who  have  sought  relief  through  the  aid  of  the  police, 
there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  during  the  past  and  previous  year.  In 
the  year  1876,  the  number  reported  to  have  been  relieved  through  the  aid  of  the 
police,  were  stated  in  last  year's  Report  to  have  amounted  to  108,821  persons; 
the  number  should  have  been  111,229  persons,  being  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  21,905  persons;  during  the  year  ended  the  29th  September  1877, 
the  number  reported  to  have  been  similarly  relieved  is  stated  to  have  amounted  to 
157,441  persons,  being  an  increase  over  1876  of  46,212  persons,  and  over  1875 
of  68,117  persons. 

The  great  depression  which  has  existed  so  long  in  the  different  branches  of 
industry,  has  no  doubt  been  the  cause  of  this  considerable  increase  of  applicants 
for  relief  from  the  different  boards  of  guardians.

On  the  16th  of  October  1876  an  addition  of  three  constables,  and  on  the 
12th  March  1877  an  addition  of  one  constable,  was  made  to  the  police  establish- 
ment of  this  county ;  and  on  the  1st  of  January  1877  one  of  the  merit  class  con- 
stables was  raised  to  the  rank  of  3rd  class  serjeant. 

Some  other  changes  have  also  occurred  in  the  numbers  of  the  different  classes, 
owing  to  promotions  arising  from  the  system  of  progressive  advancement  for 
length  of  service,  as  well  as  from  removals  by  resignations  and  other  causes. 
The  general  organisation  and  rates  of  pay,  however,  have  undergone  no  alter- 
ation.

There  is  no  proper  police  station,  and  the  cells  are  badly  constructed,  and  in 
an  isolated  building,  with  no  resident  person  to  attend  to  prisoners. 

The  clothing  is  generally  of  good  quality,  but  the  prices  are  not  stated. 

The  police  were  inspected  on  the  29th  of  June,  when  all  members  of  the  force 
were  present. 

This  small  borough  is  not  eligible  to  receive  any  contribution  from  the 
Government

An  addition  of  one  constable  was  made  to  the  police  establishment  of  this 
county  at  the  January  Quarter  Sessions,  )8/7,  in  order  to  strengthen  the 
Rhayader  District,  where  some  disturbances  had  occurred  ;  in  other  respects 
the  force  has  undergone  no  alteration  further  than  in  the  classes,  which  slightly 
differ  from  last  year. 

The  extra  duties  performed  by  the  police,  and  the  number  of  officers  and

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REPORT. 


TO  THE  RIGHT  HON.  THE  SECRETARY  OP  STATE  FOR  THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Metropolitan  Police  for  the  year 
1877. 

The  total  strength  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Force  on  the  31st  December  1877  was 
10,446,  consisting  of  25  Superintendents,  279  Inspectors,  1,078  Sergeants,  and  9,064 
Constables,  showing  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  2  Inspectors,  25  Sergeants, 
and  151  Constables. 

For  the  Police  service  of  the  Metropolis  there  were  available  21  Superintendents,  225 
Inspectors,  919  Sergeants,  and  7,957  Constables. 

The  remainder  were  employed  under  the  Admiralty  and  War  Department,  or  paid  for 
specially  for  services  rendered  to  departments  of  the  Government,  or  to  public  bodies 
or  private  firms. 

The  increase  of  the  Metropolis  continues  at  an  accelerated  pace ;  during  1877  there 
were  built  14,410  new  houses,  270  new  streets,  and  2  new  squares,  covering  a  length  of 
39  miles  and  1,623  yards,  were  opened  and  placed  under  Police  supervision. 

The  average  yearly  number  of  houses  built  in  the  Metropolis  during  the  last  29  years 
has  been  10,610,  so  that  this  year  is  above  the  average.  The  average  length  of  new 
streets  opened  yearly  during  that  period  has  been  44  miles. 

The  total  number  of  persons  apprehended  by  the  Police  during  the  year  was  77,982, 
of  whom  2,571  were  convicted  on  committal  for  trial,  and  863  acquitted.  54,034  were 
summarily  convicted,  and  20,514  were  discharged  by  magistrates. 

The  number  of  apprehensions  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  the  preceding  year3 
since  1872. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  prevalence  for  a  time  of  robberies  of  various  kinds,  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  depression  of  trade,  and  partly  the  result  of  the  depredations 
committed  by  a  limited  number  of  thieves,  who  confined  their  operations  mostly  to 
houses  left  empty  and  unattended. 

Out  of  1,253  cases  of  burglary,  housebreaking,  and  breaking  into  shops  and  ware- 
houses, no  less  than  839  were  houses  empty  or  with  no  person  in  charge.  203  of  these 
cases  occurred  in  the  Islington  Division. 

Special  arrangements  were  made  to  meet  this  outbreak  of  crime,  and  many  of  the 
principal  offenders  have  been  arrested  and  convicted. 

25,359  doors  and  windows  were  found  by  the  Police  open  or  insecurely  fastened  at 
night. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  arrests  is  due  entirely  to  the  increase  of  crime,  for  the 
number  of  persons  arrested  for  being  drunk  and  disorderly,  or  simply  drunk,  was  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  numbers  of  disorderly  characters  and  prostitutes,  of  persons  drunk  and  disorderly, 
and  of  persons  drunk  were  38,748  in  1876,  and  38,790  in  1877,  whereas  in  1875  they 
were  36,539,  and  in  1874,  31,705. 

The  year  1877  was,  therefore,  unmarked  by  any  increase  of  drunkenness,  a  fact  which 
points  sensibly  to  depression  of  trade.  It  is  also  to  be  remarked  that  the  convictions 
for  drunkenness,  and  consequently  of  furious  driving  recorded  against  hackney  carriage 
drivers  decreased  from  1,070  in  1876  to  816  in  1877.  The  number  of  Police  also  who 
were  reported  for  being  drunk  or  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  decreased  from  1,037 
in  1876  to  937  in  1877. 

It  will  be  very  gratifying  if  future  experience  shows  that  this  marked  decrease  is 
attributable  to  some  more  permanent  cause  than  the  decreased  liberality  of  the  public  in 
the  offer  of  liquor  consequent  on  depressed  time*. 
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On  the  other  hand  the  arrests  for  the  following  serious  offences  in  1877  were  consi- 
derably in  excess  of  those  for  1876  : —

The  total  amount  of  indictable  offences  committed  in  1877  was  15,409  against  13,990 
in  the  preceding  year,  and  the  arrests  increased  from  4,234  to  4,534,  and  the  convictions 
from  2,476  to  2,571. 

There  is  a  nominal  increase  under  the  head  of  burglary  and  housebreaking,  which  is 
due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  introduction  of  a  more  accurate  definition  of  these  crimes. 
The  practice  previously  had  been  for  a  long  time  to  classify  the  felonious  entry  by  night 
into  dwelling-houses  by  means  of  skeleton  or  false  keys,  wnether  by  day  or  night,  ora  by 
opening  doors  and  lifting  windows  left  unfastened,  without  any  actual  breaking  of  locks 
and  bolts  as  "  larceny  by  false  keys,"  "  stealing  in  a  dwelling-house." 

The  work  of  the  Detective  Department  was  considerably  increased  during  the  year,  and 
the  operation  of  extradition  treaties  with  foreign  countries ;  and  there  seems  every  proba- 
bility of  a  further  increase  of  cases  to  be  undertaken  uuder  the  provisions  of  these 
treaties,  and  as  they  frequently  involve  the  despatch  of  officers  to  the  Continent,  to 
America,  and  to  the  Colonies,  and  the  resources  of  the  department  are  sometimes  very- 
much  strained. 

5,077  persons  were  arrested  by  the  Divisional  Detectives  during  the  year,  of  whom 
3,196  were  convicted. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  Detective  Department  was  rendered  necessary  during  the 
year,  consequent  on  the  conviction  of  three  of  the  principal  officers  for  more  or  less 
complicity  in  an  extensive  case  of  turf  fraud,  and  subsequent  to  the  period  (year  1877) 
for  which  this  Report  is  compiled,  a  Commission  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department  has  made  a  careful  investigation  into  the  whole  question  of  the 
detection  of  crime,  and  in  accordance  with  their  recommendations  the  Detective 
Department  has  been  entirely  reorganised. 

It  formerly  consisted  of  a  body  of  about  30  officers  under  a  Superintendent  stationed 
at  Scotland  Yard,  and  who  were  charged  with  Government  inquiries,  naturalisation  and 
extradition  cases,  and  the  investigation  of  the  more  serious  cases  of  criminal  offence, 

The  Divisional  Detectives  were  selected  by  the  Divisional  Superintendents,  and 
employed  in  their  own  Divisions. 

Under  the  new  arrangements  the  Detective  Department  has  been  formed  into  one 
Division  in  charge  of  tne  Director  of  Criminal  Investigations.  Inspectors  have  been 
appointed  in  each  Division  with  a  staff  of  Sergeants.  A  liberal  scale  of  pay  has  been 
granted  to  induce  the  best  qualified  men  who  have  been  carefully  selected  to  join  the 
service,  and  a  detailed  system  established  affording  a  ready  check  on  all  the  transactions 
of  the  force,  the  rapid  exchange  of  information,  and  the  prompt  investigation  of  all 
serious  offences  undetected  at  the  time  of  commission. 

The  conduct  of  the  Police  during  the  year  was,  with  the  exceptions  already  alluded 
to,  very  good.  The  number  dismissed  was  only  167,  and  those  compelled  to  resign  were 
136,  being  the  smallest  number  of  serious  disciplinary  charges  during  the  last  10  years. 
.  The  number  of  voluntary  resignations  also  decreased  to  263,  and  the  total  removals 
out  of  an  authorised  strength  of  10,446  were  960,  being  9' 19  per  cent.,  the  smallest  per- 
centage for  many  years. 

16  Constables  were  charged  before  a  Magistrate,  of  whom  3  were  discharged,  3  were 
convicted  of  simple  larceny,  1  for  desertion  from  the  army,  4  for  assault,  1  for  violation 
of  duty,  and  3  for  unlawfully  absenting  themselves  from  duty. 

100  Police  Officers  were  commended  by  Judges  and  Magistrates,  and  748  were 
commended  and  rewarded  by  the  Commissioner. 

The  health  of  the  Police  as  reported  by  the  Chief  Surgeon  has  hardly  varied  from  the 
conditions  of  the  last  few  years. 

The  average  daily  number  of  men  on  the  sick  list  on  sick  leave  and  on  detached  leave 
on  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  was  320,  giving  a  percentage  of  3 '  0  per  cent., 
which  is  a  fractional  decrease  on  the  preceding  two  years. 
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52  men  died  during  the  year,  and  284  were  recommended  for  pension  or  gratuity ;  of 
these  70  had  served  over  15  and  under  20  years,  102  over  20  and  under  25  years,  30 
over  25  and  under  30  years,  3  over  30  and  under  35  years,  and  1  over  35  years. 

The  assaults  on  the  Police  decreased  from  2,941  in  1876,  to  2,894  in  1877*  Some  of 
these  were  of  a  very  serious  character,  and  some  have  resulted  in  permanently  disabling 
the  officers  even  from  contributing  to  their  own  support  in  any  way  whatever. 

Three  cases  of  robbery  on  the  highway,  accompanied  by  threats  of  violence,  occurred 
during  the  month  of  September  on  Blackheath. 

Several  other  cases  were  circumstantially  reported  from  the  same  locality  which  had 
no  foundation,  but  the  cases  which  did  occur  were  eventually  traced  to  two  lads  from 
Portsmouth,  who  were  duly  convicted  and  sentenced. 

The  outbreak  of  Cattle  Plague,  and  the  consequent  Orders  in  Council  for  the  esta- 
blishment of  a  cordon  of  Police  round  London  to  guard  the  whole  of  the  roads  leading 
into  the  Metropolis  rendered  it  necessary  to  remove  208  Constables  from  their  duties 
in  the  streets,  and  place  them  to  prevent  the  movement  of  cattle. 

They  were  employed  on  this  duty  from  1st  February  to  23rd  November,  and  during 
that  period  of  course  the  beats  from  which  they  were  removed  were  necessarily  only 
partially  watched  by  the  Constables  on  the  adjoining  beats. 

Two  new  Police  Stations  were  opened  during  the  year,  one  at  Notting  Dale  and  one 
at  Ealing. 

The  traffic  of  the  streets  continues  year  by  year  to  increase,  and  requires  increasing 
care  and  temper  to  control. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  in  the  streets,  decreased  from  130  in  1876  to  120  in  1877 ; 
the  number  of  persons  injured  increased  from  2,740  to  2,836. 

The  largest  proportion  of  these  accidents  occur  in  Holborn,  Stepney,  Islington, 
Camberwell,  and  Highgate. 

Of  the  120  persons  killed,  no  less  than  70  were  killed  bjrvans,  drays,  and  heavy  carts. 
Only  9  were  killed  by  cabs,  19  by  light  carts,  12  by  omnibuses,  and  5  by  broughams, 

1  by  a  traction  engine,  and  1  by  a  fire  engine. 

During  the  year  8,483  children  and  3,216  adults  were  reported  to  the  Police  as 
lost  or  missing,  of  these  .5,441  children  and  729  adults  were  restored  to  their  friends  by 
the  Police.     3,017  children  and  2,274  adults  were  found  by  friends  or  returned  home. 

2  children  and  60  adults  committed  suicide  and  23  children  and  153  adults  have  not 
been  found. 

39  dead  bodies  of  persons  unknown  were  photographed  during  the  year,  but  have  not 
been  identified. 

The  Police  have  continued  to  inforce  the  Acts  relating  to  dogs.  The  number  seized 
during  the  year  1877  was  24,537,  of  which  21,530  were  sent  to  the  Dogs  Home,  2,905 
restored  to  owners,  and  102  otherwise  dfsposed  of. 

The  total  number  of  dogs  seized  by  the  Police  sin<5e  the  Act  came  into  force  (1867) 
is  117,423.  No  case  of  hydrophobia  has  occurred  either  among  these  dogs  or  among 
the  Police  who  are  often  severely  bitten  by  them.

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This  shows  an  increase  over  last  year  of  299  vehicles  and  of  drivers  and  conductors 
631,  and  since  1870  of  14,000  vehicles  and  of  drivers  and  conductors  3,302. 

The  revised  Books  of  Distances  showing  a  correct  copy  of  the  Tables  exhibited  at 
each  Hackney  Carriage  Standing,  and  the  fares  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  Hackney  Car- 
riages are  now  completed  and  may  now  be  obtained  through  any  bookseller. 

A  careful  examination  of  convictions  recorded  against  drivers  and  conductors  shows 
that  there  were,  in  1877,  256  less  convictions  for  drunkenness  and  90  less  for  furious 
driving  than  in  the  previous  year. 

During  1877  careful  inspection  has  been  made  by  the  Police  of  all  public  carriages 
and  horses,  and  they  have  been  found  generally  in  a  fit  and  proper  condition  for  public 
use ;  careful  and  periodical  inspection  has  been  made  also  by  night,  and  there  has  been 
little  found  to  complain  of;  Hansom  and  Clarence  cabs  are  found  most  suitable  for 
London  requirements  and  traffic  and  there  are  very  few  of  any  other  class  used.  760  new 
cabs  (principally  Hansom)  and  51  omnibuses  have  been  put  on  the  streets  during  the 
year,  and  a  corresponding  number  condemned. 

There  were  three  Cab  Companies  during  the  year  "  The  London  General "  with  85 
cabs,  "  The  Private  "  with  24  cabs,  and  "The  Metropolitan  "  with  36  cabs ;  the  cabs 
are  of  an  average  description. 

18  Shelters  under  the  control  of  the  Committee  of  the  Cabman's  Shelter  Fund  are 

S laced  in  various  parts  of  London,  and  are  a  great  and  welcome  accommodation  to  cab 
rivers.

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 


403  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  and  in  337  cases  the  keepers  applied  to  have 
their  houses  registered. 

214  houses  have  been  surveyed  and  apportioned  by  the  Police  Surveyor  to  accom- 
modate 3,039  lodgers. 

90  houses  have  been  permanently  registered,  atad  74  re-opened. 

There  are  1,232  registered  houses  now  open,  accommodating  23,705  lodgers,  showing 
an  increase  of  30  registered  houses  on  the  previous  year.

141  houses  have  been  closed,  and  taken  off  the  register  for  a  time,  but  a  number  of 
these  having  been  improved  are  now  re-opened,  and  afford  superior  accommodation  to 
what  they  formerly  did.  No  doubt  most  of  the  others  will  be  re-registered,  when  put 
in  proper  order. 

2,125  houses  are  under  careful  supervision  to  prevent  sub-letting  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act,  at  some  of  which  night  visits  are  occasionally  made  with  guod  results^  as 
the  following  cases  will  show.  At  a  house  at  Penge  in  a  room  on  the  ground  floor 
were  found  2  men  and  2  women  occupying  one  and  the  same  bed,  and  in  a  comer  of 
the  same  room,  2  children  were  also  found.  Another  case  at  Bcrmondsey,  where  3  men 
were  found  in  beds  made  up  on  the  landing,  the  height  of  the  ceiling  being  4  ft,  6  in,, 
sloping  to  1  ft.  6  in.,  and  in  a  room  in  the  same  house  were  found  the  keeper  and  his  wife, 
ana  an  adult  female  lodger.  In  both  cases  the  keepers  were  summoned  and  convicted, 
and  heavy  fines  inflicted. 

555  houses  are  now  undergoing  alterations  in  compliance  with  the  regulations,  prior 
to  registration. 

77  deaths  have  occurred  in  common  lodging-houses  during  the  year,  in  57  of 
which  it  was  found  necessary  to  hold  Coroner's  Inquests,  the  principal  cause  of  death, 
as  shown  in  the  several  verdicts,  being  privation  and  intemperance. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  which  slightly  exceed  those  of  last  year,  is 
96 ;  this  is  made  up  as  follows  :

10  keepers  of  common  lodging-houses  were  summoned  for  infringing  the  regulations, 
one  of  whom  had  his  house  (m  which  160  lodgers  were  received)  closed,  by  order  of 
the  Magistrate,  for  the  space  of  6  months,  he  having  been  summoned  and  convicted 
three  separate  times. 

7  other  summonses  took  place  against  persons  for  receiving  lodge  is,  their  houses  not 
being  registered,  and  convictions  recorded  in  each  case.  In  these  cases  great  forbearance 
was  shown  by  the  inspecting  officers,  and  it  was  only  after  great  obstinacy  on  the  part  of 
the  keepers  that  a  summons  was  resorted  to. 

The  following  may  be  taken  as  an  illustration  of  the  beneficial  results  of  supervision 
over  common  lodging-houses ;  viz.,  at  a  house  in  Baden  Place,  Bermondsey,  an  entire 
family,  consisting  of  4  persons,  was  removed  suffering  from  small-pox,  while  2  registered 
common  loding-houses,  one  on  either  side,  escaped  infection. 

The  whole  of  the  registered  houses  are  in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  the  duties  are 
being  carried  out  by  the  inspecting  officers  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

other  allowances,  on  the  like  principles  and  conditions  as  were  in  force  at  the  passing  of 
that  Act  with  respect  to  persons  in  the  permanent  Civil  Service  of  the  State,  with  power 
to  provide  for  the  case  of  any  such  officer  transferred  to  or  from  any  office  or  employ- 
ment remunerated  out  of  any  moneys  raised  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  by 
taxes  or  rates,  penalties  or  fines,  or  any  moneys  applicable  in  aid  or  reduction  of  taxes 
or  rates,  or  out  of  other  public  revenue  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  or  any 
public  office  or  employment  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  remunerated  by  way 
of  fees  or  otherwise  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Richard  Assheton  Cross,  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries 
of  State,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  me  in  this 
behalf,  do,  by  this  Order,  make  the  following  regulations  respecting  the  grant  to 
the  said  officers  of  superannuation  allowances,  compensations^  gratuities,  or  other 
allowances. 

r 

Officers  connected  with  the  Metropolitan  Police  to  whom  this  Order  applies, 

1 .  The  regulations  contained  in  this  Order  with  respect  to  superannuation  allowances, 
compensations,  gratuities,  or  other  allowances,  shall  apply  to  every  person  who  is 
employed  under  the  Commissioner  of  Police  of  the  Metropolis,  or  the  Receiver  for  the 
Metropolitan  Police  District,  and  is  not  a  constable,  and  whose  salary  has  been  paid  as 
part  of  the  expenses  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Force ;  and  service  under  such  commis- 
sioner or  receiver  is  in  this  Order  referred  to  as  police  service.

2.  Subject  to  the  exceptions  and  provisions  herein-after  contained,  the  superannuation 
allowance  to  be  granted  under  this  Order  to  any  person,  whether  his  remuneration  be 
computed  by  day  pay,  weekly  wages,  or  annual  salary,  shall  be  as  follows ;  (that  is 
to  say,) 

To  any  person  who  shall  have  served  10  years  and  upwards,  and  under  11  years, 
an  annual  allowance  of  10-60ths  of  the  annual  salary  and  emoluments  of  his 
office : 

For  11  years  and  under  12  years,  an  annual  allowance  of  ll-60ths  of  such  salary 
and  emoluments ; 

And  in  like  manner,  a  further  addition  to  the  annual  allowance  of  l-60th  in 

respect  of  each  additional  year  of  such  service,  until  the  completion  of  a  period  of 

service  of  40  years,  when  the  annual  allowance  of  40-60ths  may  be  granted  ;  and  no 

addition  shall  be  made  in  respect  of  any  service  beyond  40  years : 

Provided  always,  that  if  any  question  should  arise  as  to  the  claim  of  any  person,  or  class 

of  persons,  for  superannuation  under  this  section,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of 

State,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.

3.  The  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  apply  as  well  to  persons  who  entered  the 
police  service  before  the  passing  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Staff  Superannuation  Act, 
1875,  or  the  making  of  this  Order,  as  to  those  who  may  hereafter  enter  the  police 
service. 

Provision  for  computing  amount  qf  superannuation  to  persons  holding  professional 
and  other  special  offices.     22  Vict.  c.  26.  s.  4. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  State  from  time  to  time,  by  any  Order,  to 
declare  that,  for  the  due  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  office  or  class  of 
offices  to  be  specified  in  such  Order,  professional  or  other  peculiar  qualifications,  not 
ordinarily  to  be  acquired  in  the  police  service,  are  required,  and  that  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  public  that  persons  should  be  appointed  thereto  at  an  age  exceeding  that  at  which 
the  police  service  ordinarily  begins ;  and  by  the  same  or  any  other  Order  to  direct  that 
when  any  person  now  holding  or  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed  to  such  office,  or  any 
of  such  class  of  offices,  shall  retire  from  the  police  service,  a  number  of  years  not 
exceeding  20,  to  be  specified  in  the  said  Order,  shall,  in  computing  the  amount  of  super- 
annuation allowance  which  may  be  granted  to  him  under  the  foregoing  regulation  of 
this  Order,  be  added  to  the  number  of  years  during  which  he  may  have  actually  served, 
and  also  to  direct  that  in  respect  of  such  office  or  class  of  offices,  the  period  of  service 
required  to  entitle  the  holders  to  superannuation  may  be  a  period  less  than  10  years,  to 
be  specified  in  the  Order :  Provided  always,  that  every  Order  made  under  this  regulation 
shall  be  laid  before  Parliament.

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  State  to  grant  to  any  person  who,  being  the 
holder  of  an  office  in  respect  of  which  a  superannuation  allowance  may  be  granted  under 
this  Order,  but  not  having  completed  the  period  which  would  have  entitled  him  to  a 
superannuation  allowance,  is  compelled  to  quit  the  police  service  by  reason  of  severe 
bodily  injury,  occasioned,  without  his  own  default,  in  the  discharge  of  his  police  duty,  a 
gratuity  not  exceeding  three  months  pay  for  every  two  years  of  service,  or  a  super- 
annuation allowance  not  exceeding  10-60ths  of  the  annual  salary  and  emoluments  of 
his  office.

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  State  to  grant  to  any  person  who,  being  the 
holder  of  an  office  in  respect  of  which  a  superannuation  allowance  may  be  granted  under 
this  Order,  is  constrained,  from  infirmity  of  mind  or  body,  to  leave  the  police  service 
before   the  completion   of  the  period  which  would  entitle  him   to  a  superannuation

think  proper,  but  so  as  that  no  such  gratuity  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  one  month's 
pay  for  each  year  of  service.

7*  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  State  to  grant  to  any  person  retiring  or 
removed  from  the  police  service  in  consequence  of  the  abolition  of  his  office,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  facilitating  improvements  in  the  organisation  of  the  department  to  which  he 
belongs,  by  which  greater  efficiency  and  economy  can  be  effected,  such  special  annual 
allowance  by  way  of  compensation  as  on  a  full  consideration  of  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  may  seem  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  a  reasonable  and  just  compensation  for

10.  Save  in  the  case  of  abolition  of  office,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  grant  any  super- 
annuation allowance  under  the  provisions  of  this  Order  to  any  person  who  shall  be 
under  60  years,  unless  upon  medical  certificate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  that  he  is  incapable,  from  infirmity  of  mind  or  body,  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  situation,  and  that  such  infirmity  is  likely  to  be  permanent.

1 1 .  Every  person  to  whom  a  superannuation  or  compensation  allowance  shall  have 
been  granted  before  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  60  years  shall,  until  he  has 
attained  that  age,  be  liable  to  be  called  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  fill  any  office 
for  which  his  previous  service  may  render  him  eligible,  if  such  office  be  either  an  office  in 
the  police  service  or  a  public  office  or  situation  under  the  Crown  in  a  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  in  which  he  has  served  during  any  part  of  the  period  of  his  service 
which  has  been  reckoned  in  calculating  such  superannuation  or  compensation  allowance;

12.  Where  an  officer  holding  an  employment  entitling  him  to  a  superannuation  allow- 
ance under  this  Order,  has  either  before  or  after  the  date  of  this  Order  been  appointed,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  any  other  employment  remunerated  out  of 
public  moneys  as  defined  by  this  Order,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  grant  to  him  on  his 
ultimate  retirement  from  his  service  in  employments  remunerated  out  of  public  moneys, 
if  such  service  has  been  practically  continuous,  such  proportion  of  the  superannuation, 
compensation,  gratuity,  or  other  allowance  which,  if  he  had  continued  until  such  retire- 
ment to  serve  in  the  police  service  with  the  same  salary  and  emoluments  he  was  receiving 
at  the  date  of  the  said  appointment,  might  have  been  granted  to  him,  as  the  period  of

13.  Where  an  officer  holding  any  employment  remunerated  out  of  public  moneys,  and 
not  in  the  police  service,  is  appointed  to  tne  police  service,  the  Secretary  of  State  may 
grant  to  such  officer,  upon  nis  ultimate  retirement  from  the  police  service,  the  same 
superannuation,  compensation,  gratuity,  or  other  allowance  as  he  might  have  granted 
under  this  Order  if  the  whole  period  of  the  service  of  such  officer  in  employments  remu- 
nerated out  of  public  moneys  which  has  been  practically  continuous  had  been  in  the 
police  service,  subject  nevertheless  to  a  deduction  of  such  proportion  of  the  superannua-

I  beg  herewith  to  submit  returns  showing  the  work 
undertaken  by  this  Department,  and  the  results  for  the 
year  1877.  It  will  be  seen  from  these  returns  that  there  is 
an  increase  of  82  enquiries  over  the  year  1876,  and  9  more 
persoos  apprehended  than  in  that  year.  The  enquiries  for 
the  police  of  Foreign  countries  continue  to  increase  and 
doubtless  will  do  so  as  the  facilities  of  travelling  are 
improved. 


The  conviction  of  two  Chief  Inspectors  and  an  Inspector 
at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  in  the  month  of  November 
last  was  a  most  deplorable  event,  but  as  it  occurred  under 
very  exceptional  circumstances,  I  trust  that  such  an  oc- 
currence will  never  again  take  place.

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Extracts  from  Reports  by  Distriot  and  Divisional  Superintendents. 


No.  1  District. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Police 
of  the  1st  District  for  the  year  1877. 

Of  serious  offences  against  the  person,  the  principal  one 
occurred  in  the  K  Division,  when  three  Tunisians  residing 
at  the  Strangers  Home  for  Asiatics  were  maltreated  in  the 
street  and  stabbed  with  knives.  The  Police,  however,  were 
prompt  in  their  action,  and  the  offenders  were  arrested, 
Drought  to  trial,  and  convicted .  The  Tunisians  all  recovered, 
and  have  since  left  this  country.  There  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  felonies,  and  other  offences  against  pro- 
perty, but  none  of  them  call  for  special  comment,  and  in 
the  vast  majority  of  cases  the  carelessness  of  the  owners  led 
to  their  committal. 

The  arrests  for  drunkenness  have  decreased  in  some 
Divisions,  and  increased  in  others ;  the  decrease  is  apparent 
in  those  districts  having  a  large  population  depending  on 
casual  work,  and  is  attributed  in  a  measure  to  the  slackness 
of  work.  At  the  same  time  the  activity  of  the  Police  must 
be  considered  as  having  much  to  do  with  it,  particularly  in 
enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  law  against  licensed  persons 
who  permit  drunkenness,  on  their  premises.  A  great 
number  of  convictions  in  the  K  and  H  Divisions  have  been 
obtained  for  this  offence.  I  attribute  great  importance  to 
these  convictions  as  materially  affecting  the  question  of 
intemperance. 

With  a  decrease  in  drunkenness  there  has  been  as  a 
matter  of  course  fewer  assaults  on  the  Police,  but  they  are 
still  very  numerous.  A  glance  at  the  Returns  will  show  to 
what  an  extent  the  miscellaneous  work  has  increased,  and 
the  duty  in  this  respect  has  been  'carried  out  in  a  manner 
deserving  of  all  praise.  The  conduct  of  both  officers  and 
men  has  been  very  good,  a  large  number  have  been  re- 
warded or  commended  by  the  Judges  and  the  Commissioner, 
details  of  which  appear  in  the  annexed  Reports.  Resigna- 
tions, and  dismissals  from  the  service,  show  a  marked 
decrease,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  these  are  confined  to 
men  of  very  short  service.  The  fines  inflicted  on  others 
were  for  minor  breaches  of  discipline,  and  neglect  of  duty, 
one  Police  Constable  only  was  punished  for  a  serious 
offence. 

No  new  stations  have  been  built  although  several  are 
much  needed,  and  will  I  hope  soon  be  proceeded  with.  In 
my  visits  to  the  Stations  and  Section  Houses,  I  have  in- 
variably found  them  in  excellent  order,  and  in  no  single 
instance  has  any  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
in  charge  come  to  my  notice. 

A  slight  augmentation  in  the  number  of  Serjeants  and 
Constables  has  been  granted  during  the  year,  but  a  much 
larger  one  is  urgently  required,  to  prove  which  I  need  only 
point  to  the  fact  that  in  one  Division  alone  30  new  streets 
were  formed,  and  2,701  new  houses  built,  whilst  581  are  in 
course  of  erection. 

I  am  happy  to  testify  to  the  ready  assistance  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  officers  under  me,  and  to  the  zeal  and 
ability  they  have  shown  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Their  several  reports  are  annexed.

No.  2  District. 


t  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
information  of  the  Commissioner,  and  have  much  pleasure 
in  testifying  that  the  Police  Divisions,  D,  E,  S,  X,  and  Y 
forming  this  District,  are  in  all  respects  efficient  and  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

No  alteration  in  the  number  of  stations  has  been  made 
during  the  year,  and  at  my  repeated  inspections  they  have 
been  found  in  good  order.  As  early  as  circumstances  will 
admit  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  a  new  station  at  Bushey 
(S.)  where  a  site  has  already  been  purchased ;  and  another 
at  Hanwell  (X.)  on  the  site  of  the  present  station,  which  is 
now  unsuitable  for  carrying  on  the  duties.    Hendon  (S.),  a 


rising  neighbourhood,  also  requires  a  superior  Police  Station 
to  the  small  cottage  in  a  bye  street  inhabited  by  a  Serjeant, 
where  the  charges  have  to  be  sent  to  Hampstead  for 
detention. 

The  Mounted  Police  have  performed  their  duties  satis- 
factorily, and  their  stables,  horses,  and  equipments  have 
been  found  in  creditable  condition. 

The  services  of  the  most  skilful  Constables  who  give 
proof  of  aptitude  for  Detective  duties  are  turned  to  account 
in  this  particular  branch,  and  is  attended  generally  with 
success.  During  the  year  their  commendations  have  been 
many,  and  instances  of  misconduct  few.  It  has  been,  I 
regret  to  say,  a  year  of  discouragement  to  their  usefulness 
from  causes  I  need  not  refer  to. 

The  general  duties  have  been  carried  out  with  the  accus- 
tomed zeal  and  attention ;  while  instances  of  misbehaviour 
or  complaints  from  the  public  have  not  been  on  the 
increase. 

The  usual  course  of  Mounted  and  Foot  Drill  took  place 
during  the  season,  and  I  was  present  weekly  at  the  Divi- 
sional drills. 

In  conclusion  I  would  respectfully  submit,  that  in  order 
to  improve  the  condition  of  the  men,  and  make  the  service 
more  desirable,  a  fixed  period  ought  to  be  settled  for  ad- 
vancement to  the  several  classes,  conduct  admitting, 
instead  of  as  vacancies  occur,  according  to  the  present 
system.

No  new  Stations  have  been  opened  during  the  year,  nor 
are  any  now  in  course  of  erection.

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1877. 

My  supervision  of  this  Division  has  been  brief,  having 
been  transferred  from  P  or  Camberwell  Division  on  3rd 
December  1877  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  sad  death  of 
Superintendent  James  Mott,  who  was  seized  with  apoplexy 
while  at  King  St.  Station  on  22nd  November  last  and 
expired  there  on  the  24th  of  that  month ;  his  remains  were 
interred  at  Brompton  Cemetery  on  the  28th  November; 
the  burial  service  was  read  by  Dean  Stanley  amidst  a  large 
gathering  of  members  of  the  Force  and  Pensioners,  many 
of  whom  had  travelled  a  long  distance  to  attend.  A  just 
and  graceful  allusion  to  the  merits  of  the  deceased  officer 
is  made  in  the  Police  Orders  of  the  24th  November  1877, 
in  which  it  is  stated,  "  The  Commissioner  regrets  to  record 
"  the  loss  of  an  excellent  and  trustworthy  public  servant." 

The  strength  of  the  Division  on  31st  December  1877, 
was  2  Superintendents,  42  Inspectors,  95  Sergeants,  and 
439  Constables ;  the  various  special  duties  devolving  upon 
the  Police  of  this  Division  during  the  year  were  satisfac- 
torily performed. 

I  observe  with  pleasure  that  in  the  late  Superintendent's 
Annual  Reports  he  frequently  expressed  his  acknowledg- 
ments of  the  cordial  assistance  he  received  from  the 
Inspectors  ;  from  my  experience  since  my  appointment  to 
the  Division  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  tnat  the  same 
satisfactory  co-operation  will  continue.

B  Division. 

In  submitting  my  Report  for  1877, 1  have,  as  on  previous 
occasions,  to  bear  testimony  to  the  good  conduct  and 
intelligence  of  the  Inspectors  and  other  officers  serving 
under  me. 

I  regret  that  no  less  than  13  burglaries  took  place  on 
the  Division  during  the  year.  In  6  cases,  however,  the 
burglars  were  arrested ;  one  of  them,  named  Thomas 
Dawson,  alias  Hennessy,  who  was  a  convict  on  ticket-of- 
leave,  and  who  had  only  been  out  of  prison  3  months, 
admitted  having  committed  4  of  the  cases  mentioned. 
He  was  tried  and  convicted,  and  is  now  undergoing  15  years 
penal  servitude.  In  3  of  the  cases  no  loss  occurred,  and 
with  one  exception  the  losses  in  the  remainder  were 
trifling. 

No  serious  offence  against  the  person  has  occurred 
during  the  year,  and  the  occurrences  have  been  of  the 
ordinary  nature. 

The  number  of  persons  charged,  3,267,  is  slightly  in 
excess  of  1876,  and  I  regret  to  say  the  excess  is  in  cases  of 
drunkenness. 

3,036  summonses  and  warrants  were  served  by  the  two 
Officers  attached  to  the  Police  Court. 

231  inquests  were  attended. 

223  persons  suffering  from  accidents  or  illness  in  the 
streets  were  taken  to  hospitals  by  the  Police,  and  130 
persons  found  destitute,  &c.  were  taken  to  workhouses. 

1,236  deposits  of  property  found  in  public  carriages  were 
made  by  drivers  and  conductors,  entailing  a  vast  amount 
of  work  on  the  Officers  in  charge  of  Stations. 

66  beggars  were  apprehended;  a  small  number,  no 
doubt,  when  the  nature  of  the  district  is  borne  in  mind, 
but  in  the  absence  of  complaint  speaking  well  for  the 
watchfulness  of  the  Police. 

1,207,569  persons  visited  the  South  Kensington,  the 
Patents,  and  the  India  Museums,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
state  that  not  a  single  case  of  larceny,  drunkenness,  or 
disorder  was  observed  during  the  year.

C  Division. 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  past  year,  I 
again  feel  it  is  a  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  general  good 
conduct  of  the  officers  and  men,  of  which  the  absence  of 
serious  complaints  is  a  good  proof,  and  this  notwithstand- 
ing that  the  duties,  particularly  by  night,  in  this  Division 
are  of  a  most  peculiarly  trying  nature  to  all  the  men  con- 
cerned. In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Haymarket,  although 
the  night  houses  of  Panton  Street  and  elsewhere  have  been 
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closed,  and  the  public  and  refreshment  houses  are  com- 
pelled by  legislation  to  close  at  an  earlier  hour  than  before,  a 
large  number  of  persons,  apparently  of  the  respectable 
classes,  take  a  delight  in  promenading  with  the  English 
and  foreign  prostitutes  who  infest  this  district,  and  their 
conduct  at  times  is  not  of  the  most  orderly  character,  ne- 
cessitating the  employment  at  this  particular  spot  of  several 
Constables  and  Sergeants  up  till  an  early  hour  in  the 
morning,  which  men  might  be  far  more  profitably  employed 
in  watching  the  property  of  residents  on  the  Division  if 
it  was  not  for  the  defect  in  the  law  which  permits  these 
unfortunate  women  to  carry  on  their  calling,  if  they  feel  so 
disposed,  the  whole  night  through. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  licensed  houses  on  Division 
I  have  nothing  to  complain  of,  but  I  can  only  reiterate 
what  I  stated  in  my  last  report  that  there  are  far  too  many 
of  them,  and  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  public  ana 
the  trade  itself  if  a  large  number  of  them  were  abolished, 
particularly  those  in  the  low  neighbourhoods,  whose  only 
customers  are  poor  wretched  men  and  equally  wretched 
and  squalid  women,  whose  sole  food  appears  to  be  the 
abominable  stuff  they  pour  down  their  throats  in  the 
houses  referred  to. 

Drunkenness  again  furnishes  in  my  Division  a  large 
number  of  the  arrests  made  I  am  sorry  to  say  during  the 
past  year;  the  total  number  being  1,970,  of  which  927 
were  females. 

Offences  will  this  year,  I  fear,  present  to  the  public  mind 
a  more  serious  aspect  than  that  shown  on  previous  occa- 
sions, but  this  is  more  apparent  than  real,  and  arises  from 
the  fact  of  it  being  considered  necessary  to  adhere  strictly 
to  the  classification  of  offences,  and  where  a  doubt  has 
existed  either  from  the  mode  of  entry  or  the  hour  at  which 
the  offence  has  taken  place  the  crime  should  be  laid  to  the 
"greater;"  thus  if  doubt  existed  between  burglary  and 
house-breaking  the  offence  would  be  laid  as  "  burglary ;" 
and  this  principle  would  be  carried  out  throughout  the 
offences  named  in  the  Calendar. 

As  far  as  my  own  Division  is  concerned  I  do  not  think 
that  any  actual  increase  in  crime  will  be  found,  but  simply 
a  variation  in  the  classification,  and  thus  no  cause  for 
alarm  in  the  public  mind  need  exist.

And  in  addition  to  the  above,  2,397  persons  have  been 
proceeded  against  by  summonses,  making  a  total  of  6,474 
that  it  has  been  the  duty  of  Police  d urine  the  year  to  deal 
with,  and  when  it  is  also  taken  into  consideration  the  large 
number  of  inquiries  that  have  to  be  made  under  the 
Pedlars  Act,  and  also  into  the  applications  for  drivers  and 
conductors  licences,  with  transfers  of  licensed  premises,  also 
respecting  miscellaneous  property  that  comes  into  the 
hands  of  Police  in  a  variety  of  ways,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  service  has  a  vast  amount  of  work  to  get  through  in 
addition  to  the  legitimate  and  proper  duty  of  protecting  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  residents. 

The  regulations  for  the  control  of  the  traffic  still  works 
as  satisfactorily  as  it  is  possible  to  do  considering  the 
enormous  number  of  vehicles  that  pass  through  the  streets, 
particularly  in  the  summer  time. 

It  is  with  regret  I  state  that  nothing  whatever  has  been 
done  with  regard  to  the  roadway  across  the  Green  Park, 
thus  I  fear  another  season  will  have  to  pass  with  the  same 
scenes  of  obstruction,  irritation,  and  annoyance  to  all 
persons  concerned  which  has  so  frequently  been  repeated 
for  the  want  of  this  or  some  similar  arrangement  to  relieve 
the  traffic,  and  of  which  I  had  such  good  hope  when  I  sub- 
mitted my  last  Annual  Report. 

A  large  number  of  beggars  have  been  arrested  during 
the  year.  Of  these  a  large  proportion  are  for  begging 
at  "  carriage  doors/'  and  arises  from  the  encouragement 
given  by  charitable  ladies  whose  sympathies  are  excited 
by  the  wretched  appearance  of  the  applicants  and  the 
numerous  children  by  whom  they  are  accompanied. 

The  carelessness  of  occupiers  of  houses  and  their  ser- 
vants with  regard  to  the  proper  security  of  their  doors, 
windows,  &c.  is  of  such  vast  importance  that  I  trust  it 
will  be  a  sufficient  excuse  for  my  again  bringing  the  sub- 
ject forward  in  the  hope'  that  by  constantly  keeping  the 
matter  before  the  public  mind  a  portion  of  them  at  least 
may  be  induced  to  make  a  proper  inspection  of  the  pre- 
mises before  retiring,  and  not  leave  the  matter  to  the 
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chance  action  of  a  Police  Constable  on  the  beat.     During 
the  past  year  the  details  are  as  follows  i

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  in  this  portion  of  the  most 
important  part  of  London,  many  premises,  some  of  which 
are  stored  with  most  valuable  property,  easy  of  removal, 
are  left  entirely  to  the  protection  of  the  Police  Constable 
on  the  beat  by  night,  and  from  mid-day  on  Saturday  until 
business  is  resumed  on  Monday  morning*  no  person  what- 
ever sleeping  thereon  j  and  when  it  is  considered  the  extent 
of  ground  the  Policeman  has  to  cover,  and  that  the  advan- 
tages are  all  on  the  side  of  the  thief,  the  Policeman  being 
easily  distinguishable  by  his  uniform,  the  wander  is  not 
that  so  many  offences  are  committed  of  this  nature,  but 
that  really  so  few  take  plaee,  and  if  the  public  would  only 
themselves  take  half  the  interest  in  their  property  that  they 
expect  the  Police  to  take,  crime  I  am  sure  would  much 
diminish.  Much  might  be  done  by  householders  if  they 
would  but  give  proper  attention  to  the  fastenings  of  doors 
and  windows,  and  all  plnces  of  easy  access.  1  have  known 
some  most  determined  efforts  on  the  part  of  thieves  frus- 
trated by  a  proper  combination  of  locks  and  bolts,  while  on 
the  other  hand  the  facilities  afforded  for  easy  access  and 
the  gross  acts  of  carelessness  that  have  come  to  light 
in  the  investigation  of  larcenies  is  truly  astonishing.  I 
would  simply  mention  one  instance  in  proof  of  my  asser- 
tion, A  warehouse  in  which  is  stored  a  large  quantity  of 
property,  and  on  which  many  men  are  employed,  is  left 
from  mid- day  Saturday  until  Monday  morning  as  before 
described  by  me,  and  on  one  particular  Saturday  night  the 
premises  were  entered  by  thieves  and  the  counting-house 
ransacked;  I  attended  on  the  Sunday  morning  with  one 
of  my  Inspectors  and  a  Detective  Officer,  and  made  an 
examination  of  the  premises,  and  for  some  short  time  it 
was  a  puzzle  from  the  absence  of  marks  on  all  doors  and 
windows  how  the  thieves  had  entered,  hut  upon  examina- 
tion of  the  lock  on  front  door  the  cause  was  at  once 
up  parent ;  the  only  fastening  to  these  premises  was  a  com- 
mon latch  lock  on  front  door,  and  the  last  person  leaving 
the  warehouse  simply  pulled  the  door  to  after  him,  and  to 
demonstrate  to  4he  owners  their  neglect  in  this  matter  I 
closed  the  door,  leaving  the  Detective  outside,  and  he  by  a 
smart  thrust  of  his  body,  without  any  instrument  whatever, 
farced  the  door  open.  The  thieves  had  then  free  access  to 
the  whole  of  the  premisesj  aod  to  prevent  their  operations 
being  seen  by  the  Policeman  passing  they  had  used  a  hat 
hu longing  to  one  of  the  gentlemen  engaged  in  the  office  as 
was  clearly  proved  by  a  portion  of  a  candle  being  found  in 
the  same,  and  the  entire  lining  scorched.  The  owners  at 
once  admitted  their  negligence,  and  relieved  the  Police  of 
all  blame  in  the  matter,  expressing  their  astonishment,  and 
ridding  that  they  had  not  the  slightest  idea  they  were  so 
unprotected, 

Un  concluding  my  report  t  trust  the  Commissioners  will 
pL-rmit  me  to  refer  to  one  subject  of  great  interest  to  the 
Police  and  the  public ;  that  is  the  constant  change  taking 
place  by  resignation .  Many  causes  in  town  operate  to  cause 
young  men  to  leave  the  service  ( dismissals  1  am  pleased  to 
say  being  very  rare  in  my  Division) ;  the  Policeman  in 
town  compared  with  his  brother  in  a  country  Division  is  at 
a  most  serious  disadvantage ;  the  Police  Constable  in  the 
country  receives  the  same  rate  of  pay,  as  those  in  town, 
while  he  can  obtain  quiet  and  comfortable  lodgings  (pos- 
sibly a  cottage)  at  about  one  third  the  rental  that  a  Con- 
stable in  town  would  have  to  pay  for  the  wretched  accom- 
modation of  one  room.  At  the  same  time  the  country 
Policeman  has  not  his  rest  broken  by  the  constant  attend- 
ance  at  Police  Court  with  charges,  summon ses,  &c,  also  at 
Sessions,  necessitated  by  the  large  number  of  offenders  in 
town  as  compared  with  the  rural  district  i  and  while  the 
Police  Constable  on  the  latter  is  quietly  patrolling  the 
country  lanes  his  brother  on  town  duty  is  engaged  fre- 
quently till  early  hours  in  the  morning  (and  this  especially 
refers  "to  the  C  and  immediately  surrounding  Divisions) 
controlling  unfortunate  women  and  hilarious  young  men, 
and  regulating  the  vast  amount  of  traffic  passing  to  and 
from  the  numerous  places  of  entertainment ;  and  the  mar- 
ried man  thoroughly  tired  out  at  6  a.m.  goes  to  his  home  to 
endeavour  to  obtain  rest  which  in  many  instances  he  is 
unable  to  get  from  the  simple  fact  of  his  wife  being  com- 
pelled to  carry  on  her  domestic  duties  in  the  same  room  in 
which  he  is  trying  to  sleep ;  the  man  from  anxiety  on  duty 


and  absence  of  comfort  at  home  becomes  worn  out  with 
the  Service,  and  returns  to  his  former  occupation. 

The  advancement  of  the  classes  is  also  another  fruitful 
source  of  the  resignations,  the  time  it  takes  a  Police  Con- 
stable to  arrive  at  the  1st  Class  is  so  long  under  the  exist- 
ing arrangements  that  many  men  on  an  eligible  opportunity 
offering  itself  resign. 

If  a  Police  Constable  could  within  a  stated  period  be 
advanced  to  the  higher  classes  so  long  as  his  conduct  war- 
ranted it,  and  on  the  other  if,  as  I  have  suggested  in  former 
reports,  quarters  could  be  built  or  rented  for  married 
families,  it  would  I  am  sure  be  the  means  of  retaining  the 
valuable  services  of  many  men  who  are  now  lost  to  the 
Police. 

The  frequent  applications  I  have  from  the  men  for  trans- 
fers to  country  Divisions  support  me  in  the  opinion  I  have 
formed,  particularly  with  regard  to  lodgings.

D   Division. 


In  submitting  a  Report  respecting  this  Division  for  the 
year  1877,  I  have  to  state  that  11  burglaries  were  com- 
mitted ;  but,  except  in  one  instance  where  the  articles  taken 
consisted  of  antique  jewellery  and  might  have  been  put  in 
an  ordinary  coat  pocket,  the  property  stolen  was  under 
100/.  In  eight  of  these  cases  the  thieves  have  been  appre- 
hended, either  by  Police  of  this  or  other  Divisions,  and 
convicted.  One  of  those  apprehensions  is  deserving  of 
special  mention  ;  it  is  as  follows :  At  3  a.m.,  12th  May, 
a  Police  Constable  noticed  a  suspicious  mark  on  a  door 
on  bis  beat,  and  having  called  the  attention  of  another 
Police  Constable  to  it,  they  rang  the  bell,  when  two 
sturdy  fellows  rushed  out  and  were  apprehended  by  the 
Constables,  who  after  a  sharp  struggle  lodged  them  in 
the  station,  with  35/.  worth  of  property  which  they  had 
stolen.  The  entry  had  been  effected  by  forcing  the  door 
with  a  jemmy. 

On  the  loth  November  a  somewhat  serious  case  of 
housebreaking  at  a  Post  Office  was  effected,  and  a  quantity 
of  postage  stamps  stolen.  The  following  day  one  of  the 
thieves  was  detained  when  offering  some  of  these  stamps 
for  sale  at  another  Post  Office,  the  keepers  of  which 
had  been  put  on  the  alert  by  Police.  The  inquiry  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Detective  Police  Sergeant  and 
Detective  Police  Constable,  who  were  untiring  in  their 
zeal,  and  who,  after  many  hours  walking  and  watch- 
ing, succeeded  in  apprehending  a  second  man  who  was 
concerned  in  the  theft,  and  discovering  that  a  third  was  in 
custody  for  a  similar  offence  on  another  Division  in  an 
assumed  name.  All  three  were  convicted,  and  much  satis- 
faction was  thereby  given  to  the  keepers  of  small  Post 
Offices,  several  of  whom  had  been  robbed  just  previously. 
This  case  was  well  managed,  and  three  very  dangerous 
thieves  will  be  taken  care  of  for  some  time. 

Many  other  arrests  for  felony  were  made  by  the  Detec- 
tives and  Uniform  Constables,  in  several  instances  very 
creditable  to  the  officers,  but  special  mention  is  not,  I 
think,  called  for  in  any  particular  case.  The  fact  too  of 
the  Constables  in  uniform  having  found  that  in  550  cases 
doors,  windows,  or  other  fastenings  were  not  secure,  will  in 
a  measure  prove  that  considerable  efforts  have  been  made 
to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  from  the  dreaded 
thief. 

2,348  persons  were  charged  with  being  drunk  or  with 
drunkenness  combined  with  other  offences.

E  Division. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1877- 

The  four  points,  Charing  Cross,  Regent's  Park,  King's 
Cross,  and  Temple  Pier,  comprise  the  area  of  the  Divi- 
sion as  hitherto,  and  the  maximum  strength  throughout 
the  year  has  been,  of  all  ranks,  574. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  8,423  persons  ;  by  arrest, 
7,609;  by  summons,  814. 

31  burglaries  were  committed,  and  property  value  454/, 
stolen.  In  8  no  loss  resulted,  14  arrests  were  made,  of 
whom  11  were  convicted,  and  property  value  I  OH.  re- 
covered. 

1  attempted  burglary,  but  discovered  and  prevented  by 
the  Police. 
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655  larcenies  under  the  control  of  the  Police,  involving 
value  2,793/.,  were  committed  In  207  there  was  no  loss. 
383/.  recovered ;  336  prisoners,  216  convicted. 

18  attempted  larcenies  under  the  control  of  Police  were 
detected  and  defeated. 

821  larcenies  not  under  the  control  of  Police  occurred, 
estimated  value  5,633/.  In  25/  no  loss  was  suffered; 
value  recovered  1,489/.;  471  persons  charged,  282  con- 
victed. 

8  highway  robberies ;  2  criminals  convicted. 

Of  the  apprehensions  under  total  arrests,  3,990  were 
drunkards,  441  drunken  prostitutes,  148  prostitution  alone. 

Of  criminals  152  were  known  to  the  Police,  46  were 
liberated  convicts,  and  25  under  Police  supervision  — 143 
beggars  and  tramps. 

41  fires,  more  or  less  extensive,  were  dealt  with.  The 
Police  upon  each  occasion  were  immediately  upon  the  scene ; 
and  no  difficulty  in  any  instance  arose. 

5  officers  of  this  Division  were  specially  commended, 
and  95  rewarded  by  Commissioner  for  merit  or  bravery. 

The  variations  were  :  Dismissed,  8 ;  resignations,  com- 
pulsory, 5  ;  resignations,  voluntary,  25 ;  transfers,  out  9, 
in  35  ;  pensioned  9 ;  gratuitied  2.  This  is  in  some  respects 
below  the  average,  and  only  the  ordinary  course  of  things. 

81  cases  were  completed  under  the  Smoke  Nuisance 
Abatement  Acts. 

There  are  of  licensed  premises — 889 :  public-houses  535 ; 
beerhouses  84;  coffee  shops  270.  Theatres,  music  halls, 
&c,  37.  During  the  course  of  the  year  the  "  Raglan  " 
Music  Hall,  Theobald's  Road,  ceased  to  exist  by  the  demo- 
litions for  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works  improvement 
in  the  continuation  of  the  new  Eastern  highway. 

The  regulation  of  the  traffic  in  connexion  with  the 
theatres  and  operas,  and  with  Covent  Garden  Market,  con- 
tinues in  the  highest  degree  satisfactory,  and  it  is  a  matter 
of  congratulation,  that  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  of 
concentration,  unlimited  in  number,  I  may  say,  and  very 
limited,  on  the  other  hand,  in  space  and  of  Serjeants  and 
Constables  available,  the  control  is  such  that  accident,  and 
almost  inconvenience,  are  exceptional,  if  not  actually  cause 
for  astonishment.  The  inevitable  inference  must  therefore 
necessarily  remain  that  the  Regulations  are  good,  and  that 
the  Police  do  their  duty :  the  former  have  the  advantage  of 
the  experience  of  40  years'  application,  and  the  latter  know 
how  to  be  firm  where  decision  and  authority  must  be 
asserted,  with  forbearance  where  it  may  be  safely  shown. 
The  appearance  of  the  streets  nearing  midnight,  in  the  full 
season,  towards  the  breaking  up  of  the  Theatres,  and  the 
action  of  the  Police  require  this  recognition  from  me  to  all 
ranks  of  the  £  Division,  and  with  unqualified  and  unhe- 
sitating pleasure  I  render  it  them. 

The  Pedlars'  Act  necessitated  149  certificates  and  1  en- 
dorsement. The  charge  of  5*.  for  the  first,  and  6d.  for  the 
second,  appears  reasonable  and  fair,  and  they  seem  as  a 
class  to  keep  well  out  of  trouble,  for,  whatever  they  may 
do  elsewhere,  and  although  in  my  Division  the  Pedlar  traffic 
may  not  assume  any  very  extensive  dimensions,  they  seldom 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Police. 

234  accidents  occurred,  in  which  228  persons  were  in- 
jured, and  6  killed.  The  difficulties  of  the  subject,  I  know, 
are  endless,  with  all  the  combinations  in  the  daily  life  of 
the  assemblage  of  four  millions  of  people,  and  perhaps  it 
may  be  a  source  of  wonderment  that  what  really  happens  is 
no  worse,  when  one  reflects  upon  all  the  immediate  and 
approximate  causes.  In  the  234  cases  I  mention  the  utmost 
possible  help  was  rendered,  and  I  dare  say  there  are  many 
in  London  who  would  bear  testimony  to  the  kindness  and 
tenderness  received  by  them  from  the  Police — indeed  I  do 
not  think  I  would  be  out  of  order  in  speaking  of  an  incident 
bearing  on  this  that  came  under  my  notice  not  long  since. 
Visiting  one  of  my  Sergeants  lying  dangerously  ill,  I  asked 
him  if  he  would  not  Tike  some  one  near  him  for  the  con- 
solation of  companionship  and  attention,  to  which  he,  amid 
pain  and  effort  replied,  "  No  Sir,  thank  you ;  some  time 
"  ago  I  picked  up  a  gentlemen  in  the  street  who  had  been 
"  injured  ...  he  has  now  heard  that  I  am  ill,  and  he 
"  comes  to  see  me :  it  is  kind  and  it  does  me  good." 

401  persons  were  taken  to  the  various  hospitals,  and 
1,227  seen  by  my  Divisional  Surgeons. 

286  inquests  were  held  from  death  in  every  conceivable 
form,  among  all  classes  and  in  all  places.  No  person  died 
a  prisoner  in  any  of  my  cells,  ana  those  with  wounds  or 
infirmity  received  all  the  care  and  attention  within  the 
power  of  the  Police  to  bestow. 

222  lost  children  were  found  wandering  by  the  Sergeants 
and  Constables,  and  restored  to  their  parents. 

250  cabs  and  horses  were  discovered  unfit  for  the  public 
use,  reported  and  remedied. 
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875  dogs  were  seized;  some  restored  to  owners,  the  bulk 
sent  to  the  .Home.  Their  removal  in  the  carts  Is  a  great 
benefit,  and  a  measure  of  prudence  and  convenience  alike 
to  the  Police,  to  the  Public,  and  probably  to  the  dogs. 

The  Detective  branch  captured  268  offenders,  of  whom 
the  majority  were  convicted.  Of  all  the  willing  men  I  have 
these  are  probably  the  most ;  they  seem  to  have  the  end  alone 
in  view,  without  pausing  at  all  the  discomforts  and  miseries 
they  have  to  encounter.  The  officer  at  their  head  has  ability 
and  experience,  with  great  moral  worth ;  in  no  way  lost,  I 
am  confident,  upon  the  subordinate  rank. 

91  licenses  for  special  occasions  of  balls,  parties,  dinners, 
suppers,  &c.  were  granted,  50  by  Commissioner,  and  41 
by  the  Excise,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  not  one  was 
abused.  3,  however,  were  refused  as  they  appeared  of 
doubtful  character. 

Apart  from  the  official  Regulation  Returns,  64  special 
returns  were  called  for,  and  m  my  correspondence  I  dealt 
with  906  sets  of  docket  papers,  requiring  some  3,000  reports 
from  myself,  and  a  corresponding  number  from  my  In- 
spectors, Serjeants,  and  Constables  relating  thereto,  the 
labour  of  which  does  not  ask  for  comment. 

320  special  cases  came  under  notice,  involving  tune  and 
care,  4  brothels  were  suppressed,  and  there  would  have 
been  more,  but  the  Police  do  not,  of  themselves,  possess  the 
requisite  authority  to  act,  hence  what  may  appear  want  of 
rigour  is  not  on  their  side.  144  shoeblacks  were  dealt 
with.  670  placards  and  printed  bills  disposed  of,  each,  of 
course,  of  a  different  case.  1,946  packages  of  property  left 
in  cabs  and  omnibuses :  833  parcels  of  other  property  came 
into  the  possession  of  the  Police  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

1,720  public  street  lamps  were  found  extinguished,  and 
reported  if  required  by  the  local  authorities,  who,  and  not 
the  Police,  are  responsible  that  the  streets  do  not  remain  in 
darkness.  1,447  windows  and  doors  found  open,  left  so  by 
the  inmates,  who  would  no  doubt  feel  injured  if  a  thief 
availed  himself  of  the  invitation. 

In  the  ordinary  clerical  portion  of  the  leading  details  of 
the  Division,  these  figures  follow :  Charge  sheets  2,078, 
giving  4,156  signatures  by  me;  378  forms  for  transfers  of 
licenses,  taverns,  and  public-houses ;  30  cases  of  candidates 
for  the  service;  1,174  hackney  carriage  drivers  requisitions. 
14,205  telegrams  received,  and  4,700  forwarded,  total 
18,905. 

The  bodies  of  53  unknown  persons  found  dead  were 
photographed  for  subsequent  identification  of  corpse  if 
requisite.  8  persons  committed  suicide  during  the  year, 
while  "  temporarily  insane." 

Amongst  others  I  have  two  cases  of  exceptional  bravery 
on  the  part  of  two  Constables.  The  first  occurred  one 
afternoon  in  September  last.  A  decently  dressed  woman 
threw  herself  headlong  into  the  Thames,  the  tide  was 
running  high,  and  she  was  quickly  being  carried  into 
mid-stream  and  onward.  It  may  not  be  an  uncommon 
thing  for  a  wretched  woman  to  fling  herself  into  the 
Thames,  but  the  passers  by  became  transfixed  with  horror, 
till  some  one  seeing  a  Policeman  in  the  distance  ran  off 
to  him,  the  Police  Constable  ran  to  the  nearest  point, 
without  throwing  off  his  helmet  or  belt,  or  even  his 
gloves,  and  without  another  thought  was  in  the  river.  He 
swam  to  the  woman,  who  seized  him  in  the  drowning 
grasp  of  death,  while  he  struggled  towards  the  shore,  but 
manifestly  unavailingly,  and  then  the  full  danger  was 
realised.  Shouts  were  raised  on  every  side,  and  the  failing 
man  was  holding  up  the  drowning  woman  :  at  the  last 
gasp  a  boat's  crew  came  up  and  both  were  saved,  and 
safely  brought  ashore.  He  was  rewarded  specially  by 
Commissioner,  and  again  and  publicly  by  Sir  J.  f .  Ingham, 
the  Chief  Magistrate,  at  the  Bow  Street  Police  Court. 

The  second  case  was  upon  the  occasion  of  a  fire  in 
the  vicinity  of  Red  Lion  Square,  and  the  Constable 
on  going  round  his  beat  about  noon,  18th  October  last, 
found  the  house  on  fire,  and  immediately  ran  in  and 
raised  an  alarm.  A  woman  ran  out,  and  he  brought 
her  daughter  from  the  first  floor,  who  on  reaching  the 
street  told  him  that  she  had  dropped  her  baby  in  the 
burning  house,  at  which  he  ran  in,  crawled  up  the 
stairs,  found  the  infant  and  safely  restored  it  to  its 
mother ;  but  he  had  no  sooner  done  so,  than  he  was  told 
that  there  remained  an  old  and  paralysed  couple  in  the 
third  floor;  to  re-enter  the  house  with  the  flames  now 
bursting  through  everywhere,  was  an  utter  impossibility, 
but  at  the  same  moment  a  man  came  with  a  ladder,  which 
was  at  once  placed  against  the  house,  some  bystanders  held 
it,  and  he  instantly  ran  up,  but  it  was  three  feet  6hort  of 
the  window  sill ;  at  the  risk  of  breaking  his  neck  the.  Police 
Constable  rose  to  the  top  round,  and  clutched  the  window 
sill,  forced  the  window,  held  on  with  his  left  arm,  and  with 
his  right,  dragged  out  first  the  woman,  and  then  the  man, 
and  passed  them  in  turn  to  a  stranger,  who  ran  up  the 
adder,  and  thus  the  old  couple  were  rescued.    The  inha- 
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bftants  raised  a  subscription,  and  presented  him  with  some 
2QZ.  He  was  rewarded  specially  by  Commissioner,  and 
again  publicly  by  Sir  J.  T.  Ingham,  the  Chief  Magistrate, 
at  the  Police  Court,  Bow  Street..

I  bbg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

1  Superintendent,  6  Inspectors,  31  Sergeants,  and  345 
Constables ;  total  383. 

28  fires  occurred,  at  which  on  an  average,  1  Superinten- 
dent, 2  Inspectors,  4  Police  Sergeants,  and  60  Police  Con- 
stables attended. 

The  Police  attended  247  inquests. 

4,720  charges  were  brought  to  the  Stations,  of  which 
3,795  were  entertained  and  925  refused. 

558  dogs  were  seized  by  Police,  530  were  taken  to  the 
Dog's  Home,  23  restored  to  owners,  and  5  were  killed. 

131  persons  were  taken  to  hospitals  by  Police,  suffering 
from  illness,  accidents,  &c. 

Medical  aid  was  called  to  1,432  persons  in  the  streets 
and  at  the  Stations,  suffering  from  accidents,  assaults,  &c. 

783  doors  and  130  windows  were  found  open,  254  doors 
and  45  windows  were  found  insecurely  fastened. 

160  persons  were  summoned  for  offences  in  the  Division. 

1,981  persons  were  charged  with  offences  with  which 
drunkenness  was  concerned,  being  an  increase  of  159  cases 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

970  felonies  occurred;  many  of  the  cases  were  very 
trifling.  #  , 

484  persons  were  apprehended,  287  being  convicted,  and 
197  discharged. 

1,299  requisitions  for  drivers  and  conductors  licenses  have 
been  inquired  into. 

611  persons  and  children  were  reported  missing,  358 
were  found  by  Police,  245  returned  nome,  3  committed 
suicide,  and  5  are  not  yet  found. 

1  Inspector,  5  Sergeants,  and  10  Constables  have  been 

Sunished  by  Commissioner,  72  Constables  by  the  District 
uperintendent,  and  73  Constables  by  the  Superintendent. 
12  Constables  have  been  dismissed,  and  2  called  upon 
to  resign. 

527  deposits  have  been  made  by  hackney  carriage  drivers 
during  the  year. 

17  persons  were  apprehended  for  begging,  14  were  con- 
victea,  and  3  discharged. 

3  Inspectors,  7  Sergeants,  and  56  Constables  were  re- 
warded Dy  Commissioners. 

1  Inspector,  2  Sergeants,  and  1  Constable  have  been 
commended  by  Judges. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  Inspectors,  Sergeants,  and 
Constables  has  been  good,  and  they  have  performed  their 
duty  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.

H  Division. 

I  bbo  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

The  conduct  of  the  Officers  and  men  has  been  good ; 
few  complaints  have  been  made  by  the  public,  and  those 
were  of  a  trifling  nature. 

51  men  were  granted  rewards  by  Commissioner  during 
the  year. 

5,655  persons  were  charged  during  the  year;  2,937  of 
thai  number  being  either  charged  with  drunkenness  or 
were  drunk  when  charged  with  other  offences.  This  is  an 
increase  of  94  persons  charged,  and  a  decrease  of  17  in  the 
number  found  drunk  as  against  1876,  and  I  attribute  the 
latter  in  some  measure  to  the  depression  of  trade,  particu- 
larly shipping,  which  materially  affects  this  Division,  as  a 
great  many  of  the  persons  charged  are  seamen,  or  persons 
connected  with  shipping.  Licensed  Victuallers  are  also 
becoming  more  alive  to  the  penalties  to  which  they  are 
liable  under  the  Licensing  Acts,  and  are  now  more  careful 
as  to  permitting  drunkenness  on  their  premises  or  supplying 
drunken  persons,  although  during  the  year  28  summonses 
have  been  taken  for  permitting  drunkenness,  3  for  sup- 
plying liquor  to  drunken  persons,  1  for  selling  spirits  to  a 
boy  under  16  years  of  age,  2  for  supplying  liquor  to 
Constables  on  duty,  and  12  for  other  offences.  36  persons 
(including  4  landlords)  were  also  summoned  for  being 
found  drunk  on  licensed  premises,  making  a  total  of  82 
summonses  under  the  Licensing  Acts  resulting  in  61 
convictions  (19  of  which  were  indorsed  on  the  licenses), 
14  dismissed,  6  withdrawn,  and  one  defendant  absconded ; 
207  other  summonses  were  taken  out  for  various  offences 


and  convictions  obtained  on  186  ;  13  were  dismissed,  and 
$  withdrawn. 

374  Police  were  assaulted  during  the  year,  for  which  323 
persons  were  apprehended,  299  convicted,  and  24  dis- 
charged. None  of  the  assaults  were  of  a  serious  nature. 
There  is  a  decrease  of  56  assaults  and  23  persons  charged 
during  the  year,  caused  no  doubt  by  the  decrease  of 
drunkenness,  as  the  majority  of  assaults  on  Police  are 
committed  by  persons  while  drunk. 

856  persons  were  brought  to  the  Stations,  but  not 
charged,  owing  either  to  the  evidence  against  them  being 
insufficient,  or  the  charges  withdrawn. 

142  persons  were  taken  to  hospitals,  and  63  to  work- 
houses Dy  Police. 

5  persons  were  run  over  and  killed,  and  114  maimed  or 
injured  by  vehicles. 

Medical  aid  was  obtained  on  573  occasions. 

303  inquests  were  attended,  and  in  2  cases  a  verdict  of 
death  from  starvation  was  returned. 

366  children  were  found  by  Police  and  restored  to  their 
friends. 

1,842  dogs  were  seized,  of  which  number  1,779  were  sent 
to  the  Dogs'  Home,  57  owned,  and  one  escaped. 

498  doors  and  69  windows  were  found  open  by  Police, 
being  an  increase  of  97  doors  and  11  windows,  as  against 
1876. 

785  pedlars  certificates  were  granted,  and  43  indorsed. 

122  license  holders  and  persons  under  Police  supervision 
have  resided  on  the  Division  during  the  year;  of  this 
number  24  failed  to  report  themselves,  and  20  have  been 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  terms  ranging  from  14  years 
penal  servitude  to  14  days'  imprisonment. 

The  Divisional  Detectives  have  worked  well  and  given 
me  entire  satisfaction,  they  have  apprehended  414  persons, 
245  of  whom  were  convicted.

K  Division. 

I  bbo  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

On  the  27th  December  the  Division  was  augmented 
1  Serjeant  and  9  Constables,  which  brought  the  strength 
up  to  1  Superintendent,  13  Inspectors,  85  Sergeants,  and 
6/9  Constables ;  total  778.  This  augmentation  being  at 
the  end  of  the  year  had  no  effect  on  the  crime  of  the  year. 

The  population  of  the  Division  has  gone  on  increasing, 
1,929  new  houses  having  been  built,  and  27  new  streets 
formed,  measuring  3  miles  353  yards.  The  increase  has 
principally  been  at  Poplar,  Plaistow,  and  West  Ham. 

The  work  of  the  Police  has  increased  with  the  population. 
At  West  Ham  249  more  persons  were  charged  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  build  two 
additional  cells  at  the  station. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  440  felonies,  the  total 
number  being  2,548;  manv  of  them  were  of  a  trifling 
character,  and  many  not  under  control  of  the  Police.  There 
has  also  been  an  increase  of  132  arrests  for  felony,  the  total 
number  being  1,443;  of  these  prisoners  289  were  com- 
mitted for  trial,  207  convicted,  and  82  acquitted  j  553  were 
convicted  by  Magistrates,  and  599  discharged.  Some  were 
discharged  through  the  non-attendance  of  prosecutors, 
others  through  the  evidence  not  being  conclusive  $  others 
the  prisoners  were  of  tender  age,  and  the  Magistrate  con- 
sidered a  remand  a  sufficient  punishment,  and  in  other 
cases  the  charges  were  withdrawn  by  the  prosecutors  by 
permission  of  the  Magistrates.  Of  the  number  convicted, 
7  were  license  holders,  6  supervisees,  1  expiree,  and  75 
others  who  had  been  previously  convicted  of  felony. 
Several  others  of  these  classes  were  convicted  for  attempts 
to  steal,  loitering,  uttering,  assaults,  &c,  224  of  these 
classes  are  still  residing  on  the  Division,  and  this  fact  alone 
will  account  for  a  large  number  of  the  crimes  committed. 

1,403  doors  and  216  windows  were  found  open,  or 
insecurely  fastened,  by  the  Police  during  the  year,  which 
shows  that  many  persons  still  give  facilities  to  thieves. 

The  total  number  of  persons  charged  during  the  year 
was  9,487  ;  of  these  4,142  were  charged  with  drunkenness, 
being  423  less  than  in  the  previous  year ;  this  decrease  in 
drunkenness  I  attribute  to  slackness  of  work,  to  the  activity 
of  the  Police,  and  to  the  determination  of  some  of  the 
Magistrates  to  severely  punish  licensed  persona  who  permit 
drunkenness  on  their  premises.  For  permitting  drunken- 
ness, 6  publicans  were  summoned,  4  were  convicted,  and 
3  had  their  licenses  endorsed.  20  beerhouse  keepers  were 
summoned,  14  were  convicted,  and  7  had  their  licenses 
endorsed.  For  other  offences  8  publicans  were  summoned, 
5  were  convicted,  and  1  had  his  license  endorsed.  16  beer- 
house keepers  were  summoned ;  9  were  convicted,  and  2 
had  their  licenses  endorsed. 
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524  persons  were  charged  with  assaulting  4he  Polioe ; 
478  were  convicted,  1  absconded  from  his  bail,  and  45  were 
discharged.  38  less  were  charged  with  this  offence  than  in 
the  previous  year ;  this  decrease  no  doubt  is  through  the 
decrease  of  drunkenness,  as  the  assaults  are  mostly  com- 
mitted by  drunken  persons.  28  Constables  were  on  the 
sick  list  from  injuries  received  on  duty,  but  only  2  cases 
were  of  a  serious  nature.  One  Constable  was  nearly  three 
months  in  the  hospital,  and  another,  who  was  assaulted  in 
October,  is  still  unfit  for  duty. 

In  September,  3  Asiatic  Seamen  were  seriously  stabbed 
by  some  low  characters  at  Limehouse,  3  men  were  arrested 
for  the  offence,  one  on  the  spot  and  2  the  ne*t  day,  and 
after  appearing  14  times  before  the  Magistrate  they  were 
committed  for  trial,  and  on  the  1  Oth  December  they  were 
sentenced,  one  to  18  months,  one  to  12  months,  and  the 
other  to  3  months  hard  labour.  The  seamen  have  all 
recovered  and  left  this  country. 

101  beggars  were  apprehended,  but  the  Magistrates 
convicted  only  36  of  them. 

7,240  summonses  and  warrants  were  served  and  executed. 
564  of  them  were  taken  out  by  the  Police  of  this  Division, 
and  of  these  564  cases  469  convictions  followed. 

6  adults  and  9  children  were  killed  in  the  streets  by  the 
following  vehicles :  1  cab,  1  omnibus,  4  light  carts,  1  heavy 
cart,  1  waggon,  and  7  vans.  Also  127  adults  and  118 
children  were  injured,  principally  by  light  carts  and  vans ; 
2  persons  were  charged  with  causing  death  but  were  dis  • 
charged ;  1  person  was  charged  with  reckless  driving  and 
causing  injury,  but  was  acquitted  at  the  Sessions.  Very 
great  care  is  necessary  in  driving  in  this  Division,  the 
traffic  in  some  of  the  streets  leading  to  the  docks  and 
waterside  wharves  being  great,  and  numbers  of  children 
play  in  the  streets  quite  regardless  of  the  danger  they  are 
m. 

207  persons  were  taken  by  Police  to  hospitals,  56  suffering 
from  accidents  and  151  from  other  causes. 

127  adults  and  119  children  were  taken  by  Police  to 
workhouses  during  the  year. 

Surgeons  were  called  by  Police  to  644  cases  of  injury, 
illness,  &c,  and  to  examine  76  dead  bodies. 

703  Coroner's  Inquests  were  held,  and  attended  by  the 
Police.  In  2  cases  where  infants  were  found  dead  in  the 
street,  verdicts  of  wilful  murder  were  returned,  and  the 
offenders  have  hitherto  escaped  justice.  In  102  of  the  cases 
which  occurred  out  of  Middlesex,  the  Police  acted  as 
Coroner's  Officers. 

95  fires  occurred,  and  were  attended  by  1,642  Police; 
4  persons  were  burnt  to  death — 2  at  one  fire  and  1  at  each 
of  two  others.  At  one  fire  15  horses  perished,  and  4  others 
were  with  difficulty  rescued  by  the  Police.  A  Sergeant 
and  a  Constable,  at  considerable  peril  to  themselves,  rescued 
a  woman  from  a  burning  house  at  Stratford,  for  which  they 
were  rewarded  by  Commissioner. 

1,839  stray  dogs  were  captured  by  the  Police,  and  1,637 
of  them  were  sent  to  the  Dogs'  Home  at  Battersea. 

596  pedlars'  certificates  were  granted  to  persons  on  this 
pivision,  and  33  certificates  were  endorsed,  for  which 
149/.  16*.  67/.  was  paid. 

66  certificates  were  granted  to  chimney  sweepers  on  this 
Division,  for  which  8/.  5>.  was  paid. 

7j241  telegraph  messages  were  received  at  or  sent  from 
the  Chief  Station  at  Arbour  Square ;  all  were  entered  in  a 
book,  and  many  of  them  were  sent  to  all  Stations ;  this 
duty  alone  adds  much  to  the  ordinary  work  at  the  Station. 

670,214  persons  visited  the  Bethnal  Green  Branch 
Museum  during  the  year,  and  no  disorder  occurred. 

The  total  number  of  separate  individuals  on  the  sick 
list  of  this  Division  during  the  year  was  368;  of  this 
number  5  were  admitted  to  hospitals. 

Small-pox  has  been  very  prevalent  on  this  Division,  and 
although  9  of  the  Police  have  had  it  in  their  houses,  not 
one  member  of  the  Force  has  been  attacked  by  it. 

One  Inspector,  2  Sergeants,  and  3  Constables  were  com- 
mended by  Judges,  and  1  Inspector,  1  Sergeant,  and  1 
Constable  by  Magistrates ;  and  1  Inspector,  6  Sergeants, 
and  61  Constables  received  rewards  or  notes  in  favour  from 
the  Commissioner. 

The  conduct  of  the  Inspectors  and  Serjeants  has  been 
exemplary,  and  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the 
conduct  of  the  Constables;  a  considerably  less  number 
were  reported  for  drunkenness  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  12  less  were  dismissed. 

Only  13  Constables  were  dismissed  during  the  year;  of 
these  o  had  less  than  two  years'  service,  one  was  charged 
before  a  Magistrate  with  being  a  deserter,  and  was  sent 
back  to  his  regiment;  and  another  was  charged  with 
felony,  and  was  committed  for  trial  and  sentenced  to  9 
months  hard  labour.

L  Division. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

The  strength  on  31st  December  1877,  was  1  Super- 
intendent, 5  Inspectors,  26  Sergeants,  and  261  Constables. 

The  discipline  of  the  Division  has  been  very  good,  and 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  other  years. 

27  men  left  the  Division  during  the  year;  10  to  seek 
other  employment,  5  were  pensioned,  4  were  compelled  to 
resign,  2  were  dismissed,  I  resigned  on  a  gratuity  through 
illphealth,  2  died,  and  3  were  promoted  to  Sergeants.  The 
resignations  to  seek  other  employments,  show  a  decrease  of 
8  upon  last  year. 

1  Sergeant  was  reduced  for  misconduct,  and  1  Constable 
was  summoned  before  a  Magistrate  for  an  assault,  but  the 
case  was  dismissed. 

405  felonies  were  committed,  for  which  355  persons  were 
apprehended;  of  these,  236  were  convicted  and  119  were 
discharged. 

2,530  charges  were  brought  to  the  two  stations  of  this 
Division ;  of  this  number,  601  were  not  entertained,  there 
being  insufficient  evidence  in  the  opinion  of  the  officers  on 
duty  to  detain  the  persons  accused  in  the  latter  cases,  or 
the  complainants  declined  to  charge  at  the  stations.  2,772 
persons  were  taken  before  Magistrates,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  460  as  compared  with  1876;  1,116  were  for 
drunkenness,  355  for  felony,  412  for  assaults,  and  889  for 
other  offences. 

268  summonses  have  been  obtained  by  Police  for  ob- 
structions in  streets,  and  other  offences,  with  the  following 
results;  viz.,  227  convicted,  28  dismissed,  1  withdrawn, 
12  not  served  in  consequence  of  incorrect  addresses  being 
furnished. 

4,330  summonses  and  orders  by  Magistrates  were  served 
by  Police  of  this  Division  attached  to  Lambeth  Police 
Court. 

256  persona  were  taken  to  hospitals  by  Police,  who  found 
them  in  the  streets  suffering  from  accidents  or  illness. 

78  persons  were  found  by  Police  destitute  in  the  streets 
and  taken  to  workhouses. 

2,284  stray  dogs  were  seised,  of  this  number  2,098  were 
sent  to  the  "Home,"  180  restored  to  owners,  and  6 
escaped. 

647  articles  of  property  found  in  Hackney  or  Metro- 
politan stage  carriages  were  deposited  at  the  Stations  in 
this  Division. 

The  Police  have  found  232  doors  and  windows  open,  167 
doors  and  windows  insecurely  fastened,  9  area  gratings 
and  17  shutters  insecure,  and  4  keys  left  in  front  doors 
during  the  year ;  making  a  total  of  429  acts  of  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  householders.  But  I  find,  however,  that 
the  cases  of  doors  and  windows  found  open,  &c.  are  399 
less  in  number  than  shown  in  1876,  and  this  great  decrease 
arises,  no  doubt,  from  the  frequent  cautions  given  to 
householders  by  Police. 

No  fire  of  any  magnitude  nor  any  event  of  great  im- 
portance has  taken  place  in  this  Division  during  the  year.

M  Division. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

The  strength  of  the  Division  on  31st  December  was 
1  Superintendent,  7  Inspectors,  32  Sergeants,  and  342 
Constables;  total  of  all  ranks  382. 

The  following  removals  took  place :  2  P.Cs.  died,  2  were 
dismisned,  11  resigned  of  their  own  accord,  3  were  com- 
pelled to  resign,  5  resigned  on  gratuities,  and  1  P.S.  and 
4  P.Cs.  were  pensioned ;  total,  1  P.S.  and  27  P.Cs. 

The  officers  and  men  have  performed  their  duty  satis- 
factorily, and  their  conduct  with  a  few  exceptions  has  been 
very  good. 

1  Inspector,  3  P.Ss.  and  4  P.Cs.  were  commended  by 
Chairmen  of  Sessions,  I  P.C.  was  granted  3/.  from  the 
Bow  Street  Police  Court  Reward  Fund,  1  Inspector,  6  P.Ss., 
and  14  P.Cs.  were  rewarded  by  Commissioner  for  efficiency 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 

The  value  of  the  property  stolen  and  unlawfully  obtained 
was  4,005/.,  and  the  value  recovered  was  803/. ;  13  bur- 
glaries were  committed,  the  total  value  of  the  property 
stolen  being  44/. ;  the  greater  number  of  these  13  offences 
were  trivial,  except  that  they  were  committed  during  the 
night,  which  brings  them  under  the  heading  of  burglary ; 
the  other  offences  were  of  the  usual  kind.

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were  charged  with  assaults  on  Police,  118  being  convicted, 
against  157  charged  in  the  previous  year ;  in  no  case  was 
permanent  injury  inflicted.  817  persons  were  charged  with 
being  drunk  and  incapable  of  taking  care  of  themselves, 
and  732  with  being  drunk  and  disorderly;  total,  1,549, 
which  is  63  lesa  tban  in  1876;  41  persons  were  charged 
with  begging,  the  other  charges  were  for  offences  of  various 
kinds. 

536  summonses  were  taken  out  by  Police,  and  476  con- 
victions followed ;  5B  boys  and  6  girls  were  committed  to 
Industrial  Schools,  and  other  similar  establishments  in 
various  parts  of  the  country,  and  the  costs  of  conveyance 
amounted  to  lOil  2s.  9d. 

289  persona  were  taken  to  hospitals  by  Police,  212  of 
whom  were  suffering  from  accidents,  and  77  from  other 
causes. 

54  fires  occurred,  and  the  average  number  of  Police  of 
all  ranks  in  attendance  at  each  was  18,  none  of  these  fires 
were  very  extensive.  556  doors  and  71  windows  were  found 
open  and  21 0  doors  and  57  windows  were  found  insecurely 
fastened.  1,083  dogs  were  seized  by  Police,  of  which  num- 
ber 52  were  owned,  5  killed,  and  1,026  taken  to  the  Dogs' 
Home, 

313  pedlars*  certificates,  6  indorsements,  and  37  chimney- 
sweepers licenses  were  issued. 

270  deposits  of  property  found  in  public  carriages  were 
made  at  the  stations. 

The  public-houses  and  beerhouses  generally  are  conducted 
without  grounds  for  complaint,  the  greater  number  of 
which  ore  closed  at  an  early  hour,  except  on  Saturday 
night.

I  HKO  to  submit  my  Report  for  1877* 
The  strength  of  the  Division  on  the  3lst  December  1877 
was,  1  Superintendent,  12  Inspectors,  77  Sergeants,  and  631 
Constables.    Total  of  all  ranks  720. 

The  area  of  the  Division  is  59*37  square  miles,  and  the 
total  number  of  buildings  thereon  73,044,  viz.  :— 
58,657  private  houses, 
8,290  shops, 
821  manufactories, 
636  warehouses, 
564  public-houses, 
325  beerhouses, 

273  licensed  refreshment  houses, 
135  coffee  shops  (unlicensed), 

165  public  buildings, 
98  churches, 

166  chapels, 

28  railway  stations,  and 
2,886  other  buildings. 

30  new  streets  were  formed,  2,701  new  houses  were 
built,  and  581  are  in  course  of  erection. 

During  the  last  five  years  10,640  new  houses  have 
been  built,  which  allowing  7i  persons  to  each,  shows  an 
increase  in  the  population  of  79,800. 

There  are  15  Police  Stations  (viz. : — 6  Inspectors',  7  Ser- 

feanta1  and  2  War  Department)  to  which  during  the  year 
made  1,280  visits  at  various  hours,  when  I  always  found 
the  officers  m  charge  carrying  out  their  duties  in  a  satis- 
factory manner. 
The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  has  been  good. 

4  Sergeants  and  164  Constables  were  fined  for  miscon- 
duct. 

18  Constables  were  dismissed  or  compelled  to  resign, 
8  of  whom  had  been  in  the  service  less  than  12  months. 

24  Constables  voluntarily  resigned,  16  of  whom  had 
been  in  the  service  less  than  1  year. 

5  Sergeants  and  11  Constables  were  pensioned,  their 
average  length  of  service  being  20  years  320  days. 

10  Constables  were  granted  gratuities,  being  compelled 
to  resign  through  ill-health  and  not  having  served  a  suffi- 
cient time  to  entitle  them  to  a  pension. 

1  Inspector  and  J  Constables  were  rewarded  or  com- 
mended by  Judges. 

1  Inspector,  4  Sergeants,  and  33  Constables  were  re- 
warded by  the  Commissioner. 

1  Constable  received  a  gratuity  from  the  Bow  Street 
Police  Court  Reward  Fund. 

3  Constables  were  promoted  to  Sergeants. 

5,529  persons  were  apprehended  for  various  offences, 
607  of  whom  were  discharged  at  the  Stations,  principally 
in  consequence  of  there  being  insufficient  evidence  to  take 


them  before  a  Magistrate,  or  the  prosecutors  wishing'  to 
withdraw  the  charge,  the  remainder  were  taken  before  a 
Magistrate,  when  3,468  were  convicted,  1,226  discharged, 
and  228  committed  for  trial,  1/7  were  convicted,  and  51 
acquitted. 

193  persons  were  charged  with  assaults  on  the  Police, 
146  of  whom  were  drunk  at  the  time  they  committed  the 
assault. 

2,472  persons  were  charged  or  summoned  for  drunken- 
ness, viz.,  1,385  men  and  1,087  women;  1,214  of  the  men 
and  884  of  the  women  were  convicted,  the  remainder  dis- 
charged. The  number  of  persons  charged  the  previous 
year  was  1,171  men,  and  944  women ;  and  in  18/5  it  was 
1,121  men  and  828  women ;  thus  showing  an  increase  in 
the  charges  for  drunkenness  during  the  last  three  years  of 
264  men,  and  259  women. 

1,183  persons  were  liberated  on  bail  by  officers  in 
charge  of  Stations. 

The  total  number  of  felonies  committed  was  2,185; 
the  total  value  of  property  stolen  9,926/.,  recovered,  1,449/.

174  larcenies  by  servants;  value  stolen,  514/.,  recovered, 
104/. 

268  larcenies  by  doors  left  open;  value  stolen,  761/., 
recovered,  110/. 

56  larcenies  by  false  messages;  value  stolen,  123/.,  re- 
covered, 9/. 

23  larcenies  from  drunken  persons ;  value  stolen,  81/., 
recovered,  20/. 

38  larcenies  by  prostitutes  ;  value  stolen,  1 19/.,  recovered, 
30/. 

Of  the  above  felonies,  567  were  not  under  the  control  of 
Police  (viz. :  embezzlement,  fraud,  larcenies  by  lodgers, 
servants,  false  messages,  from  drunken  persons,  ana  by 
prostitutes) ;  as  these  show  an  ultimate  loss  of  1,605/ ,  the 
actual  loss  under  the  control  of  Police  was  6,872/. 

In  9  cases  of  burglary,  and  131  of  housebreaking,  the 
occupiers  were  absent  from  home,  and  no  persons  left  in 
charge ;  in  40  cases  of  burglary,  and  29  of  housebreaking 
the  entry  was  made  througn  the  doors  or  windows  left  un- 
fastened. 

545  persons  were  summoned ;  viz.,  I  licensed  victualler, 
9  beerhouse  keepers,  3  refreshment  house  keepers,  50  per- 
sons found  on  licensed  premises  during  prohibited  hours, 
144  drivers  or  conductors  of  public  carriages,  138  persons 
for  obstructions  in  the  streets,  25  for  wheeling  barrows 
on  footway,  22  drivers  of  vehicles  for  riding  without  hold- 
ing the  reins,  41  for  furious  driving  or  riding,  13  persons 
for  cruelty,  99  for  other  offences ;  of  these  448  were  con- 
victed, 64  dismissed,  14  gave  false  addresses,  and  19  not  yet 
heard. 

44  fires  occurred ;  the  average  number  of  Police  on  duty 
at  each  was  1  Superintendent,  1  Inspector,  2  P.  Ss.,  and 
18  P.  Cs. 

7  persons  were  rescued  from  fire  by  Police. 

28  persons  committed  suicide,  viz.,  21  males  and 
7  females,  being  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  6  males, 
and  1  female. 

394  inquests  were  held,  at  each  of  which  an  Inspector  or 
Sergeant  was  in  attendance. 

Medical  aid  was  caUed  by  Police  to  821  persons,  159  of 
whom  were  suffering  from  insensibility,  drunkenness  being 
the  cause  in  113  cases.  The  total  cost  of  surgeons'  fees 
for  these  attendances  was  246/.  12s.  6d. ;  but  the  amount 
repaid  by  persons  so  attended  was  only  71.  9s.,  so  that 
239/.  3s.  6c/.  had  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Police  Fund. 

115  persons  suffering  from  accidents,  fits,  &c.  were  con- 
veyed by  Police  to  Hospitals. 

271  persons  found  destitute,  Ac.  were  taken  by  Police 
to  Workhouses. 

177  persons  were  knocked  down  or  run  over  by  vehicles 
or  horses,  11  being  killed,  the  remainder  maimed  or 
injured. 

Between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  1,690  doors 
and  791  windows  of  dwelling-houses,  warehouses,  churches, 
&c.  were  discovered  by  the  Police,  open  or  very  insecurely 
fastened. 

1,372  inquiries  were  made  relative  to  the  characters  of 
persons  applying  for  licenses  as  drivers  or  conductors  of 
public  carriages. 

354  pedlars'  and  101  chimney  sweepers9  certificates  were 
granted. 
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698  articles  of  property  left  in  public  carriages  were 
deposited  at  Police  Stations  by  drivers  or  conductors, 
and  forwarded  (with  a  few  exceptions  where  the  property 
was  given  up  to  owner)  to  the  Lost  Property  Office,  Scot- 
land Yard. 

598  animals  (exclusive  of  dogs)  were  found  by  Police, 
viz.,  418  horses,  42  donkeys,  60  head  of  cattle,  35  sheep, 
19  goats,  9  pigs,  15  other  animals,  all  of  which  were  re- 
stored to  owners. 

1,129  stray  dogs  were  seized,  1,009  of  which  were  sent  to 
the  Dogs'  Home,  and  120  restored  to  owners. 

106  occasional  licenses  were  granted  to  licensed  victual- 
lers, &c.  for  entertainments  of  various  kinds,  principally 
for  dinners  and  suppers. 

13,595  telegrams  were  received  at  or  transmitted  through 
Kingsland  Station. 

1,680  persons  were  reported  to  the  Police  as  missing,  of 
whom  957  were  found  and  restored  to  their  friends  by  the 
Police,  661  were  found  bv  their  friends,  or  returned  home, 
8  committed  suicide,  and  54  are  still  missing.

I  esc]  to  report  that  during  the  year  1877. 

4,177  persons  were  apprehended  on  this  Division  for 
various  offences,  2,989  convicted,  1,188  discharged. 

522  persons  were  brought  to  Stations,  and  not  charged, 
in  the  majority  of  cases  complainants  declined  to  prosecute, 
others  were  referred  to  Police  Courts  and  County  Courts 
for  summonses. 

419  persons  were  summoned  for  offences ;  388  convicted, 
23  dismissed,  5  absconded,  3  withdrawn. 

533  certificates  were  issued  to  Pedlars. 

132  certificates  were  issued  to  Chimney  Sweeps. 

174  occasional  licenses  were  granted  to  victuallers,  for 
balls,  public  dinners,  suppers,  &c,  and  2  applications  were 
refused. 

2,225  doors  and  windows  were  found  open  by  the  Police 
patrolling,  and  the  attention  of  occupiers  called. 

156  accidents  occurred  in  streets  from  horses  and  vehicl.s, 
resulting,  in  4  persons  killed,  152  maimed  or  injured. 

376  cases  occurred,  in  which  medical  aid  was  called  to 
persons  found  ill,  or  in  the  hands  of  Police,  and  required 
medical  treatment.  The  cost  of  these  casualties  amounted 
to  100/.  12s. 

1,820  dogs  were  seized  by  Police  found  straying  without 
owners.  This  duty  is  performed  bv  Constables  in  uniform, 
who  are  frequently  subject  to  derision,  and  sometimes 
followed  a  long  distance  by  hordes  of  children  to  a  Station, 
commisserating  the  unfortunate  dog.  The  occasional  em- 
ployment of  Constables  in  plain  clothes  (as  may  be  required) 
would  be  desirable  for  this  work,  and  1  do  not  hesitate  to 
say  that  it  is  a  disagreeable  duty  to  carry  out  in  uniform, 
and  objectionable  to  most  men. 

The  "  Penge  Mystery  "  is  the  only  crime  of  a  serious 
nature  that  occurred,  and  needs  no  repetition. 

A  series  of  religious  disturbances  took  place,  to  the 
annoyance  of  inhabitants  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  James's, 
Hatcham,  and  necessitated  the  attendance  of  a  number  of 
Police,  several  Sundays. 

The  Commissioner  was  pleased  to  appoint  me  to  the 
charge  of  this  Division,  3rd  December,  and  during  the 
short  time  which  has  elapsed,  I  have  observed  the  extent 
to  which  the  suburbs  are  growing,  especially  Penge, 
Peckham,  Brockley,  and  Sydenham.  In  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Brockley,  a  Police  Station,  and  augmentation  of 
Police  is  much  required.  I  would  also  urge  an  extension 
to  all  Stations,  of  telegraph  communication.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

The  officers  have  performed  their  duties  in  an  etticient 
manner,  and  the  conduct  of  the  men,  with  few  exceptions, 
has  been  satisfactory. 

1,803  dogs  were  seized  by  Police  during  the  year,  being 
an  increase  of  660  on  that  of  the  previous  one. 

805  felonies  occurred,  being  7&  more  than  in  1876 ;  for 
these  444  persons  were  apprehended,  55  convicted  at 
Sessions,  ana  197  summarily. 

One  serious  case  of  highway  robberv  took  place  on 
Blackheath  in  May  last,  the  thieves  (two  in  number). 


escaped  at  the  time,  but  were  afterwards  apprehended  at 
Portsmouth,  tried  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  and  sen- 
tenced  to  7  years  penal  servitude. 

During  the  year  1877,  843  new  houses  were  built,  com- 
prising  22  streets. 

The  Division  has  been  augmented  during  the  year  to 
the  extent  of  2  Police  Sergeants  and  11  Police  Constables, 
8  of  the  latter  for  ordinary  duty,  and  3  for  special  duty  at 
foreign  Cattle  Market.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877. 

The  strength  of  the  Division  on  the  31st  December  was, 
exclusive  of  the  Reserve,  1  Superintendent,  8  Inspectors, 
48  Sergeants,  and  428  Constables,  including  an  aiu/raenta- 
tion  of  2  Sergeants  and  13  Constables. 

The  strength  of  the  Reserve  Force  is  1  Inspector,  4 
Sergeants,  and  40  Constables,  the  latter  bein^  principally 
employed  on  "  Fixed  Point "  and  other  special  duties. 

29  burglaries  were  effected  during  the  year,  which,  I 
regret  to  say,  shows  an  increase  of  VJ  compared  with  the 
number  in  previous  year.  Several  of  them,  however,  were 
not  of  an  important  nature,  and  in  some  cases  no  loss 
actually  occurred.  7  persons  were  apprehended  for  the 
above,  and  sentenced  to  varioua  terms  of  punishment, 
which  I  submit  is  a  fair  per-centage  of  apprehensions  for 
the  above  offences. 

23  cases  of  housebreaking  and  4  cases  of  horsestealing 
occurred,  showing  an  increase  of  14  in  the  former  and  a 
decrease  of  5  in  the  latter. 

1,307  doors  and  windows  were  found  open  or  insecurely 
fastened,  which  shows  a  slight  decrease,  the  number  last 
year  being  1,415. 

44  P.Cs.  joined  the  Division,  8  resigned,  5  were  com* 

riled  to  resign,  5  were  dismissed  the  service,  and  2  died ; 
Sergeants  and  8  Constables  resigned  on  pension,  3  Con- 
stables resigned  on  gratuity,  1  Serges  nt  and  4  Constables 
were  promoted  to  higher  grades. 

283  persons  received  medical  aid  at  the  instance  of 
Police. 

670  dogs  were  seized  by  Police,  of  which  number  545  were 
sent  to  the  "  Home,"  and  125  restored  to  owners. 

40  fires  occurred  during  the  year,  but  in  most  cases 
they  were  got  under  before  doing  "any  considerable  amount 
of  damage. 

87  pedlars'  certificates  were  taken  out  by  persons  in  this 
Division,  and  78  received  indorsements—  the  numbers  last 
year  being  83  and  85  respectively. 

53  chimney  sweepers'  certificates  were  taken  out,  being 
the  same  number  as  last  year.     1  indorsement 

126  inquests  were  attended  by  Police  during  the  year, 
showing  a  decrease  of  33  against  last  year. 

122  persons  were  conveyed  to  hospitals  and  workhouse 
infirmaries  by  Police. 

76 1  articles  of  property  were  deposited  at  differen  fc  Stations 
in  this  Division,  having  been  left  in  Iiackncy  and  metropo- 
litan stage  carriages. 

296  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and  130 
were  in  course  of  erection  on  31st  December;  1 1  new  streets 
were  also  formed. 

6  persons  were  run  over  and  killed,  and  96  maimed  or 
injured  by  different  vehicles. 

345  summonses  were  taken  ont  by  Police  against  per- 
sons for  various  offences,  and  convictions  obtained  In  JOG 
cases. 

15  persons  committed  suicide,  and  13  were  attempted, 

36  dead  bodies  were  found  or  given  in  charge  of  Police, 

197  children  were  reported  lost  or  mUsing,  of  which 
number  135  were  found  and  restored  to  friends  by  Police. 

The  inspectors  have  performed  their  duties  readily  and 
cheerfully,  and  the  conduct  of  the  men  has,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions oeen  good. 

1  Inspector,  1  P.Ss.  and  23  P.Cs.  were  rewarded  by 
Commissioner  for  meritorious  conduct,  and  7  received  a 
"  Note  in  favour "  for  apprehension  in  connexion  with 
felonies. 

I  have  to  state  an  occurrence  of  note  which  took  place  in 
this  Division  in  which  a  respectably  connected  woman  was 
rescued  from  drowning  in  the  Regent's  Canal  through  the 
promptitude  and  bravery  of  one  of  the  P.Cs.  of  this  Divi- 
sion. The  particulars  are  as  follows :  On  23rd  June  last 
a  Detective  P.C.  was  riding  on  an  omnibus  in  Albert  Road, 
Regent's  Park,  when  he  heard  one  of  the  park-keepers 
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calling  out  that  a  woman  had  jumped  into  the  canal.  The 
P.C.  at  once  jumped  off  the  bus,  rushed  to  the  canal 
bank,  and  having  divested  himself  of  his  coat,  jumped  in, 
and  with  great  difficulty  su  receded  in  rescuing  the  woman 
I  who  was  a  very  stout  person),  getting  out  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  canal.  For  thia  conduct  the  P.C.  received  a 
reward  of  I  /.  from  Commissioner,  and  3/.  presented  to  him 
by  Sir  James  Ingham  from  the  Bow  Street  Police  Court 
Reward  Fund.

I  nfiicto  submit  the  following  particulars  as  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1877- 

Nothing  has  occurred  in  this  Division  during  the  past 
year  of  sufficient  importance  to  excite  any  public  interest, 
and  the  duties,  which  have  been  of  a  simple  routine  cha- 
racter, have  been  carried  out  in  a  proper,  and,  I  trust,  satis- 
factory manner. 

This  Division  of  Police  comprises  an  area  of  more  than 
75  square  miles  (superficial),  and  its  strength  on  31st  De- 
cember was  1  Superintendent,  12  Inspectors,  73  Sergeants, 
and  &70  Constables,  of  all  ranks  656,  with  30  horses.  The 
duties  are  performed  from  16  stations,  at  three  of  which, 
in  the  exterior  or  rural  district,  there  are  no  cells  for  the 
confinement  of  prisoners,  but  officers  are  constantly  on 
duty  to  receive  charges,  &c,  at  each  place. 

An  increase  to  the  strength  of  the  Division  of  2  Ser- 
geants and  19  Constables  has  been  made  during  the  past 
year  and  during  the  same  period  28  new  streets  of  a  total 
length  of  4  miles  and  C09  yards,  have  been  added  to  the 
ground  to  be  patrolled  by  Police.  And  during  the  year 
1*203  new  houses  have  been  built,  whilst  914  buildings 
were  in  the  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
naturally  brings  a  corresponding  increase  to  the  popula- 
tion ;  and  for  the  due  protection  of  person  and  property, 
the  strength  of  PoHce  has  to  be  augmented  from  time  to 
time  in  those  places  where  the  additions  to  population,  &c. 
till;-.*  place  ;  and  at  the  present  time  a  further  accession  to 
the  streagth  of  the  Division  is  required. 

The  Police  of  this  Division  have  conducted  themselves 
in  a  very  proper  manner,  fully  equal  to  that  in  former 
years. 

During  the  year  1  Inspector  3  P.Ss.  and  9  P.Cs.  re- 
signed having  been  granted  Pensions,  whilst  4  Constables 
resigned  having  been  granted  Gratuities  on  account  of  un- 
fitness on  medical  ground  for  further  service. 

I  ;"i  constables  resigned  at  their  own  request  to  take  other 
occupations,  whilst  10  were  dismissed,  and  4  others  were 
called  upon  to  resign  their  situations  on  account  of  mis- 
conduct. 

A  Police  Sergeant  and  4  Constables  died  during  the  year 
lK77»  and  an  inspector  was  reduced,  and  a  Sergeant  and 
6  Constables  were  promoted  \v  the  ranks  of  Inspector  and 
Sergeant  respectively.  An  Inspector,  a  Sergeant,  and  3 
Constables  were  publicly  commended  by  Judges  and  Ma- 
gistrates, whilst  the  sum  of  21/.  2*.  was  awarded  by  Com- 
missioner and  3  private  persons  to  2  Inspectors,  5  P.Ss., 
37  Constables,  for  meritorious  conduct  in  the  detection 
and  apprehension  of  offenders,  and  one  constable  was  pro- 
secuted by  order  of  the  Commissioner  and  sentenced  to  a 
term  of  imprisonment  for  larceny. 

The  total  number  of  felonies  reported  to  Police  during 
the  year  was  1,237  of  all  classes,  by  which  means  property 
to  the  value  of  7.250/.  was  stolen,  of  this  gross  total  pro- 
perty to  the  value  of  0767.  was  recovered  and  restored  to 
the  own  era  t  whilst  in  1 76  cases  of  felony  no  loss  was  ulti- 
mately sustained  by  the  owners  of  the  property.  For  these 
offences  494  persons  were  apprehended  by  Police  160  of 
whom  were  discharged,  and  197  summarily  convicted  by 
the  Magistrates  before  whom  they  were  taken,  whilst  13/ 
were  committed  for  trial,  112  of  whom  were  convicted,  and 
25  acquitted. 

The  number  of  offences  is  in  excess  of  the  return  for 
18/6,  and  may,  I  think,  be  ascribed  to  the  increase  in 
population,  &e.  and  the  relative  increase  in  crime  in  a  cor- 
responding ratio.  A  considerable  increase  has  taken  place  in 
the  offences  known  as  "  Burglary"  and  "  Housebreaking." 
Must  of  these  crimes  have  been  committed  by  entering 
houses  by  the  attics,  balconies,  or  by  climbing  the  porticos 
and  entering  by  windows,  whilst  the  inmates  of  the  houses 
have  been  diring,  or  engaged  in  the  lower  parts  of  the 
house.  In  many  of  these  cases  the  windows  selected  by 
the  thief  have  cither  been  unfastened,  or  secured  by  such 
fragile  means  that  access  has  been  comparatively  easy.  As 
the  success  of  a  thief  who  commits  crime  of  this  class 
depends   upon  the  silence  and  rapidity  with  which  he 


effects  his  object,  the  importance  of  having  strong  and 
secure  fastenings  to  both  windows  and  doors,  cannot  be 
too  strongly  impressed  upon  householders,  who  at  the  same 
time  should  see  that  the  servants  are  careful  in  paying 
proper  attention  to  the  fastening  of  such  windows,  &c.  It 
is  no  infrequent  occurrence  to  find  that  an  attempt  has. 
been  made  to  enter  a  house,  but  the  thief  has  been  foiled  by 
the  strength  of  the  fastenings. 

During  the  year  4,601  persons  were  apprehended  by 
Police  of  this  Division  ;  the  greater  number  of  these  per- 
sons had  been  guilty  of  drunkenness,  misdemeanors,  and 
other  minor  but  peace  disturbing  offences,  whilst  in  the 
same  period  328  persons  were  brought  to  the  Stations, 
where  on  investigation  it  was  found  that  there  was  no 
grounds  for  their  further  detention,  and  thus  were  con- 
sequently released.  Nearly  the  whole  of  these  cases  are 
charges  preferred  by  private  persons  against  others. 

933  persons  were  summoned  by  Police  for  various  of- 
fences during  the  year,  in  66  cases  the  summonses  were 
dismissed,  and  in  24  cases  the  Police  failed  to  effect  service. 
16  summonses  were  withdrawn,  and  in  10  cases  warrants 
were  granted  in  consequence  of  non-attendance  of  the  per- 
sons summoned. 

The  Pedlars'  Act  has  received  proper  attention.  226  cer- 
tificates were  granted  during  the  year.  85  certificates 
granted  by  Police  of  other  places  were  endorsed  for  the 
Metropolitan  Police  District,  and  1 7  licensed  pedlars  were 
apprehended  for  various  offences. 

/3  persons  were  licensed  to  act  as  chimney  sweeps  during 
the  year,  but  no  case  has  occurred  in  which  any  infraction 
of  the  Act  has  been  observed  by  Police. 

Stray  dogs  appear  to  be  more  numerous  than  ever, 
1,582  having  been  seized  by  Police  during  the  year,  239 
of  this  number  were  seized  in  places  beyond  the  Metro- 
polis during  the  26  days  in  December  when  the  "  Order  " 
under  the  Stray  Dogs  Act  was  enforced.  This  order  ap- 
pears to  have  been  of  great  service  in  freeing  the  streets  of 
ownerless  curs.  I  am  convinced  that  some  other  mode 
of  enforcing  the  Dog  Licenses  is  necessary.  In  nearly  every 
case  when  persons  claim  dogs  which  have  been  seized  by 
Police,  a  license  is  produced,  whilst  in  the  greater  number 
of  cases  in  which  dogs,  seized  within  the  Metropolis,  are 
sent  to  the  Dogs  Home,  it  is  evident  from  the  appearance 
of  the  dog  that  it  is  not  "  ownerless  "  and  has  oeen  well 
fed,  and  it  is  but  fair  to  assume  that  the  owners  do  not 
hold  licenses,  or  the  dogs  would,  I  think,  be  claimed  in 
more  instances  than  at  present. 

During  1877,  4  persons  were  killed,  and  165  others  sus- 
tained injuries  in  the  streets  of  this  Division,  by  being  run 
over  or  knocked  down  by  vehicles  or  horses.  In  many  of 
these  cases  the  persons  killed  or  injured  were  not  pedes- 
trians, but  were  in  charge  of,  or  riding  in  the  vehicle,  or 
upon  the  horse  when  the  accident  occurred.  The  attention 
of  Police  has  been  called  to  the  offence  of  furious  driving, 
from  time  to  time,  and  during  the  year  81  persons  were 
summoned  for  this  offence,  76  of  whom  were  convicted 
and  5  were  discharged. 

The  Hackney  Carriages  on  the  various  standings  have 
been  examined,  and  during  the  year  the  Police  have  re- 
ported 920  cases  in  which  the  carriage,  the  horse  drawing 
it,  or  the  harness,  was  not  in  a  fit  state  for  public  use,  and 
such  reports  have  received  due  attention  at  the  hands  of 
the  Public  Carriage  Inspectors.  39  drivers  have  been  sum- 
moned for  various  offences  against  the  Hackney  Carriage 
Acts  during  the  year. 

Five  persons  were  proceeded  against  for  taking  young 
birds  from  nests,  under  the  Wild  Birds  Protection  Act,  and 
a  nominal  penalty  was  inflicted  in  each  case ;  and  14  per- 
sons were  also  proceeded  against  for  discharging  guns  in  or 
near  the  thoroughfares. 

During  the  recent  outburst  of  the  Cattle  Plague,  Police 
were  posted  at  the  boundaries  of  the  Metropolis,  and  at 
the  Bridges  by  the  County  boundary  to  carry  out  the 
orders  made  by  the  Local  Authorities,  and  in  25  cases 
persons  were  proceeded  against  for  the  removal  of  cattle 
contrary  to  such  orders,  and  in  24  of  these  cases  convic- 
tions followed.  This  is  a  duty  which  presses  very  hard 
upon  the  Police,  the  "  points  at  the  boundary  of  the 
Metropolis  are  mostly  in  isolated  places,  and  as  the  pre- 
sence of  a  Constable  is  required  "  continuously  "  for  this 
one  duty,  it  has  the  effect  of  drawing  Police  away  from 
their  normal  duties  at  places  where  their  services  are  much 
more  required  for  the  general  protection  of  the  public. 

1,879  soldiers  have  been  billeted  in  the  various  licensed 
houses  in  this  Division  during  the  past  year.  Of  this 
number  the  greater  portion  are  Militia  men  when  called 
out  for  their  annual  training.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
billeting  of  Militia  recruits  for  lengthened  periods  at  places 
so  near  London  as  Chiswick  and  Hammersmith  is  not  fair 
to  the  officers  of  the  regiment,  or  the  men  themselves. 
The  head-quarters  of  one  regiment  which  draws  a  great 
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number  of  recruits  from  Westminster!  i  •.  t  Turnham  Green, 
and  the  men  are  billeted  at  Hammersmith  and  Chiswick, 
which  places  are  now  about  20  minutes  journey  by  rail 
from  Westminster,  and  the  cost  of  travelling  is  but  a  few 
pence.  At  night  when  these  men  are  in  their  billets  they 
are  removed  from  the  control  of  their  officers,  and  are  fre- 
quently visited  by  their  friends  from  London.  During  the 
time  this  regiment  was  embodied  for  training  last  year, 
viz.,  between  30th  April  and  21st  July,  23  men  belonging 
to  it  were  apprehended  on  this  Division  alone  for  various 
offences,  mostly  for  drunkenness,  and  7  other  persons  were 
also  charged  with  offences  which  originated  from  this 
system  of  billeting.  I  am  of  opinion  that  very  few  cases 
would  have  occurred  had  the  men  been  in  barracks  and 
under  the  control  of  their  officers.  The  present  system  is,  I 
am  certain,  most  unsatisfactory  to  all  parties. 

Police  attended  at  282  Coroners  Inquests,  and  in  49  of 
these  Inquests  they  acted  as  "  Coroners  officers,"  this  is 
now  done  at  most  places  in  the  exterior  district.  The 
average  time  Police  are  engaged  at  each  Inquest  where 
they  are  employed  as  Coroners  officers  is  44  hours,  and  the 
total  amount  received  as  fees  from  the  Coroner,  and  paid 
to  the  Receiver  during  the  year,  is  H.  4s. 

The  Dispatch  Cart,  Mounted,  and  Van  Duties  have  been 
carefully  and  properly  performed,  and  7,786  prisoners  were 
conveyed  by  tne  Van  during  the  year  without  complaint  of 
any  kind  having  been  made. 

The  Divisional  Detectives  have  performed  their  duties  in 
a  way  which  proves  that  they  take  a  careful  interest  in  the 
work;  many  very  creditable  arrests  have  been  made  by 
them,  and  some  very  good  cases  have  occurred  in  which  the 
special  detective  patrols  have  apprehended  men  for  loiter- 
ing, who  have  turned  out  to  be  dangerous  thieves,  thus 
showing  that  their  vigilance  has  prevented  the  commission 
of  serious  crimes. 

The  special  duties  have  at  all  times  been  carried  out  to 
my  satisfaction,  and  I  am  happy  to  record  that  the  Police 
in  this  Division  have,  as  a  body,  endeavoured  to  deserve  the 
confidence  of  the  public.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877, 
and  in  so  doing  it  is  again  my  pleasant  duty  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  general  good  conduct  and  efficiency  of  all 
ranks  serving  under  me,  particularly  the  superior  officers, 
whose  duties  and  responsibilities  are  ever  on  the  increase, 
and  whose  skill  ana  ability  is  more  heavily  taxed  every 
year. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done,  and 
of  the  principal  occurrences  which  took  place  in  this 
Division  during  the  past  year,  viz. :

having  control  over  horses,  7  witness,  )2  cattle  plague,  3 
for  nuisance,  4  Gun  License  Act,  and  5  for  assaults  on 
Police. 

2,597  summonses  were  taken  out  by  private  persons,  and 
served  by  Police,  1,088  convicted,  1,498  dismissed,  and  11. 
withdrawn. 

792  doors  and  627  windows  were  found  open,  1 12  doors 
and  42  windows  found  insecurely  fastened.  In  82  cases 
of  larceny  the  thieves  gained  access  to  the  premises  by 
doors  or  windows  being  left  open  or  insecure.  I  caused  the 
principal  inhabitants  to  be  cautioned  as  to  their  door  and 
window  fastenings ;  and,  if  that  caution  had  been  attended 
to,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  these  82  larcenies 
would  have  been  prevented. 

663  persons  were  charged  with  drunkenness  in  1876, 
and  849  in  1877 ;  this  large  increase  (28  per  cent,)  in  drun- 
kenness, is  no  doubt  attributable  to  the  increased  facilities 
from  year  to  year  for  obtaining  drink  at  grocers  and  wine 
shops.  No  new  licenses  for  public-houses  have  been  granted 
for  several  years,  but  licenses  are  constantly  being  granted 
to  grocers  and  wine  companies. 

266  persons,  viz.  125  adults  and  140  children,  were  re- 
ported lost  or  missing,  141  were  found  by  Police,  107 
returned  home,  7  found  drowned,  3  committed  suicide,  7 
are  still  missing. 

966  stray  dogs  were  seized  by  Police,  753  were  sent  to 
the  Dogs'  Home  at  Battersea,  198  were  restored  to  the 
owners  on  production  of  licenses,  and  15  were  killed,  being 
in  a  rabid  state. 

1,464  soldiers  were  billeted  on  this  Division  during  the 
past  year. 

Ill  persons  were  accidentally  run  over  in  the  streets  by 
vehicles ;  7  were  killed  on  the  spot  or  died  shortly  after- 
wards from  injuries  received,  none  of  the  others  were 
seriously  injured. 

347  pedlars  certificates  (being  23  in  excess  of  last  year) 
were  issued  and  121  indorsed ;  amount  received  on  account 
of  same  89/.  15s.  6d.  14  pedlars  were  charged  and  8  con- 
victed for  hawking  without  licenses. 

49  chimney  sweepers  (same  number  as  last  year)  were 
licensed  under  the  Act  which  came  in  force  on  1st  January 
1876.  This  Act  continues  to  work  well,  and  has  effectually 
attained  its  object,  viz.  the  prevention  of  the  employment 
of  children  in  sweeping  chimnies. 

25  persons  were  reported  for  causing  smoke  nuisance, 
3  were  summoned  and  convicted,  the  remainder  were 
cautioned   by  Commissioner,  after    which    the    nuisance 


200  warrants  were  executed  by  Police  during  the  year. 

712  felonies,  value  3,411/.,  were  committed.  Of  these, 
however,  171,  value  744/.,  were  not  under  control  of  Police, 
and  in  120  cases  under  Police  control  property  value  2061. 
was  recovered. 

Note. — 55  of  these  felonies,  value  884/.,  were  *  committed 
on  the  occasions  of  great  public  events,  viz.,  11  at  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  boat  race,  42  at  Epsom  races,  and 
2  at  Sandown  races. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  people  cannot  be  made 
to  see  the  folly  of  wearing  watches  and  other  valuables 
when  attending  these  places. 

440  summonses  were  taken  out  by  Police;  385  of  the  persons 
summoned  were  convicted ,48  discharged,  and  7  witness;  viz., 
19  against  licensed  victuallers,  53  for  obstruction,  14  furious 
driving,  124  cattle  straying,  49  for  not  having  names  and 
addresses  painted  on  vehicles,  18  driving  cattle  during  pro- 
hibited hours,  33  drunk  in  thoroughfare,  2  pawnbrokers, 
16  cruelty  to  animals,  27  hackney  carriage  drivers,  23 
present  in  public-houses  during  prohibited  hours,  I  pre- 
vention of  Crimes  Act,  3  drunk  in  public-houses,  16  not 


81  beggars  (being  22  more  than  last  year)  were  appre- 
hended, 59  were  convicted,  and  22  discharged. 

180  occasional  licenses  were  granted  to  publicans,  and  4 
were  refused.    No  violation  of  the  law  occurred. 

4,056  telegraph  messages  were  sent  from  ana  received  at 
Wandsworth  Station  during  the  year.  This  system  is  in- 
creasing in  value  to  the  Police  Service  every  year,  and  it 
is  very  desirable  that  all  Stations  should  be  connected 
without  delay.  I  am  also  of  opinion  that  it  might  with 
advantage  be  connected  with  the  fixed  points. 

167  apprehensions  were  effected  by  the  Divisional  Detec- 
tives (1  P.  S.  and  5  P.Cs.).  I  again  avail  myself  of  the 
opportunity  of  recommending  an  increase  to  this  important 
branch  of  the  service,  as  I  believe  it  to  be  equally  as  useful 
in  the  prevention  as  in  the  detection  of  crime. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  presence  of  a  Detective 
Officer  in  any  district  acts  as  a  powerful  deterrent  to  thieves 
and  depredators. 

During  the  past  year  15  new  streets  and  one  square  were 
formed,  1,103  new  houses  built,  and  451  are  now  in 
course  of  erection.  The  measurement  of  these  streets  and 
square  is  4  miles,  370  yards,  and  they  are  now  regularly 
patrolled  by  Police.. 

This  Division  was  augmented,  2  Sergeants  and  11  Con- 
stables for  section  and  beat  duty,  on  27th  December  last ; 
but  th's  number  is  whollv  insufficient  to  meet  the  pressing 
requirements  occasioned  by  the  rapid  increase  of  the  popu- 
lation, and  the  corresponding  increase  of  police  duty  and 
responsibility ;  and  I  venture  to  hope  that  the  number  of 
Serjeants  and  Constables  asked  for  in  my  report  of  30th 
October  last,  viz.  6,  65,  will  be  shortly  obtained,  as  every 
one  of  them  are  urgently  needed. 

A  system  of  fraud  by  means  of  advertisements  in  the 
daily  papers  is  largely  practised  by  a  gang  of  swindlers, 
who  remain  only  a  few  days  in  a  place,  and  assume  a 
different  name  at  every  change  of  address.  One  of  the 
plans  adopted  is  to  advertise  goods  of  all  descriptions  at 
prices  considerably  below  the  market  value,  and  state  that 
on  receipt  of  the  money,  or  stamps  if  the  amount  is  small, 
the  article  will  be  forwarded.  The  unwary  fall  very  readiiv 
into  the  trap  thus  skilfully  laid  for  them,  and  send  their 
money,  but  of  course  never  get  the  goods  in  return.  There 
is  great  difficulty  in  bringing  the  Law  to  bear  upon  these 
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pests  of  society.  It  is  necessary  to  prove  that  they  never 
had  the  articles  they  advertise  in  their  possession,  otherwise 
a  charge  of  obtaining  money  by  false  pretence  (the  only 
mode  of  procedure)  cannot  be  established.  This  of  course 
can  very  rarely  be  done,  so  the  rogues  pursue  their  mal- 
practices almost  without  let  or  hindrance. 

46  men,  viz.  2  Inspectors,  4  Sergeants,  and  40  Constables, 
left  the  Division  during  the  year,  13  of  them  on  gaining 
pensions,  5  on  receiving  gratuities,  14  resigned  to  seek 
other  and,  as  they  said  more  remunerative  employment, 
4  were  compelled  to  resign,  and  10  were  dismissed.  Much 
discontent  exists  amongst  the  men  in  consequence  of  the 
long  time  they  have  to  wait  for  advancement  in  the  respec- 
tive classes.  A  re-arrangement  of  the  classes  by  which 
they  could  be  gained  in  a  given  time  (say  two  years  for  the 
second  and  seven  years  for  the  first)  would  be  hailed  with 
great  satisfaction,  and  would  prevent  many  good  men 
leaving  the  service. 

I  venture  to  hope  that  the  proposed  new  Station  at  Wands- 
worth (a  site  for  which  was  purchased  upwards  of  three 
years  ago)  will  be  speedily  erected,  the  accommodation 
afforded  by  the  present  old  building  being  wholly  inade- 
quate to  the  requirements  of  a  Divisional  Station. 

Educational  classes.  I  believe  the  Commissioner  has  it  in 
contemplation  to  make  attendance  of  Constables  at  these 
classes  compulsory  until  such  time  as  they  release  them- 
selves by  gaining  certificates  of  proficiency  in  the  subjects 
kid  in  general  orders.  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  (as  1  have 
repeatedly  said  before  in  my  annual  and  other  reports)  that 
this  should  be  done,  and  also  that  the  order  should  be 
made  retrospective,  say  for  at  least  two  years,  and  that 
attendance  should  be  two  days  in  each  week.

In  submitting  my  Report  for  the  year  1877,  I  have  the 
satisfaction  of  stating  that  the  general  conduct  of  the  men 
has  been  good. 

Only  one  serious  crime,  calling  for  special  mention,  has 
occurred  during  the  year,  viz.,  on  15th  April  a  man  named 
Caleb  Smith  murdered  a  woman,  with  whom  he  had  been 
cohabiting  at  Croydon,  by  cutting  her  throat.  For  this  he 
was  executed  on  14th  August. 

On  2nd,  3rd,  arid  4th  January  the  overflow  of  the  Thames 
inundated  a  great  number  of  houses  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Nine  Elms  and  Wandsworth  Road,  destroying  a  large 
quantity  of  furniture,  &c,  and  compelling  the  inhabitants, 
who  are  of  the  labouring  class,  to  vacate  the  ground  floors ; 
the  streeTS  presented  the  appearance  of  rivers,  but  owing  to 
the  timely  notice  given  by  police  and  railway  officials  at 
Nine  Elms  Station,  no  loss  of  life  occurred.

297  pedlW  certificates  were  issued,  and  69  endorsed ;  also 
72  chimney  sweepers'  certificates,  and  2  endorsed. 
152  inquests  were  held,  and  attended  by  Police. 
62.  fires  occurred,  and  were  attended  by  616  Police  of  all 
ranks.     936  doors  and  772  windows  were  found  by  Police 
either  open  or  insecurely  fastened. 

92  persons  were  cautioned  by  Police  as  to  the  risk  of 
leaving  linen  exposed  to  dry  in  their  gardens  after  dusk. 

4  licensed  victuallers  and  10  beerhouse  keepers  were 
summoned  by  Police ;  of  the  former  3  were  convicted  and 
1  dismissed;  of  the  latter  8  were  convicted  and  2  dis- 
missed- With  these  exceptions  the  nouses  have  been  well 
conducted* 

The  order  issued  by  Commissioner  on  27th  November, 
with  respect  to  seizing  stray  dogs  beyond  the  Metropolis, 
has  been  very  beneficial  in  clearing  the  streets  of  dogs 
that  had  no  owners,  and  for  which  no  licenses  had  been 
obtained. 

The  attendance  at  the  educational  classes  has  not  been 
satisfactory,  and  although  many  of  the  men  are  below  the 
average  in  education,  they  fad  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  improve  themselves.

150  cases  in  which  poods  were  exposed  for  sale. 
157  by  doors  and  windows  left  open. 

With  regard  to  the  two  latterclasses  the  Police  have  little 
control  over  the  offenders,  and  respecting  the  former,  that 
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of  "  goods  being  exposed  for  sale  outside  shops/9 1  am  of 
opininion  that  the  practice  offers  very  great  inducements 
for  the  training  of  juvenile  offenders,  and  that  their  first 
ideas  of  theft  are  gathered  from  the  temptations  placed  in 
their  way  by  shopkeepers ;  the  disposal  of  the  stolen  pro- 
perty brings  them  in  contact  with  their  elders  in  crime, 
who  soon  perfect  them  in  the  art  of  thieving.  Summary 
conviction  follows  apprehension  for  first  offences,  then  trial 
and  penal  servitude  for  burglary  or  housebreaking,  and 
this  in  numerous  instances  can  be  traced  to  the  first 
temptation  of  stealing  from  outside  a  shop. 

Tnere  has  been  an  increase  in  cases  of  burglary  and 
housebreaking  over  that  of  1876,  and  the  reason  is  that 
occupiers  of  nouses  have  offered  great  facilities  for  com- 
mitting these  offences,  by  leaving  their  houses  without  any 
person  in  charge  for  weeks  together  during  the  absence  of 
themselves,  their  families,  and  servants  at  the  sea  side  and 
other  places ;  also  leaving  their  houses  unoccupied  during 
Sundays  and  Holidays. 

The  practice  adopted  by  these  offenders  (and  they  were 
well  dressed  and  with  appearances  not  calculated  to  excite 
suspicion),  was  to  call  during  the  morning  or  afternoon  at 
a  house  on  the  plea  of  seeing  some  person ;  should  no  one 
be  in  charge  of  the  house,  a  second  visit  was  made  during 
the  late  evening,  and  an  entry  quickly  effected  by  forcing 
the  doors,  mostly  the  side  or  back  basement  ones,  which  are 
seldom  within  view  of  Police,  and  valuable  property  carried 
off,  the  ready  means  of  locomotion  soon  placing  the,  thieves 
miles  from  the  scene  of  their  depredations. 

Most  front  doors  are  left  on  the  latch  during  Sunday 
evenings,  these  latches  are  frequently  of  common  manufac- 
ture, and  readily  yield  to  slight  pressure,  and  I  would 
recommend  occupiers  of  houses  to  have  affixed  to  the  doors 
and  windows  a  better  class  of  fastening  than  the  ones 
generally  in  use. 

4,228  charges  were  taken  at  the  13  Stations  in  this 
Division,  and  of  these  2,213  were  for  drunkenness. 
836  persons  were  summoned,  and  596  convicted. 
Medical  aid  was  rendered  to  infirm  and  afflicted  persons 
at  the  instance  of  the  Police  in  533  cases. 

892  deposits  were  made  by  drivers  and  conductors  of 
property  left  in  public  carriages. 

Inquiries  were  made  (in  each  case  by  a  Sergeant)  respect- 
ing the  character  of  1,188  applicants  for  stage  and  hackney 
carriage  and  conductors  licenses. 
The  Police  attended  413  inquests. 
1,411  doors,  474  windows,  and  17  cellar  entrances  were 
found  open  or  insecurely  fastened  during  the  night. 

The  Public  still  exhibit  great  carelessness  in  leaving  open 
the  doors  and  windows  of  their  houses  during  the  night, 
thus  offering  ready  means  for  thieves  to  commit  offences. 
As  already  stated,  157  felonies  have  occurred  through  doors 
and  windows  being  left  open. 

328  pedlars'  and  92  sweeps'  certificates  were  issued  and 
granted  by  the  Commissioner  after  satisfactory  inquiries 
respecting  character. 

14  persons  have  been  killed  and  158  injured  in  the 
streets  by  vehicular  traffic,  and  of  these  3  have  been  killed 
and  60  injured  by  light  vehicles.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
check  the  furious  driving  of  this  class  of  conveyance,  and 
strict  directious  are  given  to  summon  in  all  cases  where 
seen. 

103  persons  have  been  taken  by  Police  to  hospitals  for 
treatment. 

1,570  new  houses  have  been  built,  and  27  new  streets 
formed. 

257  adults  and  564  children  were  reported  as  lost  or 
missing)  and  of  these,  60  adults  and  o87  children  were 
found  by  Police. 

29  fires  occurred  (none  of  a  serious  or  fatal  nature),  and 
were  attended  by  1  District  Superintendent,  1  Superinten- 
dent, 19  Inspectors,  36  Sergeants,  and  298  Constables. 

On  excellent  arrest  was  made  on  1st  January  at  Otago, 
New  Zealand,  by  an  officer  of  this  Division.  The  secretary 
of  a  public  company  absconded,  embezzling  upwards  of 
800/. ;  the  officer  was  directed  to  make  inquiry,  and  found 
1hat  he  had  sailed  in  the  ship  "  May  Queen "  for  New 
Zealand,  and  the  bulk  of  the  money  believed  to  be  in  his 
possession.  The  officer  was  sent  after  him,  and  arrived  at 
Otago  two  days  before  the  "  May  Queen,"  which  he  boarded 
on  reaching  port;  examined  the  vessel  and  apprehended 
the  felon,  from  the  description,  he  having  travelled  in  an 
assumed  name.  He  conveyed  the  prisoner  safely  to  Eng- 
land, when  he  was  tried  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  in 
May,  and  sentenced  to  5  years  penal  servitude.  Upwards 
of  500/.  was  found  upon  him  when  arrested. 

1  Inspector,  6  Sergeants,  and  12  Constables  were  com- 
mended by  Judges  and  Magistrates,  and  6  of  these  officers 
were  awarded  in  the  aggregate  41/. 

1  Inspector,  9  Sergeants,  and  46  Constables  received 
pecuniary  rewards  from  Commissioner  to  the  amount  of 

G642.

The  general  duties  of  the  Division  have  been  carefully 
and  readily  carried  out,  and  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that 
the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  has  been  good.

Thames  Division. 


Report  for  1877. 

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1877,  1  have  ereat 
pleasure  in  stating  that  during  the  past  year  there  have 
been  no  serious  complaints  of  felonies  committed  on  the 
river,  and  very  few  of  a  trifling  character,  such  as  bathing 
along  the  banks  of  the  Thames  during  the  hot  weather,  in 
which,  steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the 
nuisance  as  far  as  practicable  with  the  small  staff  I  have  at 
my  command. 

The  officers  employed  at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  for  the  protection  of  seamen,  report  having  boarded, 
during  the  past  year,  991  homeward  bound  and  222  out- 
ward bound  ships  at  Gravesend ;  also  1,004  homeward 
bound  ships  between  Woolwich  and  the  principal  dock 
entrances,  with  a  view  to  prevent  improper  persons  getting 
on  board  while  in  the  River. 

The  Divisional  Detectives  continue  their  exertions  to 
carry  out  the  duties  imposed  on  them,  with  zeal  and 
fidelity. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  has  been  very 
satisfactory. 

27  persons  have  been  rescued  from  drowning  who  had 
accidentally  fallen  overboard,  and  6  persons  prevented 
from  committing  suicide ;  total,  33  lives  saved  by  the 
Police. 

116  dead  bodies  have  been  picked  up  in  the  river,  90 
males  and  26  females,  9  of  whom  were  new-born  infants. 

33  fires  have  been  attended,  8  on  board  craft  and  25  at 
waterside  premises. 

203  persons  have  been  charged  in  the  Division ;  of  these, 
134  were  convicted  and  69  discharged.  This  return  does 
not  include  the  whole  number  of  persons  apprehended  by 
the  Police  of  this  Service,  for  it  often  occurs  that  prisoners 
are  taken  to  the  Land  Stations,  and  charged,  for  conve- 
nience and  safe  custody. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  leave  to  submit  that  nothing  of  im- 
portance has  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Division 
to  require  special  comment.

First  or  Woolwich  Dockyard  Division. 

Annual  Report  for  1877. 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  submit  to  Commissioner 
the  particulars  of  the  various  duties,  occurrences,  &c.  con- 
cerning the  Police  of  this  Division  during  the  year  1877. 

At  the  Royal  Arsenal  gates  the  Police  admitted  26,386 
visitors  having  the  necessary  authorised  cards  oi  admission, 
and  they  received  and  examined  5,487  property  passes,  the 
numbers  being  2,777  and  245,  respectively,  over  and  above 
those  of  the  previous  year.  9  cases  of  larceny,  &c.  of 
Government  property  were  dealt  with  by  the  Magistrates, 
and  2  cases  were  sent  for  trial.  12  other  apprehensions  for 
various  offences  on  R  and  Thames  Divisions  were  made  by 
Police  attached  to  this  Station.  The  Divisional  Detective 
employed  principally  at  Woolwich  garrison,  apprehended 
22  persons,  the  majority  of  the  cases  being  for  larceny  at 
the  barracks,  and  desertion.  136  employe's  have  been 
reported  to  Heads  of  Departments  for  various  breaches 
of  regulations,  &c.  These  have  principally  comprised 
"  Smokers,"  and  others  "  found  in  possession  of  foul 
tobacco  pipes,"  &c,  "  leaving  work  before  time,"  "  stopped 
at  gates  with  trifling  articles  of  Government  properiy,  &c." 
8  small  fires  occurred  all  of  which  were  speedily  dealt 
with  by  Police.  They  also  attended  at  5  fires  in  the  town 
of  Woolwich. 

In  Woolwich  Dockyard  the  Police  received  3,977  pro- 
perty passes,  being  an  excess  of  965  over  and  above  last 
years  number.  Only  2  trifling  fires  occurred  in  this  yard, 
and  1  case  of  embezzlement  of  Government  property,  which 
was  dealt  with  by  the  Magistrate  as  one  of  unlawful  pos- 
session. The  Police  at  this  Station  were  called  upon  to 
take  16  charges  to  R  Division  Station  one  of  which  was 
sent  for  trial.  The  practice  of  persons  applying  at  the 
gates  of  this  yard  for  assistance  instead  of  going  to  Wool- 
wich Town  Police  Station  is  growing  very  much,  and  at 
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times  the  applications  are  so  frequent  as  to  cause  consider- 
able inconvenience  considering  the  responsible  duties  and 
limited  number  of  men  in  the  yard.  Scarcely  a  day  passes 
without  an  application  of  some  kind  being  made.  27  cases 
of  breaches  of  regulations  were  reported,  15  of  the  number 
relating  to  employes  "  found  in  possession  of  foul  pipes." 
The  Police  on  5  occasions  recovered  property  found  in  the 
River  Thames,  and  restored  the  same  to  the  owners. 

In  Deptford  Victualling;  Yard  9  men  were  reported  for 
various  breaches  of  regulations,  and  the  Police  received 
at  the  gates  2,505  property  passes,  being  52  more  than 
in  1876. 

At  the  Eoyal  Naval  College  at  Greenwich  the  range  of 
buildings  at  the  left,  west  gate  entrance,  has  been  con- 
verted into  Police  quarters  for  single  men,  and  occupation 
thereof  commenced  on  13th  August  last.  A  change  was 
much  desired  as  the  old  Police  quarters  were  rather 
"  cramped." 

At  Aldershot  the  duties  of  the  Police  are  daily  on  the 
increase.  255  persons  have  been  apprehended  during  the 
year  for  various  offences  being  94  in  excess  of  the  number 
taken  last  year,  and  19  persons  were  proceeded  against  by 
summons.  They  also  made  inquiries  in  139  cases  of  a 
miscellaneous  kind. 

In  reference  to  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  the  officers  concerned  have  enforced 
the  provisions  thereof  io  their  usual  careful,  considerate 
manner,  all  proceedings  having  been  carefully  considered 
before  taken,  and  no  act  has  happened  to  give  grounds  for 
complaint. 

The  usual  Drills,  consisting  of  "  Fire  Engine,"  "  Hose 
Reel,"  " Company "  and  "Departmental  Employes,"  have 
been  carefully  performed.  All  ranks  have  enjoyed  good 
health,  and  ttie  conduct  of  the  whole  of  the  men  of  the 
Division  (with  2  exceptions)  has  been  good.  The  varia- 
tions were  as  follow  ; — Resigned  with  pension,  1  Chief 
Inspector,  1  Sergeant,  and  3  Constables.  Resigned  to  take 
other  employment,  6  Constables.  Dismissed,  1  Sergeant 
and  1  Constable.

Foreigners  are  admitted  only  on  the  written  authority  of 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty. 

These  visitors  are  escorted  round  the  works  by  the  Police, 
except  in  the  case  of  foreigners  of  distinction,  who  are 
waited  upon  by  a  naval  officer  in  uniform.  During  the 
year  the  following  number  of  visitors  were  admitted  and 
escorted  by  Police  : 

British  subjects,  33,452.    Foreigners,  123. 

The  Police  escorted  to  Lewes,  Winchester,  Millbank, 
Pentonville,  and  Sussex  County  Prisons  325  seamen  and 
marines  for  offences  under  the  Naval  Discipline  Act,  and 
301  w^ose  sentences  had  expired  were  brought  back  and 
taken  p a  board  their  ships,  making  a  total  of  626  prisoners 
conveyed  as  against  518  in  1876. 

The  number  of  stragglers  brought  in  bv  Police  was  839, 
being  an  increase  of  24  over  the  number  the  previous 
year. 

There  were  10  cases  of  smuggling  detected  by  Police 
during  the  year,  against  9  cases  the  year  before,  and  the 
penalties  imposed  amounted  to  37/.  2*. 

The  Contagious  Diseases  Acts  are  carried  out  in  their 
integrity  without  opposition  in  any  part  of  the  Division. 

The  health  of  the  men  has  been  good  during  the  year, 
and  their  general  conduct  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  year  has  been  barren  of  events  worth  noting.

There  have  been  no  fires  during  the  year  in  any  of  the 
establishments,  nor  have  the  fire  engines  been  called  to 
any  outside  the  gates. 

During  the  year  45  cases  of  embezzlement  were  detected 
by  the  Police.,  in  all  of  which  cases  the  offenders  were 
arrested  and  convicted,  and  the  property  recovered,  which 
in  no  case  amounted  in  value  to  more  than  a  few  shillings. 

208  persons  in  the  employment  of  the  Crown  were  re- 
ported by  Police  for  offences  against  the  regulations  of  the 
establishments* 

The  regulations  tinder  which  Crown  stores  are  permitted 
to  pass  out  of  the  establishments  either  ashore  or  to  ships 
afloat,  provide  that  they  be  accompanied  by  a  pass  note 
signed  by  an  authorised  officer,  enumerating  the  articles 
to  be  passed.  The  stores  presented  at  the  gates  are  com- 
pared with  these  pass  notes  by  the  Police,  and  if  found 
correct  they  are  allowed  to  go.  During  the  year  14,601 
pass  notes  were  thus  examined  by  Police,  besides  passes 
for  private  property  which  amounted  to  as  many  again. 

Visitors  desirous  of  viewing  the  Dockyard  or  other  Es- 
tablishment are  admitted  on  making  application  at  the 
main  gate  and  entering  their  names,  professions,  and  re- 
sidences in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  if  British  subjects. 


Third  or  Drvonport  Dockyard  Division. 

I  bbo  to  report  as  follows  on  the  particulars  relating  to 
this  Division  for  the  year  1877. 

The  strength,  viz.,  1  Superintendent,  8  Inspectors,  20 
P.Ss.  and  126  P.Cs. ;  total  155,  remains  the  same  as  it 
has  been  for  the  last  6  years. 

The  nature  of  the  duties  performed,  both  inside  and 
outside  the  walls  of  establishments,  also  remains  the  same 
as  former  years. 

The  number  of  property  pass  notes  received  by  the  Polios 
during  the  year  for  stores,  &o.  removed  from  the  yards, 
amounts  to  17,039,  which  is  938  more  than  last  year,  and 
a  greater  number  than  there  has  been  for  the  last  6  years. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  various  establishments,  is 
21,161  British  subjects,  and  161  Foreigners;  total  21,322, 
which  is  3,543  more  than  last  year,  and  a  larger  number 
than  there  has  been  any  year  since  the  Division  was  formed, 
an  increase  which  in  all  probability  is  due  to  the  greater 
facilities  for  railway  travelling  than  ever  before,  now  existing 
in  this  part. 

The  number  of  naval  deserters  and  stragglers  appre- 
hended amounts  to  1,297,  of  which  865  were  seamen  and 
432  marines,  an  increase  of  270  above  the  number  appre- 
hended last  year. 

The  number  of  naval  prisoners  conveyed  to  and  from 
gaol  amounts  to  479,  of  which  343  were  seamen  and  136 
marines ;  257  of  these  were  conveyed  to,  and  222  from 
gaol,  a  total  of  70  more  than  the  number  of  prisoners  con- 
veyed last  year. 

22  persons  were  apprehended  for  offences  against  the 
property  of  the  Crown,  8  more  than  last  year,  12  for  offences 
against  the  Customs'  laws,  4  fewer  than  last  year,  10  for 
conveying  spirits  into  establishments,  1  more  than  last 
year,  and  65  were  reported  for  offences  against  the  discipline 
of  establishments,  14  more  than  last  year. 

The  Contagious  Diseases  Acts  were  worked  as  success- 
fully in  every  respect  as  any  previous  year,  juvenile  prosti- 
tution was  suppressed,  clandestine  prostitution  kept  in 
check,  many  girls  and  women  were  entirely  kept  from 
adopting  a  life  of  vice,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  17  fewer  prostitutes  and  3  fewer  brothels  in  the 
district  than  ever  before.  The  common  women  gave  less 
trouble  than  ever,  and  more  readily  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Acts,  only  two  of  them  nad  to  be  brought 
under  the  Acts  bv  Magistrate's  order,  and  not  one  was 
summoned  for  neglecting  to  attend  for  medical  'examina- 
tion, or  any  other  offence  whatever,  during  the  year. 

The  Fire  Brigade  had  its  efficiency  fully  maintained  by 
regular  and  constant  training,  4  fires  were  discovered  in 
the  yards,  and  extinguished  at  once,  during  the  year,  and 
one  fire  outside  the  yards,  in  the  town  of  Devonport,  was 
attended  and  extinguished. 

The  conduct  of  the  Police  of  all  ranks  during  the  year 
was  exceedingly  good,  only  13  men  incurred  reports, 
against  19  last  year.  There  was  not  a  single  report  for 
drink,  and  there  was  no  dismissal,  or  compulsory  resigna- 
tion, and  not  one  case  of  voluntary  resignation  either. 

Several  good  detections  were  made,  for  two  of  which 
1  P.S,  ana2 P.Cs,  were  mrarded  by  the  Commissioner 
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and  the  Inspector  and  2  P.Ce.  of  the  Water  Police  were 
specially  commended  by  the  Admiral  Commander-in-Chief 
for  the  speedy  apprehension  by  them  of  some  naval 
stragglers. 

There  were  50  cases  of  sickness  with  40  men,  two  more 
cases,  and  one  more  man,  than  during  last  year,  but  there 
were  407  fewer  days  sickness  in  1877  than  in  1876.  The  per- 
centage of  sick  per  diem  during  this  year  amounts  to  1  *3 ; 
and  it  may  be  interesting  to  state  that  the  per-centage  of 
sick  per  diem  from  hurts  and  all  other  causes,  during  the 
last  10  years,  only  amounts  to  1  •  37  per  cent,  of  the  strength 
of  the  Division. 

There  was  one  death  during  the  year,  a  P.C.  fjom 
drowning,  1  P.S.  and  4  P.Cs.  were  pensioned,  and  1  P.S. 
and  6  P.Cs.  were  transferred  to  other  Divisions. 

The  educational  classes  at  the  Dockyard  and  Victualling 
Yard  were  rather  better  attended  than  during  last  year ; 
and  those  Sergeants  and  Constables  who  availed  them- 
selves of  them  continued  to  show  much  earnestness  to 
improve  their  education,  and  in  consequence  attained  very 
satisfactory  proficiency  in  the  subjects  taught.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1877, 
and  to  state  that  during  the  year  nothing  of  importance 
has  occurred  to  call  for  special  remark. 

81    persons    were    reported    by    Police    for    offences 

X'nst  the  regulations  of  the  establishments  ;  14  for 
ices  against  the  Customs  laws ;  9  for  offences  against 
the  property  of  the  Crown ;  8  for  conveying  spirits  into 
the  establishments ;  and  5  for  wilful  damage. 

856  stragglers  were  apprehended.  164  prisoners  were 
conveyed  to,  and  132  from,  various  prisons. 

1*8,403  British  and  58  foreign  subjects  visited  the  several 
establishments. 

6,424  store  passes  were  received  for  the  removal  of 
public  stores,  and  the  articles  were  carefully  examined  by 
Police. 

Through  the  vigilance  of  the  Police  on  duty,  several 
small  fires  were  early  discovered,  and,  owing  to  the  prompt 
action  to  extinguish  them,  the  damage  was  very  inconside- 
rable. It  is  proposed  to  fit  "  Bateman  and  Moor's  patent 
hydrants  "  to  the  water  main  at  Chatham  Yard,  whenever 
it  becomes  necessary  to  lay  down  a  new  main  or  replace  a 
defective  fire  cock.  These  hydrants  possesses  many 
advantages  over  the  ordinary  fire  cocks  now  in  use,  and 
can  be  effectively  preserved  at  less  expense. 

The  duties  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts,  in 
the  five  Districts  attached  to  my  Division  have  been 
carefully,  energetically,  and  in  all  respects  well  performed, 
and  without  a  complaint.  The  working  of  these  Acts  is 
creating  an  infinite  amount  of  good,  and  must  continue  to 
do  so  while  they  are  so  effectually  administered. 

The  character  and  antecedents  of  40  candidates  for  the 
Police  service  were  inquired  into.  Average  age  22  years, 
height  5  ft.  8}  inches. 

The  attendance  of  the  men  at  the  educational  classes 
has  slightly  improved.    This  is  a  question  which  greatly 


affects  the  Police  Service,  and  I  am  pleased  that  the  option 
of  attendance  no  longer  rests  with  the  individual  requiring 
instruction. 

56  cases  of  sickness  occurred  with  a  loss  to  the  service 
of  8 10  days. 

The  general  duties  of  the  Division  have  been  very  cheer- 
fully performed,  and  the  conduct  of  the  men  has  been 
satisfactory.  I  continue  to  receive  much  assistance  from 
the  Inspectors  and  Sergeants,  who  are  very  assiduous  in 
the  performance  of  their  several  vocations.  They  take 
considerable  pains  to  instruct  the  Constables  and  to  see 
that  they  properly  execute  their  multitudinous  duties.

Fifth  or  Pembroke  Dockyard  Division. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1877. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  during 
the  year  the  conduct  of  officers  and  men  has  been  good, 
and  that  the  duties  have  been  satisfactorily  performed. 

Admiral  Hamilton  on  giving  up  his  command  of  this 
Dock  Yard  on  the  16th  of  October,  expressed  by  letter  to 
Colonel  Labalmondiere,  Assistant  Commissioner,  the  high 
sense  he  entertained  of  the  whole  of  the  Police  of  the  Dock- 
yard, and  of  the  manner  in  which  they  hail  performed  their 
duty  during  the  two  and  a  hslf  years  of  his  command. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  made  in  the  authorised 
strength  of  the  Division  during  the  year. 

The  health  of  the  men  has  been  generally  good,  there 
has  been  but  few  men  on  the  sick  list,  and  no  deaths 
during  the  year. 

There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  the  young  men 
at  the  educational  class,  while  the  greater  part  of  the  old 
men  have  ceased  to  attend. 

5  persons  were  detected  by  police  embezzling  Goverment 
stores. 

13  persons  were  detected  and  reported  by  Police  for 
breaches  of  the  regulations  of  the  establishment. 

1,609  store  pass  notes  were  received  by  Police. 

1  ship,  the  "  Iris,"  was  launched  from  this  yard ;  about 
3,000  visitors  were  present  j  all  passed  off  without  accident 
or  complaint. 

4,816  British  subjects  entered  the  yard  on  business  or  as 
visitors. 

3  Foreigners  visited  the  yard  by  Admiralty  order. 

The  Japanese  Ambassador  and  suite  visited  the  yard  on 
the  occasion  of  the  launch  of  the  Japanese  ship  '*  Hi  Hei " 
at  Pennar  near  this  yard. 

Five  fires  occurred  in  the  yard,  they  were  extinguished  by 
the  Police  before  damage  had  been  done  to  either  stores  or 
buildings. 

Four  fires  occurred  in  the  town  to  which  Police,  hose- 
reels,  and  fire  engines  were  sent. 

15  Naval  deserters  and  stragglers  were  apprehended  by 
Police  and  delivered  on  board  their  ships. 

5  Naval  prisoners  were  conveyed  by  Police  to  Naval 
prison,  and  4  back  from  prison  to  their  snips.

Fourteen  men  were  returned  as  suffering  from  venereal  diseases,  and  were  therefore  suspended 
until  able  to  resume  duty.  No  doubt  the  regulation  which  directs  that  men  suffering  from  such 
affections  shall  be  temporarily  removed  from  the  force,  and  struck  off  pay,  acts  as  a  powerful 
motive  to  concealment,  and  only  those  cases  are  reported  to  the  divisional  surgeons  which  are  too 
severe  to  allow  the  man  to  do  duty,  or  which  are  accidentally  discovered  while  the  man  is  on  the 
sick  list  for  other  causes.  The  reason  why  such  diseases  are  regarded  differently  in  the  Police  and  in 
the  Army  (where  they  only  expose  the  man  to  the  ordinary  hospital  stoppage)  is  obviously  in  order 
to  discourage  relations  between  police  constables  and  prostitutes  who  are  often  thieves  and  law- 
breakers, or  the  accomplices  in  breaches  of  the  law.  For  the  same  reason  and  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  spirit  of  this  regulation  I  have  been  obliged  to  dissuade  the  divisional  surgeons  from  recom- 
mending men  suffering  from  venereal  affections  as  patients  to  the  hospitals ;  and  also  because  such 
persons  hardly  seem  objects  of  public  charity*  Still,  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience  is  often  experienced 
when  a  man  suspended  on  account  of , venereal  di pease  resides  at  a  section  house,  and  has  no  friend e  at 
hand  who  can  receive  him.  I  have  asked  the  divisional  surgeons  to  report  such  cases  in  future  to 
me,  in  order  that  such  arrangements  may  he  made  as  the  circumstances  seem  to  admit. 

The  epidemic  of  small-pox  which  has  lasted  so  long  in  the  metropolis  has  visited  this  force,  but 
mildly;  no  doubt  in  consequence  of  the  effectual  arrangements  for  vaccination*  During  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  year  1877,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  monthly  tables,  15  fresh  cases  occurred  and 
2  were  left  over  from  the  year  1876.  No  cases  occurred  in  1877  after  September,  but  with  the 
recrudescence  of  the  epidemic  a  very  small  number  of  cases  have  occurred  in  the  present  year. 
One  case  proved  fatal,  as  will  be  seen  below,

I  may  ndd  that  by  a  resolution  of  the  Governing  Committee,  to  which  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy  have  assented,  the  Hoyal  Hospital  at  Bethlehem  is  now  closed  against  the  members  of  this 
force  who  are  below  the  rank  of  inspector,  I  made  what  protest  I  could  against  this  decision  which 
seems  to  me  contrary  to  the  charitable  foundation  of  the  hospital,  according  to  which  poverty  was  to 
be  not  an  objection  but  a  recommendation  for  admission ;  but  as  the  Committee  persisted  and  the 
Commissioners  supported  their  view  of  the  case  my  protest  was  necessarily  futile. 

Detached  Sick  Leave. 

During  the  year  1877,  28  men  received  detached  sick  leave  for  periods  varying  from  two  to  six 
months,  and  renewable  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chief  surgeon ;  and 
8  men  were  left  on  detached  leave  at  the  date  of  the  last  return. 

Of  these  36  mena  19  were  reported  unfit,  9  resumed  duty,  7  died,  and  one  only  remains  on  the  list 
at  the  time  of  compiling  this  report  The  case  is  one  of  severe  injury  on  duty,  and  the  man  has 
been  on  sick  and  detached  leave  for  more  than  15  months.  This  is  the  longest  period  of  leave  of  any 
of  the  cases  comprised  in  the  list,  though  in  another  case  the  period  of  leave  extended  to  more  than 
a  year.  This  kind  of  prolonged  sick  leave  is  now  chiefly  granted  to  three  classes  of  cases  : — 1.  Men 
hopelessly  ill  who  are  retained  in  the  service  out  of  compassion;  2.  Men  injured  on  duty  with 
fractures  of  the  lower  extremities  and  other  injuries  which  cannot  be  repaired  during  the  ordinary 
terms  of  leave ;  3*  Men  labouring  under  obscure  diseases  in  which  time  is  required  to  test  their 
future  efficiency.

During  the  year  1877,  288  men  were  recommended  for  pension  or  gratuity.* 

Of  these  288,  3  who  had  served  less  than  5  years  and  5  who  had  served  between  5  and  15  years 
were  recommended  for  pensions  as  being  disabled  by  injuries  received  in  the  actual  execution  of  their 
duty;  74  who  had  served  over  5  and  under  15  years  were  recommended  for  gratuities  as  being 
disabled  by  disease.  The  remainder  (206)  were  recommended  for  pensions.  Of  these  70  had  served 
over  15  and  under  20  years;  102  over  20  and  under  25  years ;  30  over  25  and  under  30  years ; 
3  over  30  and  under  35  years ;  and  1  over  35  years. 

*■  This  is  exclusive  of  one  who  died  before  his  gratuity  was  paid.    The  number  of  those  recommended  during  the  year  does  not 
of  course  exactly  tally  with  that  of  those  who  received  their  pension  or  gratuity  during  the  year.

REPORT  of  Thfe  Honourable  Charles  Carnegie,  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  of  the 
Constabulary  of  Scotland,  for  the  Year  ending  15th  March  1878. 


GENERAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Honourable  Richard  Assheton  Cross,  m.p.,  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

11,  The  Links,  St.  Andrew's, 
Sir,  11  April  1878. 

I  havb  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  this,  my  Sixth  (but  the  20th  Annual)    General  Report 
Report,  on  the  state  and  efficiency  of  the  police  forces  in  the  counties  and  burghs  — ~ 

in  Scotland. 

I  have    during  the  past  year  inspected  the  forces  of  all  the   counties  and 
burghs  in  Scotland,  and  have  to   recommend,  for  receipt  of  the  Government 

frant,  those  of  all  the  counties,  and  of  33  of  the  burghs.  One  of  these  burghs,  viz., 
arkcaldy,  having  only  established  a  separate  police  force  in  November  last,  will, 
consequently,  have  to  receive  the  grant  for  a  broken  period.  The  only  burgh 
with  sufficient  population  to  be  entitled  to  Government  grant,  if  efficient,  from, 
which  I  desire  to  withhold  a  certificate  of  efficiency,  is  the  burgh  of  Pulteney- 
town.  This  burgh  is  in  a  most  anomalous  position  ;  it  has  no  local  magistracy, 
and  it  has  been  held  that  the  county  of  Caithness  is  therefore  liable  for  any 
damage  done  by  rioting,  though  unable  to  assess  the  burgh  for  police  purposes. 
Pulteneytown  is  part  of  the  Parliamentary  burgh  of  Wick  (now  amalgamated 
with  the  county),  and  it  ought  to  be  absolutely  united  to  that,  burgh.  There  are 
six  burghs  containing  a  population  of  under  5,000  that  maintain  separate  forces. 
In  only  one  of  these,  the  burgh  of  Banff,  can  I  report  the  force  as  efficient ;  the 
others,  viz.,  Annan,  Ardrossan,  Kelso,  Kirriemuir,  and  Maxwelltown,  cannot  be 
reported  as  maintaining  efficient  forces,  and  I  would,  as  regards  them,  repeat 
the  observations  in  my  former  reports,  that  I  consider  it  most  desirable  that 
there  should  be  some  legislative  enactment  whereby  these  small  places  should  be 
compelled,  either  to  unite  with  their  respective  counties,  or  to  maintain  efficient 
forces.  One  of  these  small  burghs,  Ardrossan,  will,  by  the  expiry  of  a  private 
Act  of  Parliament,  be  joined  to  the  county  of  Ayr  during  the  ensuing  year. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  my  utmost  to  impress  upon  the  various  authorities  the 
necessity  of  complying  with  the  Secretary  of  State's  Circulars,  regarding  the  time 
.  at  which  alterations,  either  in  the  number  of  the  force,  or  in  the  scale  of  pay, 
should  be  submitted  for  sanction.  I  regret,  however,  to  say  that  in  dome  instances 
these  Circulars  have  been  disregarded.  There  must,  of  course,  be  exceptional 
cases,  but  I  should  hope  that  in  another  year  no  further  difficulty  will  be 
experienced.  It  is,  however,  somewhat  unfortunate  that  the  date  at  which 
these  alterations  should  be  submitted  for  approval,  falls  immediately  before  most 
of  the  municipal  elections ;  and  is,  consequently,  at  the  time  when  the  police 
commissioners  of  the  various  burghs  are  most  averse  to  do  anything  that  is 
likely  to  increase  the  expenditure.  I  have  in  some  few  instances  included  in 
my  return  some  additions  made  without  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  In 
these  cases  I  have  appended  a  note. 

There  has  been  a  gross  addition  of  25  men  to  the  county  forces,  and  of  104  Alterations  in 
men  to  the  burgh  forces.  There  have  also  been,  by  deaths,  discharges,  dis-  Force, 
missals,  and  desertions,  209  changes  in  the  counties,  and  511  in  the  burghs, 
as  compared  with  183  and  543  last  year.  The  class  of  men  who  are  coming  as 
recruits  continues  on  the  whole  to  improve,  and  less  difficulty  appears  to  be 
found  in  obtaining  suitable  men  to  fill  vacanies.  Most  of  the  counties  and  burghs 
are  now  paying  their  men  liberally,  though  there  are  still  some  exceptions.  I 
must  still,  however,  make  the  remark  that  in  many  forces,  where  the  general 
scale  of  pay  is  liberal  enough,  the  salary  of  the  head  of  the  force  has  remained     r\n\o 
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General  Report,     either  unchanged,  or  been  very  slightly  increased,  and  is  smaller  in  proportion 

than  it  ought  to  be,  considering  the  onerous  duties  of  his  position. 

My  attention  having  been  drawn  to  the  diversity  in  the  scale  of  pay  in  different 
forces,  I  would  on  that  head  make  the  following  remarks  : — An  absolutely  uniform 
scale  of  pay  throughout  Scotland  seems  to  me  to  be  neither  practicable  nor 
desirable.  It  might,  however,  tend  to  uniformity  were  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
issue  certain  model  scales  of  pay  for  Serjeants  and  constables  (in  the  case  of 
officers  circumstances  vary  so  much  that  I  think  it  might  be  unadvisable  to  go 
into  the  question  of  their  salaries),  labelled  A*  B.  C.  D.,&c. ;  and  that  on  a 
county  or  burgh  desiring  to  increase  their  rate  of  pay,  they  should  signify  their 
desire  to  adopt  scale  A.  B.  or  C,  as  the  case  might  be. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  clothing  of  the  various  forces  throughout  Scot- 
land. It  is  generally  good,  and  there  is.  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  the  clothing  in  those  forces  where  last  year  there  was  some  inferiority.  I  have 
given  a  Table  (Appendix  C),  which  shows  the  price  of  each  article  in  each 
force.  The  prices  vary  considerably,  and  as  a  rule  the  clothing  in  the  smaller 
forces  is  dearer  than  in  the  larger  ones.  I  have  not  thought  it  advisable  this 
year  to  recommend  any  deduction  from  the  Government  grant  on  the  ground  of 
excessive  price  paid  for  clothing ;  in  some  forces,  however,  a  small  reduction  of 
price  may  be  made  when  new  clothing  is  contracted  for.  It  would,  I  think,  be 
desirable  that  a  maximum  price  for  different  articles  should  be  named  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  I  would  not,  howiever,  in  this  include  capes,  as  many  of  the 
more  expensive  kinds  come  cheaper  in  the  end  from  wearing  a  longer  time. 
Most  of  the  counties  give  boot  money,  though  some  give  boots.  In  many  of 
the  burghs  neither  boots  nor  boot  money  are  given. 

The  diversity  of  practice  as  to  promotion  still  continues.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  plan  of  limiting  the  numbers  in  the  classes  is  a  mistake. 

The  system  as  to  house  accommodation  varies  in  almost  every  place.  In  most 
of  the  burghs,  the  police  provide  their  own  houses  without  any  allowance ;  but 
in  some  towns,  lodgings  are  provided  for  all  or  part  of  the  force,  and  rent  is 
charged  according  to  accommodation.  I  consider  that  it  is  of  great  importance 
in  the  large  towns  for  the  men  to  be  well  housed,  and  to  be  lodged  together,  as  in 
case  of  an  emergency,  the  men  off  duty  can  be  assembled  at  a  short  notice,  which 
cannot  be  done  in  those  places  where  the  men's  lodgings  are  scattered.  In  the 
counties,  the  arrangements  about  houses  are  even  more  divergent.  In  some, 
the  whole  force  have  free  houses,  or  else  lodging  money ;  in  others,  accommoda- 
tion is  provided  for  the  whole  force,  and  rent  is  charged  ;  in  others,  those  who 
occupy  station-houses  pay  rent,  and  the  rest  provide  houses  for  themselves ; 
whilst  in  some  instances,  the  county  pays  any  excess  of  rent  over  a  certain  sum. 
The  differences  on  these  points  make  it  difficult  to  compare  accurately  the 
relative  rates  of  pay  in  the  various  forces  in  Scotland. 

Extra  Constables.  The  River  Tweed  Commissioners  still  continue  to  pay  for  three  constables  in 
the  county  of  Berwick-  In  Roxburgh,  Selkirk,  and  Peebles,  the  river  is  now 
watched  by  men  appointed  under  the  Tweed  Acts,  who  are  not  connected  with 
the  police.  There  are  also  14  constables  paid  for  by  other  fishery  boards. 
There  are  43  constables  in  the  counties  paid  for  by  public  companies  or  private 
individuals  in  terms  of  the  7th  section  of  the  General  Police  Act.  In  the  burghs 
there  are  176  constables  employed  by  harbour  boards,  including  the  Marine  or 
Clyde  division  of  the  Glasgow  police;-  also  28  employed  by  companies  or 
individuals. 

The  station-houses  and  cells  in  the  counties  are  generally  in  good  condition, 
though  there  are  very  few  of  them  that  would  be  suitable  for  more  than  the  de- 
tention of  prisoners  for  one,  or  at  most  two  nights.  There  are,  however,  still 
several  very  inferior  lock-ups  in  use,  but  these  are  principally,  as  far  as  the 
counties  are  concerned,  in  places  where  there  are  very  few  prisoners  during  the 
year.  I  cannot  say  the  same  for  several  of  the  burghs  ;  though  the  cells  and 
police  buildings  may  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  there  is  often  a  disinclina- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  burgh  authorities  to  go  to  the  expense  of  making  the 
police  accommodation  grow  with  the  growth  of  population  and  crime  in  the 
burgh.  The  worst  case,  that  of  the  burgh  of  Perth,  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  amended, 
and  new  buildings  are  there  in  course  of  erection,  but  nothing  has  been  done  in 
Ayr,  Hawick,  or  Greenock,  places  that  I  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  as  being 
most  behindhand  in  this  matter.    In  Ayr,  the  ceils  are  abominably  bad,  whilst 
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in  Hawick  and  Greenock,  especially  the  latter,  there  is  often  an  amount  of   General  Report 
overcrowding  that  would  not  be  tolerated  by  the  sanitary  authorities  in  any  other  " 

building  thau  one  under  the  direct  control  of  the  municipal  authority. 

I  have,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able,  detailed  in  my  separate  reports,  all  the  Extra  Duties  and 
various  duties,  not  strictly  police  duties,  performed  by  the  members  of  each  police  Allowances, 
force,  I  think  that  there  are  now  none  of  these  that  are  not  authorised  by  the 
Circular  on  the  subject,  or  by  the  various  Acts  of  Parliament  regulating  the  police. 
There  are,  however,  especially  in  burghs,  extra  duties,  such  as  attending  places 
of  public  amusement,  public  meetings,  &c,  which  are  undertaken  by  the  ordi- 
nary police  force,  the  system  of  remuneration  for  which  requires  some  considera- 
tion ;  and  I  think  it  would  not  be  undesirable  that  the  Secretary  of  State  should 
lay  down  some  distinct  regulations  on  this  subject. 

The  whole  question  of  the  extra  duties  performed  by  members  of  the  police 
forces,  and  of  the  remuneration  received  for  these,  is  one  which  requires  some 
consideration. 

The  primary  duties  of  the  police  force  are  the  maintenance  of  order,  and  the 
prevention  and  detection  of  crime,  and  it  is  for  the  due  performance  of  these  that 
the  Government  grant  is  paid.  In  addition  to  these  there  are,  however,  various 
duties  which,  in  accordance  with  the  Secretary  of  State's  Circulars,  may  or  may 
not  be  performed  by  members  of  the  police  force,  and  it  is  here  that  the  diversity 
of  practice  exists;  this  diversity  of  practice  is  found  both  in  the  nature  of  the 
duties  and  in  the  means  by  which  such  services  are  remunerated.  In  many 
places  these  extra  duties  are  so  trifling,  and  so  easily  fitted  in  with  other  work, 
that  there  is  every  reason  why  they  should  be  undertaken  by  the  police.  I  allude 
especially  to  the  medium-sized  and  smaller  burghs,  where  the  superintendent 
has  time  to  spare  for  such  extra  work  without  neglecting  more  important 
matters.  In  some  of  the  larger  burghs,  however,  this  accumulation  of  duties  on 
the  superintendent  of  police  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  mistake ;  for  in  some  cases 
these  extra  duties  occupy  so  much  of  hi3  time,  that  the  supervision  of  the  force  is 
practically  left  to  subordinates. 

I  would  now  touch  on  the  subject  of  the  payment  for  these  extra  duties,  first 
making  the  remark,  that  there  is  in  many  cases  a  strong  temptation  to  save 
money,  partly  at  the  expense  of  the  Exchequer,  by  piling  extra  duty  on  the 
police. 

In  some  of  the  counties  the  edse  stands  thus :— The  chief  constable  is  made 
to  undertake  the  duty  of  procurator  fiscal  to  the  justices  ;  this  he  does  in 
most  cases  without  extra  salary,  consequently,  the  county  saves  the  expense  of  a 
fiscal,  and  if,  in  order  to  get  a  man  capable  of  performing  and  willing  to  perform 
the  double  duty,  a  higher  salary  is  paid,  the  Government  grant  practically  pays 
half  the  difference. 

In  the  burghs  the  variation  in  practice  is  great.  In  Edinburgh  and  Dundee, 
for  example,  where  the  time  of  the  superintendent  has  been  almost  entirely 
devoted  to  fi seal's  work ;  the  salary  as  fiscal  is  included  in  the  salary  as  superin- 
tendent of  police,  and  consequently  is  half-paid  for  by  the  Exchequer,  whereas 
fti  the  burghs  of  Govan  anil  Partick,  70  /.  is  paid  in  each  as  extra  remuneration 
to  the  superintendent  as  fiscal,  and  no  Government  grant  is  charged  on  these 
sums.  The  same  diversity  appears  in  the  practice  of  different  burghs  as  to  the 
appointments  of  sanitary  inspector,  inspector  of  cleansing,  inspector  of  weights 
and  measures,  and  many  other  minor  appointments.  Some  burghs  pay  various 
sums  in  addition  to  salary,  others  make  the  salary  include  everything ;  thus  the 
latter  receive  in  proportion  more  grant  than  the  former. 

I  consider  that  uniformity  of  practice  as  to  remuneration  in  these  cases  would 
be  most  desirable,  and  the  scheme  that  1  would  suggest  is  as  follows,  viz. : — 
1st.  That  where  the  chief  constable  of  a  county,  the  superintendent  of  a  burgh, 
or  any  officer  under  them  is  procurator  fiscal,  sanitary  inspector,  or  inspector  of 
cleansing,  a  certain  jter-centage  of  salary  should  be  deducted  for  each  of  these 
appointments  in  calculating  the  sum  on  which  the  Government  grant  is  payable ; 
2nd.  That  the  payment  for  all  other  extra  duties,  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  should  be.  included  in  salary,  and  that  no  deduction  should  be  made 
from  the  Government  grant  on  their  account. 

The  question  of  superannuation  is  still  in  abeyance,  and  it  is  of  the  highest  Superannuation, 
importance  that  something  should  soon  be  definitely  settled.     I  regret  to  say 
that  considerable  dissatisfaction  exists  in  the  ranks,  of  the  police  forces  at  the 
4elay  that  has  taken  place,  and  were  it  not  that  the  present  state  of  trade  makes 
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General  Report  ft  difficult  for  men  to  obtain  employment,  I  believe  that  many  of  those  whose  ser-% 
"      **  vices  it  ifl  most  advisable  to  retain  would  leave  the  police  for  other  employment. 

There  are  besides  many  men,  some  in  responsible  positions,  whose  increasing  age: 
and  decreasing  health  makes  it  most  desirable  that  their  retirement  should  no 
longer  be  delayed.  To  discharge  these  men  without  any  adequate  provision 
would  be  a  public  scandal,  and  its  effect  on  the  recruiting  for  the  police  forces  in 
Scotland  would,  in  the  event  of  a  revival  of  trade,  be  most  disastrous.  At 
present  the  different  arrangements  on  this  point  have  given  the  English  forces  a 
most  unfair  advantage  over  the  Scotch  ones,  and  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that, 
year  after  year  this  subject  has  been  stated  to  be  under  consideration,  the  effect 
of  the  difference  between  lhe,two  countries  would  have  been  more  marked.  I  am 
of  opinion  that  in  default  of  comprehensive  legislation  on  this  matter,  which  is 
much  to  be  desired,  a  temporary  Act  of  Parliament  enabling  counties  and  burghs 
to  award  pensions,  on  a  scale  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  would 
have  the  effect  of  mitigating  the  evil  to  a  great  extent.  The  only  regularly 
established  superannuation  fund  in  Scoland  is  in  the  burgh  of  Greenock,  though 
in  Kincardineshire  there  is  a  compulsory  system  of  life  insurance. 

1  would  again  point  out  the  great  inconvenience  that  is  found  to  arise  from 
the  fact  that  burgh  constables  have  no  power  to  act  outside  the  burgh  boundaries. 
In  Greenock  this  is,  owing  to  the  peculiarities  of  the  configuration  of  the  burgh, 
a  very  serious  matter,  and  all  sea-port  towns  are  more  or  less  affected  by  it.  I 
believe  that  if  the  provisions  of  the  11th  section  of  the  General  Police  Act  were 
made  applicable  to  burgh  as  well  as  to  county  forces,  this  evil  would  be  reme- 
died, and  the  public  service  advantaged.  I  have  found  that  the  chief  constables 
ef  the  counties  are  generally  favourable  to  such  a  change  in  the  law. 

No  arrangement  at  present  exists  by  which  telegrams  for  police  purposes  have 
any  priority  over  private  messages  ;  practically  this  is  generally  conceded,  though 
as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  and  not  of  right.  I  think  that  this  point  should  be  brought 
Tinder  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster  General. 

Some  amendment  seems  to  be  required  in  the  Pawnbrokers'  Act,  to  clear  up 
a  point  at  present  in  doubt,  viz.,  whether  the  police  have  power  to  inspect  the 
l>ooks  of  pawnbrokers  whose  premises  are  situated  outside  the  boundaries  of  a 
burgh. 

*  A  custom  prevails  in  many  of  the  counties  and  in  some  of  the  burghs  in  Scot- 
land which  is  of  very  questionable  legality.  In  looking  through  the  lock-up 
books  I  constantly  see  after  the  name  of  a  person  who  has  been  in  custody  for 
being  drunk  and  incapable,  or  drunk  and  disorderly,  the  remark,  "  liberated 
when  sober."  These  persons  have  never  been  taken  before  a  magistrate,  but 
are  liberated,  without  bail,  on  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  constable,  and  they 
are  not  called  on  to  appear  anywhere  afterwards  to  answer  to  the  charge.  The 
question  as  to  whether  this  practice  is  lawful  or  not  is  one  which  can  only  be 
answered  by  legal  authority,  though  many  of  the  heads  of  police  forces  consider 
it  to  be  entirely  illegal,  and  never  allow  any  one  who  has  been  locked  up  to  be 
liberated,  except  on  bail,  or  after  having  been  taken  before  a  magistrate.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  scarcity  of  magistrates  in  many  parts  of  Scotland  makes 
this  or  some  similar  practice  almost  necessary,  but  it  would  be  better  to  legalise 
some  plan  by  which  the  obligation  for  taking  prisoners  before  a  magistrate  in 
such  cases  might  be  dispensed  with,  than  in  any  way  to  violate  the  law.  I  would 
suggest  that  power  should  be  given  by  statute  to  any  constable,  authorised 
to  do  so  by  the  chief  constable,  to  release  such  prisoners  on  summoning  them 
to  appear  before  the  sheriff  on  a  named  day.  This  summons  would  enable  any 
person  who  had  a  real  grievance  against  the  constable,  either  for  taking  him 
unjustly  into  custody,  or  for  his  conduct  to  him  whilst  in  his  charge,  to  state 
sueh  complaint  in  open  court. 
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It  has  been  brought  under  my  notice  that  serious  inconvenience  has  arisen 
from  difficulties  being  thrown  in  the  way  of  prisoners  in  the  custody  of  the  police 
being  lodged  in  police  cells  belonging  to  other  places,  whilst  in  transitu  from  the 
place  of  their  apprehension  to  the  place  where  their  crime  was  committed.  This 
is  especially  the  case  in  the  city  of  Edinburgh,  where  the  authorities  refuse  to 
admit  prisoners  in  custody  of  members  of  other  police  forces  into  the  burgh 
cells,  for  the  reason  that  they  consider  that  their  Police  Act  does  not  give 
them  the  power  to  do  so.    I  find  that  in  the  Mutiny  Act,  Clause  35,  no  keeper 
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of  a  lock-up  can  refuse  to  receive  a  deserter  in  military  custody.   I  believe  that  it     General  Report. 
is  of  even  more  importance  that  this  power  should  be  given  to  constables  having         ~~~~ 
priftoners  in  charge,  as  the  absence  of  it  has  caused  irregularities,  and  allowed  the 
escape  of  criminals. 

I  consider  that  in  the  large  towns  a  few  mounted  policemen  would  be  found  Mounted  Polioe. 
very  useful. 

I  have  again  to  urge  that  copies  of  my  Report  shauld  be  forwarded  direct  from  Copies  of  Report 
the  Home  Office  to  the  heads  of  county  and  burgh  police  forces.  I  find  the 
greatest  inconvenience  from  these  officers  not  reading  my  Reports  before  sending 
in  their  own  returns.  I  also  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  would  tend  to  some 
economy  in  the  cost  of  clothing  were  it  brought  directly  under  the  notice  of  some 
forces  that  other  places  were  paying  less  than  they  were ;  this  would  at  once  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  tables  in  Appendix  C. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  owing  to  men  who  have  been  dismissed  Appointment  of 
from  one  police  force  endeavouring  to  obtain  situations  in  another  one  by  means  Constables, 
of  concealing  the  fact  of  their  former  service.  •  It  has  been  suggested  that,  if  it 
were  possible,  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  the  names  and  descriptions  of  all 
men  discharged  from  police  forces  published  monthly  iu  the  Police  Gazette.  I 
also  think  it  would  be  of  advantage  that  all  constables  on  appointment  should 
sign  a  schedule,  stating  all  former  police  service,  and  that  any  false  statement 
made  in  such  a  document  should  be  punishable  as  a  crime. 

The  total  number  of  vagrants,  tinkers,  and  unlicensed  hawkers  reported  by  the  Vagrants, 
police  in  the  Scotch  counties  during  the  year  '1877,  was  47,520,  an  increase  of 
3,627  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

There  have  been  81   more   pedlars*   certificates    granted,    and    260   more  Pedlar*, 
indorsed,  in  1877  than  there  were  in  1876.

One  chief  constable,  one  superintendent,  seven  inspectors  in  two  classes,  six 
Serjeants  in  two  classes,  and  63  constables  in  four  classes.  The  numbers  in  the 
classes  are  not  fixed. 

There  are,  in  addition  to  the  above,  four  constables  employed  during  the 
herring-fishing.  There  are  also  one  constable  at  Balmoral,  paid  for  by  Her 
Majesty ;  one  at  Woodside,  and  one  at  New  Leeds,  paid  for  by  private  in- 
dividuals ;  also  two  at  the  harbour  works  at  Peterhead.  There  is  also^  one  on 
the  River  Ugie  during  close  time,  paid  for  by  the  Fishery  Board. 

The  burghs  of  Fraserburgh,  Peterhead,  Inverurie,  and  Huntly  are  united  with 
the  county  for  police  purposes.  The  burghs  of  Peterhead  and  Turriff  and  a  dis- 
trict round  Aberdeen,  are  formed  into  separate  districts. 

Two  men  have  been  added  to  the  force ;  the  Secretary  of  State's  sanction  to 
this  is  dated  28th  March  1877.  There  have  been  three  resignations  during  the 
year. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  scale  of  pay. 

The  allowance  for  boot  money  is  3  s.  a  month  for  officers  and  Serjeants,  and 
2  8.  6d.  for  constables. 

Station-houses,  the  property  of  the  county,  are  rented  at  from  3  L  to  5  I.  per 
annum.  When  houses  are  occupied  other  than  those  belonging  to  the  county, 
the  excess  of  rent  and  taxes  over  5  I  is  paid  by  the  county. 

The  chief  constable  receives  50 1  for  travelling  expenses.  The  inspectors  are 
inspectors  of  weights  and  measures,  and  two  of  them  are  inspectors  under  the 
Explosives  Act.

May  it  please  Your  Grace, 

We,  the  Board  of  Superintendence  of  the  Dublin  Hospitals,  have 
the  honour  to  submit  our  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  and  Statistical 
Returns  for  year  ended  31st  March,  1877. 

During  the  above  period  we  have  inspected  the  several  hospitals 
in  this  city  which  receive  Parliamentary  grants.    These  are : — 

1.  Westmorland  Lock  Hospital 

2.  The  House  of  Industry  Hospitals,  viz. : — 

a.  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital 
6.  Whitworth  Medical  Hospital 
c.  Richmond  Surgical  Hospital 

3.  Steevens's  Hospital 

4.  Meath  Hospital  and  County  Dublin  Infirmary. 

5.  Cork-street  Fever  Hospital 

6.  Rotunda  Lying-in  Hospital. 

7.  Coombe  Lying-in  Hospital 

8.  St  Mark's  Ophthalmic  Hospital;  and 

9.  Hospital  for  Incurables,  which  receives  a  portion  of  the 

Concordatum  Fund. 

On  these  occasions  we  have  examined  each  institution,  to  ascer- 
tain if  it  was  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  if  due  care  and  atten- 
tion were  bestowed  on  the  patients. 

We  have  since  issued  the  circular,  No.  1,  Appendix,  requesting 
any  information  or  suggestions  which  the  Governors  might  be 
disposed  to  offer  in  regard  to  its  funds,  management,  &c,  &c. 

Their  replies  are  annexed  in  Appendix  No.  2. 
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On  the  1st  April,  1876,  there  remained  753  patients  in  these 
hospitals ;  the  number  admitted  during  the  year  was  10,062, 
making  the  total  cases  treated  10,815  ;  of  whom  9,775  left  the 
wards  cured,  relieved,  or  were  dismissed  for  other  causes,  whilst 
410  died,  giving  a  mortality  of  4*2  per  cent,  on  those  treated  to  a 
termination. 

The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  throughout  the 
year  was  747*33.  The  time  spent  in  hospital  by  each  patient, 
omitting  the  inmates  of  the  Incurable  Hospital,  averaged  2110 
days.

During  the  last  epidemic  of  small-pox  the  spread  of  conta- 
gion was  in  a  great  measure  prevented  by  the  hospital  au- 
thorities providing  every  possible  facility  for  the  speedy  admis- 
sion of  such  cases,  and  also  by  the  destruction  of  infected 
clothes. 

In  reference  to  the  suppression  of  small-pox  it  may  be 
necessary  to  mention  that  the  care  and  attention  of  the 
hospital  authorities  to  the  prevention  of  disease  would  have 
been  of  little  avail  but  for  the  great  activity  of  the  various 
vaccinators  throughout  the  city  and  suburbs,  and  the  liberal 
supply  of  vaccine  vijrus  afforded  by  the  Cowpock  Institution. 
This  institution  has  recently .  been  transferred  to,  and  become 
the  vaccine  department  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland,  and  lymph  can  now  be  procured  free  of  charge  by 
all  registered  medical  practitioners;  it  is,  therefore,  to  be 
hoped  that  an  increased  impetus  may  be  given  to  the  practice 
of  vaccination. 

Fifty-seven  patients,  labouring  under  delirium  tremens,  were 
received  into  tnese  hospitals  during  the  year ;  and  we  regret  to 
find  that,  except  in  a  few  instances,  no  special  or  necessary  pro- 
visions are  made  for  the  accommodation  of  such  patients.  We 
strongly  recommend  that  a  suitable  apartment  in  each  hospital  be 
allotted  for  the  reception  of  these  patients  where  they  can  be  pro- 
perly protected  from  doing  any  injury  to  themselves,  and  where 
the  possibility  of  their  disturbing  other  patients  will  be  avoided. 
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In  the  dispensary  departments,  attached  to  some  of  the 
hospitals,  where  medicine  and  advice  have  been  given  to  extern 
patients,  the  applicants,  as  usual,  have  been  very  numerous,  and 
as  there  are  no  separate  accounts  kept  for  expenses  incurred  in 
affording  this  out-door  medical  relief,  the  cost  per  bed  in  such 
hospitals  is  in  some  instances  apparently  high. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  since  our  last  report  no 
charge  of  neglect  has  been  preferred  against  any  of  the  officials 
in  these  hospitals. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  comprehensive  returns  subjoined  in 
appendix,  showing  in  detail  all  moneys  received  from  whatever 
source,  and  all  sums  expended  in  respect  to  maintenance  and 
establishment,  we  submit  for  comparison  the  following  abstract 
statement  for  years  ended  31st  March,  1876  and  1877.

Westmorland  Lock  Hospital, 

This  hospital  continues  to  be  satisfactorily  conducted  in  every 
respect,  and  the  utilization  of  the  labour  of  the  patients  appears  to 
us  a  most  admirable  feature  in  the  institution,  combining  as  far 
as  possible  the  advantages  of  a  reformatory  system  with  those  ot 
a  well-regulated  and  strictly  kept  hospital 

On  the  1st  of  April,  1876,  it  was  found  that  67  patients  remained 
from  the  previous  year,  and  during  the  year  ending  31st  March, 
.  1877,  681  were  admitted,  691  were  discharged,  11  died,  and  53 
*  remained.  Seven  children  were  born  in  the  hospital  during  the 
past  year.  The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  58*40, 
and  the  time  spent  in  hospital  averaged  28*23  days.  We  have 
been  furnished  by  the  Registrar  of  this  institution  with  the  follow- 
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ing  interesting  and  suggestive  table,  which  we  consider  to  be 
deserving  of  a  place  in  our  Report.

The  Medical  Officers  report  that  Syphilis,  as  observed  in  the 
hospital  in  many  of  its  varied  forms,  has  diminished,  not  only 
in  virulence,  but  also  in  the  number  of  cases  so  affected,  and 
they  attribute  this  to  the  facilities  afforded  for  the  admission  of 

Eatients  to  the  institution.    They  state,  however,  that  Gonorrhoea 
as  during  the  past  year  presented  itself  in  increased  severity. 

Steevens's  Hospital. 

This  institution  continues  in  a  most  efficient  condition.  The 
wards  were  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  patients  received 
every  care  and  attention. 

During  the  last  year  a  new  kitchen-range  has  been  put  up 
which,  while  it  facilitates  cooking,  will  prove  economical  as  to  fuel. 

A  special  Registrar  has  recently  been  employed  for  recording 
medical  and  surgical  cases,  so  that  the  valuable  statistics  which 
this  hospital  can  supply  will  in  future  be  available  for  the  pro- 
motion of  medical  science. 

A  separate  ward  is  provided  for  the  reception  of  men  affected 
with  syphilis,  whereby  increased  facilities  are  afforded  for  the 
study  of  this  disease. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  immediate  vicinity  is,  we  regret 
to  state,  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  the  sewerage  from  this  institu- . 
tion,  and  from  Swift's  Hospital,  being  discharged  into  an  open 
mill-race,  which  runs  at  a  short  distance  along  the  entire  rear  of 
the  hospital  We  trust  that  measures  may  be  taken  to  remedy 
this  nuisance,  as  the  effluvium  from  this  source  is  very  offensive. 
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On  the  1st  April,  1876, 161  patients  remained  under  treatment* 
2,405  were  admitted  during  the  year,  2,368  were  discharged,  42 
died,  giving  a  mortality  of  1*74  per  cent.  The  average  daily 
number  of  patients  throughout  the  year  was  151*20 ;  and  the  time 
spent  by  each  in  hospital  averaged  2T51  days. 

Meath  Hospital  and  County  Dublin  Infirmary. 

We  found  the  hospital  buildings  in  good  order  and  the  patients 
well  cared ;  the  funds  appear  to  be  economically  disbursed  and  the 
general  management  good.  We  are,  however,  of  opinion  that 
the  water-closets  are  in  too  close  proximity  to  the  wards,  and 
suggest  that  they  be  reconstructed  outside  the  immediate  range 
of  the  hospital  walls,  and  approached  from  each  ward  by  a 
passage  suitably  lighted  and  ventilated.  Great  care  and  attention 
have  recently  been  taken  to  record  accurately  the  hospital  cases, 
and  all  returns  called  for  have  been  furnished  with  promptitude. 
Ninety-four  patients  remained  in  hospital  on  1st  April,  1876; 
1,269  were  admitted,  during  the  year;  1,210  discharged;  52  died, 
and  101  remained  on  the  31st  March,  1877. 

The  time  spent  in  hospital  by  each  patient  averaged  24*49  days. 
The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  during  the  year  was 
91*45,  and  the  mortality  was  4*12  per  cent. 


Cork-street  Fever  Hospital. 

After  inspection  of  this  hospital  we  are  happy  to  reiterate  the 
statements  made  in  our  last  report  concerning  the  efficient  con- 
dition of  the  several  departments. 

The  alterations  made  at  our  suggestion  in  the  nursing  arrange- 
ments, by  separating  the  duties  of  day  and  night  nurses,  have 
been  attended  with  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  patients. 

On  a  former  occasion  we  adverted  to  the  great  expenditure 
of  this  institution,  and  have  again  directed  the  careful  consider- 
ation of  the  managing  committee  to  this  subject. 

There  were  52  cases  in  this  institution  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year;  666  were  admitted ;  606  were  discharged;  67  died, 
and  45  remained  on  the  31st  March,  1877. 

The  highest  numbers  in  hospital  were  in  January  and  April, 
the  lowest  in  July  and  September. 

The  mortality  was  996  per  cent,  on  the  total  number  treated 
to  a  termination. 

The  time  spent  in  hospital  by  each  patient  averaged  19*30  days, 
and  the  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  during  the  year 
was  37-96. 

House  of  Industry  Hospitals. 

The  several  departments  of  this  Institution  appeared  on  inspec- 
tion in  very  satisfactory  order;  the  wards  were  clean  and  airy, 
but  we  are  of  opinion  that  more  suitable  provision  is  required  for 
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isolating  delirious  patients,  and  those  suffering  from  gangrene  of 
the  lung,  extensive  burns,  or  incontinence  of  urine,  &o. 

Twenty-five  patients  remained  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  on 
the  1st  April,  1876 ;  635  were  admitted  during  the  year ;  515 
were  discharged,  and  76  died,  giving  a  mortality  of  12*96  per 
cent,  on  591  cases  treated  to  a  termination ;  the  average  daily 
number  of  beds  occupied  was  3453,  and  the  time  spent  in  hospital 
by  each  patient  averaged  19  10  days.  There  were  44  patients 
in  the  Whitworth  Hospital  when  the  year  commenced ;  742  were 
admitted ;  662  were  discharged ;  62  died,  giving  a  mortality  of 
8*56  per  cent,  on  724  cases  treated  to  a  termination.  Sixty-six 
patients  were  in  the  Richmond  Hospital  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year ;  1,094  were  admitted ;  1,028  discharged ;  23  died,  and  109 
remained  on  the  31st  March,  1877. 

Rotunda  Lying-in  Hospital. 

On  inspection  this  institution  appeared  to  be  very  satisfactorily 
conducted.  The  wards  were  scrupulously  clean,  and  well  venti- 
lated ;  and  we  were  glad  to  be  informed  that  increased  facilities 
have  recently  been  afforded  for  attending  lying-in  women  at  their 
own  homes;  an  arrangement  deserving  the  highest  commendation, 
as  extensive  relief  can  be  supplied,  to  tnis  class  of  patients,  at  a  far 
less  cost,  and  with  greater  security  than  if  they  were  admitted 
into  hospital,  as  the  risk  is  very  much  lessened  of  exposing 
them  to  puerperal  fever. 

On  the  1st  of  April,  1876,  there  were  29  patients  in  the  labour 
wards;  1,227  were  admitted  during  the  year;  of  these  1,017 
were  discharged  after  delivery,  192  were  discharged  not  being  in 
labour ;  22  died,  being  at  the  rate  of  21  per  cent ;  and  25  were 
remaining  in  hospital  at  close  of  year. 

In  the  auxiliary  hospital  22  women  affected  with  chronic 
diseases  were  present  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  348 
were  admitted,  328  discharged,  and  17  died.*  The  mortality  in 
the  auxiliary  hospital  was  493  per  cent.  The  average  number 
of  beds  occupied  oy  the  chronic  patients  was  2078,  and  of  labour 
cases  28*04 ;  and  the  stay  of  latter  in  hospital  averaged  8*15  days, 
while  the  former  averaged  2050. 

With  respect  to  the  causes  of  death  in  the  auxiliary  hospital, 
and  their  relation  or  connexion  with  labour  wards  it  is  to  be 
regretted  we  have  no  data ;  the  head  of  the  institution  having 
informed  us  that  no  proper  record  exists  "  other  than  the  porter's 
book ;"  but  we  are  happy  to  learn  that  in  future  we  snail  be 
furnished  with  full  particulars. 

Coombe  Lying-in  Hospital. 

We  found  this  institution,  on  the  day  of  inspection,  in  a  satis- 
factory condition.  The  new  hospital  facing  the  Coombe  was 
completed,  forming  a  handsome  building  of  three  stories  high 

*  On  recent  investigation  the  hospital  authorities  find  that  16  cases  died  in  the 
auxiliary  hospital  instead  of  17* 
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exclusive  of  the  underground  offices.  The  centre,  in  addition  to 
a  spacious  hall  and  staircase,  contains  on  first  floor  convenient 
apartments  for  the  physicians,  registrar,  assistant  secretary, 
pupils,  &c. 

The  two  upper  stories  contain  each  a  large  well-ventilated 
ward,  which  opens  on  a  gallery  running  the  entire  length  of  the 
building,  leading  on  each  floor  to  a  separate  room,  provided  with 
a  couch  intended  for  labour  patients,  who  when  delivered  are  to 
be  removed  to  the  larger  ward. 

The  number  of  labour  patients  remaining  in  this  hospital  on 
the  lstt>f  April,  1876,  was  14;  380  were  admitted  during  the 
year,  384  discharged  (including  28  not  in  labour),  and  4  died  in 
the  year  ending  31st  of  March,  1877.  Of  the  chronic  patients  6 
remained  from  the  previous  year,  45  were  admitted,  45  discharged, 
and  3  died. 

The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  by  labour  cases 
was  10*62,  by  chronic  cases  6*18. 

The  mortality  of  labour  cases  was  111  per  cent.,  that  of  the 
chronic  6*25  per  cent. 

The  labour  cases  averaged  984  days  in  hospital,  the  chronic 
44*25  days. 

We  recommend  for  the  greater  safety  of  patients  entering 
Lying-in  Hospitals,  that  a  system  of  perfect  disinfection  should 
be  established  not  only  for  every  part  of  the  bedding  upon  which 
infectious  patients  had  lain,  but  also  for  the  nurses  clothing. 
Strict  regulations  should  be  made  to  prevent  labour  cases  being 
conducted  by  Medical  Students  who  have  come  directly  from 
attending  dissections,  autopsies  or  hospitals  for  the  reception  of 
infectious  diseases. 

Hospital  for  Incurables. 

When  we  inspected  this  institution  the  wards  were  clean  and 
in  good  order,  the  patients  were  treated  with  all  the  care  and 
attention  which  their  pitiable  condition  claims. 

The  governors  are  erecting  new  and  spacious  wards  to  be  appro- 
priated to  patients  affected  with  cancer,  a  class  for  which  separate 
accommodation  is  always  desirable. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  patients  remained  in  this  hospital 
on  the  1st  April,  1876 ;  35  were  admitted,  17  were  discharged, 
31  died,  and  144  then  remained. 

The  time  spent  in  hospital  by  each  patient  averaged  28943 
days.  The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  throughout 
the  year  was  15225. 

The  mortality  on  the  total  number  treated  to  a  termination 
was  64*58  per  cent. 

St.  Mark's  Ophthalmic  Hospital. 

Independently  of  the  great  advantages  this  Institution  possesses 
as  an  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  the  lists  of  diseases  treated  show  how 
considerably  it  contributes  to  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  the 
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extended  means  it  offers  for  imparting  information  to  the  students 
who  attend. 

On  the  1st  -April,  1876,  16  patients  were  in  hospital;  528 
were  admitted  during  the  year ;  522  were  discharged ;  22  then 
remained. 

No  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  2227,  and 
the  time  spent  in  hospital  by  each  patient  averaged  15  days.

Sib, — I  received  in  due  course  and  laid  before  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  this  Hospital,  your  circular  of  the  13th  ult.,  and  in  reply  am  directed 
to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Superintendence,  that  the 
Institution  being  now  free  from  debt,  the  Governors  have  felt  themselves 
warranted  in  accepting  estimates  for  construction  of  new  roofs,  plastering 
of  walls,  and  other  external  repairs  urgently  required,  and  which  could 
no  longer  be  delayed.  The  execution  of  these  works  have  been  vigor- 
ously proceeded  with,  and  are  fast  approaching  completion.  The  expense, 
however,  will  be  considerable — over  £800,  but  the  large  outlay  will,  in 
the  end,  tend  to  economy  in  the  cessation  of  the  jobbing  repairs  to  roois, 
<fea,  which  had  to  be  carried  on  for  a  number  of  years  past  The- 
laundry  department  has  been  supplied  with  a  range  of  new  troughs,  to 
replace  the  old  ones,  which  had  become  thoroughly  decayed.  Two  addi- 
tional baths  have,  at  the  request  of  the  surgeons,  been  fitted  up  in  the 
hospital.  The  condition  of  the  Institution  may,  therefore,  be  said  to 
have  been  much  improved  during  the  year,  but  a  considerable  outlay  is 
still  necessary  for  internal  painting,  and  other  repairs. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March  last,  no  fewer  than  thirty-three 
patients  were  induced  to  enter  asylums  and  penitentiaries  ;  twelve  were 
reconciled  and  restored  to  their  friends ;  five  were  sent  to  the  South 
Dublin  Union  poorhouse;  five  were  provided  with  situations  in  this 
Institution,  as  laundry  and  other  servants ;  four,  after  confinement  (out 
of  thirteen  delivered),  contracted  puerperal  mania,  and  had  to  be  removed 
to  the  Richmond  Lunatic  Asylum ;  one  was  discharged  for  misconduct 
and  insubordination ;  seven  children  were  born  in  the  hospital  during 
the  year ;  thirty-eight  of  the  patients  were  married  women,  some  of 
whom  were  accompanied  by  children  also  requiring  medical  treatment.

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.,  I  am  directed  by  the 
Managing  Committee  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendence  of  Dublin  Hospitals,  that  all  departments  of  this  hos- 
pital continue  to  work  most  satisfactorily.  In  the  nursing  department 
there  is  a  chief  nurse  to  each  flat,  and  two  assistant  nurses — one  for  day, 
and  one  for  night  duty ;  the  night  duty  is  taken  by  each  assistant-nurse 
alternately  for  one  month,  by  that  means  the  duty  is  rendered  less 
monotonous  and  irksome.  In  the  culinary  department  the  patients'  dinners 
are  served  in  hot-water  dishes,  which  ensures  the  luxury  of  a  dinner  as 
hot  as  when  cut  off  the  joint.  The  isolation  of  special  cases  is  still  rigidly 
carried  out,  and  there  is  no  communication  allowed  between  the  nurses 
of  the  epidemic  wards  and  those  of  the  general  hospital.  I  beg  to  refer 
you  to  our  annual  report  for  any  further  information  as  to  general 
statistics.

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Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  I  am  directed  to  state  in  reply,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Board  of  Superintendence,  that  the  general  condition 
of  these  hospitals  is  satisfactory,  that  the  necessities  of  the  sick  have 
been  carefully  attended  to,  and  that  the  various  buildings  are  in  a  state 
of  thorough  repair. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March  last,  as  many  as  24,071  extern 
patients  have  been  relieved  at  these  hospitals — namely,  9,034  medical, 
and  15,037  surgical  cases.  In  the  Extern  Ophthalmic  and  Aural 
Department,  the  increased  number  of  patients  has  been  very  large.  The 
number  of  trusses  issued  without  charge,  to  the  ruptured  poor,  amounted 
to  327.  The  returns  of  intern  patients,  &c,  have  been  already  forwarded 
to  you. 

The  Governors  refer  with  regret  to  the  loss  their  Board  have  sustained 
in  the  death  of  James  Lambert,  esq.,  J. p.  The  vacancy  created  in  the

Sir, — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  13th  ult.,  I  have  to  say  that  the  New 
Main  Building  of  this  hospital  has  been  completed  through  the  munifi- 
cence of  Sir  A.  E.  Guinness,  bart.,  m.p.,  and  was  opened  by  their  Graces 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  Duchess  of  Marlborough,  on  Saturday,  the 
12th  of  May  last,  in  presence  of  a  very  large  and  highly  influential 
assembly.  On  the  1st  of  June  following  it  was  thrown  open  for  the 
reception  of  patients,  since  which  time  the  whole  Institution  has  been  in 
full  working  order,  and  appears  to  be  fully  appreciated  by  the  poor 
women  for  whose  benefit  it  is  intended.  The  Institution  has  been  re- 
furnished, and  fitted  up  in  the  most  complete  manner ;  it  contains  sixty- 
five  beds.  The  wire-wove  mattresses  have  been  adopted,  and  were 
supplied  by  Mr.  Walter  Fleming,  of  Dawson-street,  all  that  could 
tend  to  the  comfort  and  wants  of  the  patients  being  most  carefully  looked 
after — not  the  least  important  in  this  latter  respect  is  a  "  lift,"  by  means 
of  which  the  patients,  when  necessary,  are  brought  up  to  the  different 
corridors,  instead  of  having  to  walk,  or  be  carried  up  the  stairs.  There 
have  also  been  provided  "  carts, n  specially  made,  having  india-rubber 
tired  wheels,  for  conveying  these  patients  from  the  lift  to  the  ward,  or 
from  one  ward  to  another,  as  may  be.  The  cars  move  very  smoothly 
and  silently,  without  the  slightest  jolting  or  shaking— a  matter  of  great 
importance  in  many  cases. 

The  New  Main  Building  has  been  set  apart,  as  was  intended,  for 
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lying-in  eases,  the  "  Guinness  "  Dispensary  Building  for  chronic 
(diseases  of  women),  and  for  occasional  cases  that  may  occur  of  an  in- 
fectious nature  ;  the  "  wing  "  of  this  latter  building  is  retained,  so  aa  to 
have  all  such  cases  as  isolated  as  possible,  there  being  no  internal  com- 
munication between  this  wing  and  any  other  portion  of  the  Institution. 
Necessarily,  the  staff  of  servants  had  to  be  increased,  but  the  "  Guar- 
dians and  Directors  "  endeavour  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  charity  as 
economically  as  is  consistent  with  its  efficiency.
